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The moft of which have not hitherto been either figured or defcribed, 
and the Reft, by Reafon of Obfcure, or too brief Defcriptions with- 
out Figures, or of Figures very ill defigned, are hitherto but little 
known.

It feems plain to my Reafon^ that GOD 
wants no Service from usy though univerfal Cujlom has eftablijhed Forms by which Men 
ftew their Obligation and Gratitude to God. Men that have a Senfe of Gratitude to-- 
wards GOD, will be always defirous tojhewfome outward Signs of that Gratitude^ 
which can be done by no Sort ofOjferings^ but of fuch good Things as they haivefrjl re^ 
ceived of GOD.

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^'be Red and Blue Ma c c a W, 

THIS Bird is undoubtedly the firit of the Parrot'^Kind, if we tonfider either it( Mag- 
nitude, or the great Beauty and Variety of the Colours with which its Pluiiiage is 
adorned. It is the biggeft of all the Kinds I have met with. When the Tail i« pcrfcft, i 
have found foroc of them to meafure more than a Yard [thirty-fix Inches] from Bill-pcint 
to Tail-end. The Arch of the upper Mandible of the Bill from the Forehead ^o the Point 
of the Bill is near three Inches ; the Leg from the tCnee downwards, is not an Inch god a half 
long \ the longeft Toe, with the Claw, is two Inches and a half long. 

The upper Mandible of the Bill is whitiQi, except on each Side next the Head, where it 
IS Dufky ; the lower Mandible is Black or Duiky. It hath not a bpre Skin covering thp 
Bll, as fome Parrots have ; the Noftrils are placed in the upper Part of the Bill, jpft wjthin 
the Feathers ; the Bill is great and ftrong ; the Tongue roundifh and foft \ the Sidf s of the 
Head (fi-om the Bill backwards for a good broad Space) are bare of Feathers, and covered 
with a whitifl), wrinkled, rough Skin, In the upper Parts of thefe Spaces the Eyes are placed, 
whole Irides are Yellow. The Head, Neck, JUreafl:, Belly, Thighs, upper Part of tbe 
Back, and leflcr Covert- Feathers of the Wings are of a very fine bright Red, or Scarier- 
Colour. The QuilUFeathers of the Wings are of a very fine Blue on their Outfide^, and 
a faint Red on their under Sides ; the firft Feathers next above the Quills are of a fitie 
yellow Colour ; fome of the Feathers being tipped with Green ; the blue Quills which fill 
next the Back are tinged with Green ; the hinder Part of the Thigh has fome Green, 
intermixed wkh the Red. The k>wer Belly, and Covert-Feathers under the Tail, 
aj alfo the lower Part of the Back, and Coverts on the upper Side of the Tail, are of a very 
fine blue Colour. This &rd is of the long; or pointed-Tail- Kind ; the Feathers gradu- 
ally ihortening towards the Skies ; fome of the longeft or Mtddle-Feathers are wholly Red ; 
the (horter, or Skle-Feathers, are partly Red, and pardy Blue, their Tips being Blue, and 
then- Bottoms Red. Tjie Legs and Feet are covered with blackifli, or duiky Scales ; the 
Toes are difpofed two fcM-wards and two backwards, as in other Parrots, all armed with ftrong 
daws. 

This Bird is a Native of America^ and I believe is found every where between the Tr9^ 
picks J not only on the Continent, but on fome of the American Iflands. I have ieen many of 
them in London^ in the Hands of my Friends and Acquaintance, and have procured this 
Draught from one of the Bneft and moft per fed-feather' d I could find amongft them. This 
is the Araracanga of the Brqfilians. See Marcgrave*^ Hiftory df Brqfil^ P. 206. Mr. AUnn 
has fijgur'd and defcribed two Red Maccaws, but neither of them is the real Thing. I fup- 
po(e them to be taken from Drawings he had met with. He makes them Cock-Birds, and 
of two d.ifierent Species, yet has blundered fo far as to give to each of them the Blue and 
Yellow Maccaw for his Hen. He fays they are brought from the Eafi and fFeji-Indies. I 
never heard of any of them brought from the £^7/?-/«^ii>.r. See his two Ktd Mancaiws in his 
Hiftory of Birds ; the Maccan or Macao of Brajil^ VoL I. P. n. and the Macsaw of Ja^ 
maicay Vol. II. P, 16. I have by Infpedion found Hen-Birds in the Red-Sort, not do f 
btlieve what AWin afierts, that the Hens of this Species are Biue and Yellow. The Blue and 
Ydlow MaccaWy next to be defcribed, being fomething a fmaller Bird, much fcarccr amongft 
us, and doubtlef^ of a Species altogether diftin£t from the Red and Blue Maccaw.

THIS Bird is a little Ids than the laft deicribed, and according to my Judgment is the 
fecond in Magnitude of the Parrot-Kind % it feems to equal a middle-fized Domeftick 
Cock, and in Shape agrees with the foregCMng. 

The Bill is arched, the upper Part hooked and hanging over the Nether, and is all of a 
black Colour ; the Noftrils are placed at the Bafe of the upper Mandible, in a white bare Skin, 
which extends itfelf on the.Sides of the Head, all round the Eyes, and a good Way beneath 
them. Thefe white bare Plats of Skin on the Sides of the Head are variegated with fine Lines 
of fmall black Feathers, which appear like Needle- Work. The Circle round the Eye is of a 
pale yellow Colour. It hath immediately under the Bill a large black Spot, which turns 
round and upwards on its Sides, and encompaflfes Part of the bare white Space on the Sides 
of the Head, as the Figure will better exprefs. The Feathers on the Top of the Head arc 
Green, which gradually become Blue on the Neck. The upper Side of the Neck, the Back, 
and upper Sides of the Wings and Tail, are of an exceeding fine blue Colour, with fome 
little Variation of Shade, viz. the lefler Coverts of the Wings, and the Rump, are a little 
linfturcd with Green, and the Tail and Quill- Feathers, on their upper Sides, a little tinftured 
with Purple ; all the blue Feathers of the Back, Wing and Tail, are of a reddifli Yellow on 
their under Sides. The Fore-part of the Neck, the Breaft, Belly, Thighs, and Covert- Fea- 
thers under the Tail, are of a fine Yellow-Orange-Colour, except the Hinder-part of the 
Thighs, where there is a little Blue intermbced. The Covert-Feathers within Side the Wings 
are Yellow, which appears outwardly on the Ridge or Joint, in the upper Part of the Wing. 
The Legs and Feet are made as the Figure exprelTes them ; all of a blacki(h or duflcy 
Colour. 

My Drawing was taken fonie Years fince, from the living Bird, at his Grace the Duke 
of RicbfMnd's Houfe, JVhitebaU. This is more rare than the Red Maccaw. It is the 
jiraracanga of the Brqfilians. See Marcgrave'^ Hiftcry ofBraJU^ P. 206. AUnn has given a 
very impcrfcdt Figure of this Bird, and erroneoufly calls it the Hen Maccaw^ fuppofing it to 
be the Hen of the Scarlet and Blue Maccaw. Sec his Hiftory, VoL III. P. 10. 

To illuftrate the Hiftory of MaccawSy I cannot help borrowing from Cortimodore Cn<^w 
Lord) //»/i»'s Voyage, a beautiful Paffage, which defcribes a Water-fall in tlie Ifland of 
^ibo. ** Near the N. E. Point of the Ifland they difcovered a natural Cafcade, which fur- 
paffed (as they conceived) every Thing of this Kind, which human Art or Induftry, hath 
hither ro produced. It was a River of tranfparent Water, about forty Yards wide, which 
ran down a Declivity of near a hundred and fifty Yards in Length. The Channel it ran 
in was very Irregular, for it was intirely formed of Rock ; both its Sides, and Bottom being 
made up of large detached Blocks, and by thefe the Courfe of the Water was frequently 
interrupted, for in fome Places it ran Hoping, with a rapid, but uniform Motion, while in 
other Parts it tun^led over the Ledges of Rocks with a perpendicular Defcent. All the 
Neighbourhood of this Stream was a fine Wood, and even the huge Maflcs of Rock, which 
hung over the Water, and which by their various Projections formed the Inequalities of the 
Channel, were covered with lofty Foreft-Trees. While the Commodore, and thofe who 
were with him attentively viewing the Place, were remarking the different Blendings of the 
Waters, the Rocks, and the Woods, there came in Sight (as it were ftill to heighten and 
animate the Profpeft) a prodigious Flight of Maccaws^ which hovering over this Spot, and 
often wheeling and playing on the Wing about it, afforded a moft brilliant Appearance, by 
the Glittering of the Sun on their variegated Plumage ; fo that fome of the Spcftators can- 
not refrain from a Kind of Tranfport wheo they recount the complicated fieauties which 
occun*d in this extraordinary Water-fall."

ne Greater Cockatoo. 

THERE is a greater and a lefler Bird of this Kind ; the Greater (here to be defcrib- 
ed) is of the Bigoefs of a Raven s the Lefler not bigger than a common Pigeon, 

The Bill is very large and ftrong j it hath a Skin covering the Bafe of the upper 
Mandible, wherein are placed the Noftrils ; the fame Skin goes round the Angles 
of the Mouth, '^he whole Bill, with the Skin at its Bafe, is of a blueilh Black. 
The Head is great in Proportion to the Body ; the Eyes are of a dark Colour, cncom- 
pfled witha bareSkin of a light Afh-Colour. The white Feathers that cover the 
Head, are very long and loofe, efpecially thofe on the Top of the Head, which the 
Bird can citjie^ eredl into a Creft, or let fell on the Hinder-part of the Neck. The 
Bird wfien anger'd raifes not only his Creft, but the Feathers on the Sides of his 
}^ad, in which Aft all the under Part of the Feathers of the Creft are difcovercd to 
be of a fine Scarlet, which oppofed to the white Feathers of the Bird fliow very 
agreeably. When the Creft is let fall, the Red on the under Sides of the Feathers 
reflcfl through them, and change the White on the Outfide of the Creft, to a 
Bloflbm-Colour. The whole Plumage of the Bird may be called White, though it 
is tinfturcd with other Colours in fame Parts j on the Back it hath a feint Tindture of 
Cream-Colour; on the Head and Breaft a little Cloud of Rofe ; the Covert- 
Feathers within Side of the Wings, and the under Side of the Tail, are tindured 
with a bright Yellow. The Tail is Ihort, having the Feathers of equal Length, 
hardly exceeding the Length of the WingS; the Legs and Feet are of a Lead-Colour; 
the Toes arc difpofed two forwards aud two backwards, as in other Parrots. 

This Bird was brought from the EaJl-InJia. I drew it from a Bird (hewn in Bar- 
tboIomeu--Fair, London. — The lefler Cockatoo differs very little from the Greater, ex- 
cept in Magnitude, and in having the Creft Yellow, and turning up at the End 
when it is let fall on the Neck ; the Colour and Shape of its other Parts agree pretty 
Jiearly with the Greater, jilbin has figur'd the Lefler in his Hiftory oJBirdiy Fol. III. 
P. 1 2. The Hen of the greater Sort, as I fuppofe, I faw at the late Dr. Plumptre'% j 
it was of a dirtier White, and without the red Colour in the Creft. I faw atfo at

the greater Kind. Both Sorts are Natives of the EaJf-JnJifi, X fl

•^ 1 ^ HIS Bird is of a large 5izc, being equal to the bigger Sort of tame Pi- 
I geonSi fometbing exceeding ihc Size of the well-known Grey Tarrot with a 
r^Tail. 

The Bill is made like thofe of other Parrots, all of a Flefli-Colour, except the 
"Skin at the Bafe of the upper Mandible, wherein the Noftrils are placed, wnich is 
dufky • It hath a Wave on the Edge of the upper Mandible on each Side, but no 
direft Angle, as many of the Parrots have. The Fore-part of the Head, quite round 
the Bill, is of a fine Red, or Scarlet-Colour ; the Eyes are of a dark Colour, having 
a Space of bare Skin quite round them of a light Afti-colour. Partly under, and 
|)artly behind each Eye, on the Sides of the Head, is a roundifh Spot of fine Blue ^ 
the Top of the Head is of a yellowifli Green j the Hinder-part of the Neck, and the 
Back) is of a darker Green ; the under Side of the Bird, fi-om the Throat to the Co- 
vert-Feathers under the Tail, is of a light Green, inclining to Yellow ; the Coverts 
beneath the Tail are lighteft, and moft Yellow ; the prime Quills of the Wing arc 
Dnfky ; the Middle-Quilis have their outer Webs Blue ; the Remainder of the Quills 
next to the Rump are Green, with yellow Borders ; the firft and fecondRowsof 
Covert-Feathers, above the Quills, are alfo of a dark Green, with yellow Edges j the 
-Icflcr Coverts of the Wings are of a lighter Green ; the Ridge of the Wing in its 
^uppcr Part, about the Joint, is Yellow ; a little lower down, where it falls on the 
Breafl, the Ridge has red Feathers on it ; the green Feathers on the Hinder-paf t 
of the. Neck and Back are edged with a darkifh Purple ; the Rump and Covert- 
Feathers on the upper Side of the Tail are Green j the Middle-Feathers of the Tail 
are Green ; next to them fuccecd red ones ; the outermoft Feather on each Side has 
its outer Web Blue \ the Infide of the Tail appears Red, the inner Webs of all the 
Feathers being Red ; the Tips of all the Tail-Feathers, both within and without, 
are of a fine yellow Colour. It had two Toes forwards, and two backwards 
on each Foot ; the Legs and Feet were covered with rough Scales of a brown ilh 
Afti-Colour. 

This Draught was taken from the living Bird, at the Sign of the Parrot and 
Cagey a Cage-maker *s, in Crooked-Lane^ London^ who was alfo a Dealer in Foreign 
Birds. He informed me, that he bought it of one who brought it over from the 
Brafib. I believe we have no Figure or Defcription of this Bird* It differs mu£;h 
from the large Green Parrots, commonly brought to us from tht ff^e/i*Indies. 
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The Great Green Parrot, />(?«? />6^ Weft-Indies. 

THIS Is a Parrot of the larger Slze^ being equal, or fuperior in Magnitude^ 
to our large Sort of tame Pigeons. 

The Bill Is whitifh, and has a notable Angle on the Edges of the upper Mandible 
on each Side; the Noftrils are placed pretty near together, in a Skin that covers 
the Bafe of the upper Mandible of the Bill. The Eyes have Circles of a Gold* 
Colour round them, and are encompafTed with a Space of bare Skin of a Flefli- 
Colour ; the Fore-part of the Head, as far back as the Eyes, is of a blue Colour i 
the Remainder of the- Head is of a fine Yellow, with fome Mixture of Red where 
the Yellow falls in with the Green on the Neck ; the Neck all round, and the Back 
is Green ; the greater, or outer Quills of the Wings, are Dufky at their Tips, and 
Greenifli at their Bottoms ; the next fucceeding are of a fine Blue at their Tips, and 
Scarlet at their Bottoms ; the Innermoft that ^11 next the Rump are Green, with 
yellow Edges ; the Covert-Feathers next above the Quills are wholly Green ; the 
lefler Coverts are of a Golden- Yellow, which foftens and mixes a little with the 
green Coverts under them ; in the Skin that connects the Joint of the Wingi 
there are fome red Feathers intermixed with the yellow Covert-Feathers ; the 
Coverts within Side of the Wings are Yellow, with fome Green intermixed ; the 
Quills within are of a very blue Green ; the Bread: and Belly is of a light«bluei(h 
Green, the Feathers being fringed with a dufky Colour; the Thighs, lower 
Belly, and Coverts under the Tail are Yellow ; the downy Part of the yellow 
Feathers in the Head, Wings and Belly, is of a red Colour ; the Rump is cover'd 
with green Feathers, tipped with Yellow ; the Coverts of the upper Side of tho 
Tail are Green ; the upper Side of the Tail is alfo Green, the Edges of the Feather$ 
being a little Yellow ; the outer Webs of the Outfide-Feathers are Blue ; the Infide 
of the Tail appears partly Red, the inner Webs of the Feathers being Red towards 
their Bottoths ; the Tips within are of a dufky Green ; the Legs and Feet are made as 
in other Parrots, cover'd with dufky-brown Scales ; the Claws are Blackifh. 

This Bird was the Property of my worthy Friend yames Heobald^ Efq; who 
fent it to me immediately after its Death ; by which Means I had an Opportunity 
to examine it more particularly than I could have done had it been alive* Thefe 
Birds are pretty common in Londm ; they vary fomething from each other, though 
apparently of the fame Species ; in fome the yellow Colour prevails more, in 
others lefs. I believe the Yellow prevails mofl in the Cock- Birds. The above was 
one of the finefl I have met with. Mr. Alhin has publifhed this Bird in his 3d Vol. 
P. 1 1, where he fays, though falfly, that the Legs^are cover'd with Feathers down 
to the Feet. He calls it the Barbadoes Parrot. I hope where I have re-figur*d any 
Birds, already figured by Mr. jUbin^ my Amendment in the Draughts will plead my 
Excufe. 
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The jijh'Colour^d and Red Parrot. 

THIS Bird is about the Bignefs of a tame Pigeon, or of the common A{h-co^ 
lour'd 'Parrot^ with a red Tail, of which it is a Species, if not the very 
fame, accidentally variegated in its Plumage. 

« 

The Bill is of a blackifli Colour, hooked, having Angles on the Sides of the 
upper Mandible ; the Tongue is round at the End, black, and foft; the Noftrils 
are placed pretty near together, in a white Skin that covers Part of the Bill above ; 
this Skin points with an Angle into the Bill on each Side below the Noftrils, 
in a Manner I have not obferved in other Parrots ; the Sides of the Head are 
covcr'd with a bare Skin of awhitifli Colour, which joins to the Bill forwards* 
The Eyes are placed in the Middle of thefe bare Parts, on the Sides of the Head ; 
they are fmall in Proportion ; the Irides of a bright Yellow. The Plumage of the 
whole Bird (except the Tail) is a Mixture of Afli-colour'd and red Feathers : A few 
of each Colour here and there are placed in little Plats all over the Head, Ncck,^ 
Body and Wings, which forms a broad Mixture of the Colours. Each of the above 
Colours is darker in the greater Feathers of the Wings^ than in other Parts. The 
Tail is wholly Red, the Feathers being fliort, and of equal Length, not much ex- 
ceeding the Length of the Wings when they are clofcd. The Legs and Feet arc 
made as in all other Parrots^ and cover'd with a rough fcaly Skin, of a dark Aih^^ 
Cdour, orBlackifh. 

The common Afli-colour'd Parrot is fo much the fame wrth this, that the Print 
wduld equally fervc for either of them; the Defcription of the Bill, Eyes, Taily 
Legs and Feet, is the very fame in both j all the Difference is, that the common one 
has the Plumage all the Body over of an A(h-Colour, lighter oa the Rump and Belly„ 
and darker on the greater Feathers of the Wings. 

Thefe Birds are brought from G»/»^/7, on the Coaft oi Africa. The common 
grey ones are known in London by the Name oi Guinea Birds. Sir Hans Sloane^ Bart.. 
has informed me, that the Red and Blue Sort is found in the Ifland of St. TbomaSj pof- 
fefled by the Poriugueze^ and lying on the Coaft oi Africa^ in the Atlantick Ocean-^ 
under the EquinoSlial Line. I drew this Bird from Life, at the Houfcof Sir Charles 
JVager^ in the Year 1736. It was afterwards prefentcd to Sir Hans Hloane, who 
has it now [1750] living, at his Houfein C&^^tf. Willugb^y P. 1J4. has taken 
the Defcription of the Afh-colour'd Parrot from jlldrovandus^ who fays, they 
are brought from Mina^ an Indian City ; and Albin fays of it^ in his 
Hijiory of Birds ^ VoL L P- 12. this Kind comes from EaJi^Indi a ^ both which I take 
to be Miftakcs, for I am well affured that what we have are brought firom Africa^ ge- 
nerally by the Way of the JVeJl-IndieSy by our Guinea Traders, that fupply our Su^ar 
Iflands with Negroes. The mixed A(h-coloured apd Red Parrot, hath not been be* 
fore defcribed.

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The Hawk-Headed P a R R o t, 

THIS Bird is about the Bignefs of a fmall Pigeon, and is re- 
markable for having a longer Tail (in Proportion) than is com- 
mon to thole Parrots whofe Tail-Feathers are of ah equal Length. 

The Bill is of a dark or dusky Colour, pretty much hooked, and 
hath pretty iharp Angles on the Sides of the upper Mandible ; the. 
Noftrils are placed pretty near together in a Skin that covers the Bafe 
of the upper Part of the Bill ; the Eyes have their Irides of a Hazel- 
Colour, and have round each of them a bare Skin of a dusky, or 
black Colour. The Head is wholly covered with brown Feathers, 
like what we fee in fome Hawks ; the middle Part of the Feathers 
being Light, and the Borders Dark, which makes a pleadng Variety. 
The Neck all round, the Breatt and Belly, are covered with fine reddi{h 
Purple-Feathers, tipped or fringed with a bright Blue, which produces 
a pleafing Variety or Red and Blue in tranfvcrfe broken Lines* The 
Back, Rump, and upper Side of the Wings are of a pleafant Green ; 
the Tips of the greater Quills of the Wings are of a dark-blue Colour ; 
the upper Side of the Tail is Green, except the Side-Feathers, which 
are dark Blue at their Tips. The Coverts within Side of the Wings 
are of a ycUowiQi Green, as are the Sides of the Body under the 
Wings ; the Infides of the Quills of the Wings, and the under Side of 
the Tail, are of a blueifli Black. The Thighs and Covert-Feathers 
beneath the Tail are of a lightiQi Green ; the Legs, Feet and Claws 
are made as in other Parrots, all of a Black or dark Lead-Colour. 
When he is provoked he raifes the gay Feathers on his Neck, fo as to 
form a Kind of RufFor Creft. 

This Bird was the Property of the Right Honourable Lord Duncannon^ 

who gave me Liberty to make a Draught of it at his Houfe in Cavendifh- 

Square, I was informed that the Bird was brought from the Eaji- Indies. 

Our Countryman, Mr. Willughby^ has in his OrmM^/?^, extraded from 

Clujiusy the Defcription of a Parrot, which I think can be no other 

than the above defcribed, Vide P. 1 19. Line the 4th, of the Work in 

Engli/h» I know not of any Figure of this Bird, fo that I hope a 

Draught and Defcription immediately from Life will not be difagree- 

able to the curious Naturalift. Clujius% Defcription in Wiliughby is very 

brief, and feems to have been taken only from a Pi«5fcure. 

The 
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The White-Headed Parrot. 

THIS Bird mtls the fisiaQer Sort of Pigeons in BtgneTs. Parrote of this 
Species di£^ farom one another in Beauty ; fome of tbenx hare the Ridge of 
the upper Part of the Wing (where it falls on the Brcaft) Red, and others have it 
not ; fome are very Red on the Belly j others have there only a little Red intermixed 
with the Green. The Cocks may perhaps exoel in Beauty, as is common in moft 
Birds. I have feen a great Number of this Species in London^ it being as common 
with us as any of the little ^een Parrots. The under-^efcribed was not onp of 
the mofl beautiful of its Species, not having the Ridge of the Wing Red. 

The Bill is pretty thick and flrong, of a white or faintifh Pleth-Culour, with 
a hooked Point, and Angles on its Edgesi, as in mod other Parrots ; the Tongue is 
round, foft, and of a duJky Colour > the Noflrils are placed in a white Skin^ pretty 
near each other, on the upper Part of the Bill ; the Forehead is White, as f^ as the 
Eyes, and the Middle of the Crown of the Head ; the Eyes are of a dark Hazel- 
Colour, the Pupil being Bkck \ they are furrounded with Spaces of a bare very -white 
Skin. Behind the White on the Head, the Feathers are Blue, intenuixed with a 
little Red ; the Blue reaching behind the Eyes hath fome duiky Spots mixed with 
it about the E^s. The Sides of the Head, beneath the Eyes and the Throat, under 
the Bill, are of a fine Scarlet-Colour, breaking into, and mixing with the Green on 
the Neck. The Hinder-part of the Neck, the Back, Rump, and Covert-Feathers 
of the Wings are Green \ the greater Quills of the Wings are Blue, with duiky 
Tips ; fome of the firft Row of Covert-Feathers that fall next above the Quills arc 
alfo Blue ; the Remainder of the Quills next the Back are Green ; the Tail is Greeo. 
on its upper Side 9 the outer Webs of the two outermoft Feathers are Bluei(h \ the 
under Side of the Tail is Green on the Tips of the Feathers, and Red towards 
their Roots or Bottoms ; the Breaft, Belly, Thighs, and Covert-Feathers be?- 
neath the Tail are of a green Colour ; the middle Part of the Belly has a Mixture, or 
Spot of Red, which gradually foftens into the Green on its Edges. The Legs, Toes 
and Claws, are formed and fituated as in other Parrots, all of a dufky-brown Colour. 
The green Feathers on the Back, and the Coverts of the Wings and Bread, aw 
edged or fringed very narrow, with a dark or duiky Colour. 

This Bird was my own Property. The Man (a Dealer in Birds) who fold it me, 
faid it was brought from the £^-/W/>J; but I rather believe it to be a 'Native 
of the Wejl 'Indies^ becaufe I have feen many of them ; and Birds from the Eafi^ 
Indies are more rare. Though Willughby in his Qrnitbohgy^ T. 113. has given i|s 
AldrQvandus'% Defcription of this Bird,, and added a Defcription of his own ; yet, as I 
find no Figure of the Bird any where, I hope this Draught from the Life, with a 
more particular Defcription than cither of the above-mention'd, will not be difagree- 
<able to the Curious.

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He Du/ky Par r o t. 

THIS Bird is about the Bignefe of the common blue Pigeon, 
bred in our Dove-houfes. It is remarkable for being of a 
rery bad Colour for the Parrot-Kind, who are a Tribe of Birds well 
known to be of a very gay Plumage. 

The Bill is formed like thofe of other Parrots, Black in the Middle 
of the upper Mandible ; the Skin that contains in it the Noftrils, is 
alfo Black or Dusky ; the Bafe of the Bill is Yellow ; the Remainder 
to the Point, of a fine Red ; the Eyes are of a dark Hazel-Colour, 
encompaffed with bare Spaces of Skin of a whitifli Afli-Colour ; the 
Top of the Head is Dusky or Black ; the Sides of the Head under the 
Eyes, and the Hinder-part of the Neck are Greenifli ; the Back is of a 
dark, dusky Colour ; the Rump again Greenifli j the Tail is Green on 
its upper Side ; the outer Webs of the two outermoft Feathers are 
Blue ; the under Side of the Tail is of a dusky Green ; the Covert- 
Feathers beneath the Tail are of a fine Red. The Throat (for an Inch 
or more beneath the Bill) is of a fine Blue ; the Breaft, Belly and 
Thighs, are of a dusky- brownifli Afh-Colour ; the Wings are Green; 
the innermoft Quills next the Back have yellow Borders ; the Legs and 
Feet (made as in moft other Parrots) sre cover'd with a fcaly Skin of 
a Lead-Colour ; the Claws are pretty ftrong and Black. Where the 
Colours change in this Bird it is not fuddenly, but each Colour mixes 
gradually, and lofes itfelf in its Neighbour-Colour, except the Spot of 
Red under the Tail, which is pretty diftindt. 

This. Bird was the Property of my much refpeded and curious Friend, 
Mr. Peter Colin/on, F. R. S. who kept it alive Ibme Years, and in- 
vited me to take a Draught of it. He informed me that it was brought 
from New Spain, on the Continent of America. Though it be not 
fo beautiful as many others, yet I take it to be very rare, it being the 
jonly one of this Species I have chanced to fee, notwithftanding my 
diligent Search after curious and unknown Animals. As I can find no- 
thing like a Dcfcription of it, I believe I may fafely pronounce it a 
Non-defcript. 
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l^he Little Green P a r R o T, 

THIS Bird is about the Size of a fmall Pigeon. In order to enable any one 
to magnify it to its natural Size, the Knowledge of the Length of any par- 
ticular Part will be fufficient. The Wing when clofed is fix Inches long, io that 
the Meafures in the Original Draught are, to thofe of the Print, as fix to four and a 
Quarter. 

The Bill is of a light A(h-Colour, almoft White at its Bafe, and darkeft at the 
Point, where it is alfo hooked. It hath Angles on the Edges of the upper Mandi- 
ble; the Noftrils are placed pretty near each other, in a whitifli Skin at the Btife of 
the upper Mandible ; the Eyes have their Circles of a dark Hazel-Colour j the 
Pupils are Black ; round each Eye is a fmall Space of bare Skin, of a light A(h-^ 
Colour. The whole Head, Neck and Body, both above and beneath, are of a 
green Colour; though lighter, and more inclining to Yellow on the Throat, 
Breaft, Belly, Thighs, and Coverts beneath the Tail ; the greater Quills of the 
Wings are of a duflcy or black Colour, their outer Webs being Blue almo/l to 
their Tips ; the Remainder of the Quills next the Back are Green ; amongft the 
firft Row of Covert-Feathers, there is one red Feather, which falls over the Bot- 
toms of the blue Quills ; all the Remainder of the Covert-Feathers of the Wings, both 
above and beneath, are Green. The Middle-Feathers of the Tail are a little longer 
than thofe on the Sides, but not fo as to make it one of the long or pointed- 
tailed Parrots ; the upper Side of the Tail is Green, except the outer Webs of the 
two outcrmoft Feathers, which are Blueifli ; the inner Webs of the Tail-Fcathers 
are Red, till within lefs than an Inch of their Tips, which are wholly Green j the 
outer Webs of the two outer Feathers, that are Blue above, are of a light Green be- 
neath ; the Legs and Feet agree in Shape, and Situation of the Toes, with other 
Parrots, and are cover'd with a rough fcaly Skin of an A(h-Colour. It has pretty 
ftrong Claws of a dufky Colour. 

I cannot be certain from what Part of the World this Bird was brought, it being 
bought out of a Dealer's Hands, who could not inform me ; though I take it to be 
from the WeJl-IndieSy from whence moft of the Green Parrots we have in London 
are brought. It was my Property j I kept it alive fome Years ; it was a brifk, 
lively, nimble Bird, and talkative in a Language unknown to me. I have obferved 
that Parrots have more or lefs Brifkncfs and Agility in Proportion to their Size, 
the greater Kind being very clumfy and flow in their Motions, and the Lefler more 
and more nimble, as they decreafe in Bignefs. I don't know that this is any where 
deibribed;. 
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The White-Brewed P A fe k o t. 

THIS Bird fecmed to mc about the ^gn^ of a Turtfe-Dov^, 
or of thofe fmall white Doves we breed iri Cages. 1 made a 
Drawing of it, which feemed to be very near the Size of Life ; and mea- 
furing the clofed Wing of the Draught I found it to be five Inches, by 
which the Size of the Original may be eafily attained from the Print. 

The Bill is hooked, hath Angles on its Edges, and a narrow Skin 
at the Bafe of the upper Mandible, wherein the Noftrils are {daced m 
the Upper Pa rt pretty near to each other, all of a diisky Fkfh- 
Colour, being lighteft at the Bafe, and gtowing gradually darka* to- 
wards the Point. The Circles found the Eyes are of a dark Hazel- 
Colour ; the Eyes are placed in Spaces of Flem-colour'd bare Skin, that 
flirrounds them, of fome little Breadth % the whole Crown of the 
Head above the Eyes is cover'd with black Feathers. Frdm the Cor- 
ners of tlie Mouth proceed two longiHi Spots of Green, whicli pafs 
beneath the bare Skin tliat furrounds the Eyes ; the Throat and Sides 
of the Head are Yellow ; the Hinder-part of the Neck gradually be- 
comes of an Orange- Colour. All the Back, Rump and Tail, both 
above andlxfneath, are of a pleafant green Colour. The greater Quills 
of the Wihgs have their outer Webs Blue; the Middle ones have their 
outer Edges YellOwifti; the Remainder of the Quills next the Back are 
wholly Green, as are all the Covert-Feathers of the Wings above them. 
The Bread, from the Neck, as far as the Legs, is cover*d with white 
Feathers; the Sides under the Wings, the Thighs, lower Belly, and 
Covert- Feathers under the Tail, are of a yellow, or Orange-Colour ; 
the Legs and Feet are made as in other Parrots, and covered with 
rough Scales of a dusky Afli-Colour ; the Cla^Vs arc Blackifli. 

I found this Bird in the Hands of a Dealer in Foreign Birds, who 
kept a Publick Houfe in White-Hart ^ Tardy near the Strand^ London* 
He afiur'd me it was brought from the Carraccos, on the Continent of 
America, a Part of the iS^<»»/^ Dominions. I have examined all the 
Accounts I can find relating to Parrots in different Authors, but can 
find none that agree with the above-defcribed. It is a very beautiful 
little Parrot, and being in all Probability a Non-defcrip^ I hope it 
will be thought worth Publication.

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TTje firft Black-capped L 6 R Y. 

THIS Bird feemed to me to be fomething bigger than the Turtle-Dove, but 
not quite fo big as a E)ove-Houfe Pigeon. The Length of the Wing, \<rhea 
clofed, was five Inches and three Quarters, by which Note any one may magnify 
from the Print a Figure of the natural Bignefs. 

The Bill is made as in other Parrots, and of an Orange- Colour; the Tongue 
is Black ; it hath a duiky.Flefh-coloured Skin at the Bafe of the upper Mandible, in 
which are placed the Noftrils, pretty near together. The Eyes have bright, golden 
Irides^ and are encompailed with Spaces of bare Skin^ of an obfcure Fle(h-Colour. 
The whole Crown of the Head is covered with black Feathers, that have a little 
of a blue Caft on the Hinder-part ; the Remainder of the Head, the whole Neck, 
Back, Rump) Coverts above the Tail, Breaft, Sides under the Wings, and upper 
Part of the Thighs, are of a very fine Red, or Scarlet- Colour ; except a Plat 
of Blue behind, (between the Neck and Back) which is a little broken and 
intermixed with the Red, and another Plat of blue Feathers on the lower Part 
of the Breaft, whkh likewife mix and break amongft the red Feathers. The 
lower Part of the Thighs, the lower Belly, and the Coverts beneath the Tail, 
arc all of a fine blue Colour. The Tail is Blue oft the upper Side, though the 
middlemoft Feathers have foniefhing of a dulky-grfeen Shade; the inner Webs 
of the Tail-Feathers are Yellowifb, So that the Tail is Yellow beneath j the 
Wings are Green on their upper Sides; fome of the Middle-QjjjUs are Yellow 
on the Borders of their Webs. The inner Webs of the Quills are of a fine 
Yellow, except at their Tips, which are Duflcy; the Covert-Feathers within 
Side the Wings are Red ; the Ridg* of the Wing is Yelloi?«rirh ; th6 Legs, Feet 
and Claws, which are pretty ftrong, are like thofe of other Parrots, all 6f a dark- 
brown, or blackifh Colour; the Skin is rough and fcaly. 

Thefe Birds are bronght JFrow the Eaji-lndies. 1 faw the Bird fi^om which the 
Figure was taken, at the Virginia CofFce-Houfe, behind -the Ray aU Exchange^ 
London ; and another of them in the CoUeAion of my late Friend George Holmes^ 
Efq; Keeper of the Records in the Tower of London. Thefe were both fluffed. I 
have fince feen another of them brought alive from Tndia^ from which I had the 
Colour of the Eyes and cJther Parts that fade a little in dried Birds. I have taken 
the' Name Lory firom Nieuboff. Our Coiftitryman, Alhin^ has exhibited a Bird of 
this Kind, which he calls a Laurey^ and fays it is from the Briifih\' but I dare fay 
he is miftaken. I take his Bird to be from a Drawing of the Bird done by Gucfs, 
for common Shop-Safe. What Birds Atbin hlmfelf drew from Nature, arc all in the 
felf fame Attitude, he never drawing any but in one Pofture : Sudi as are . varied a 
fittle from his general Rule are ail borrowed Draughts, as my Experience has 
confirmed to me in many of them. I believe we have never had a Figure of 
this Bird.

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5l&tf fecond Black-capped Lory. 

THIS Bird is about the Bignefs of the blue Pigeons commonly 
bred in our Dove-Houfes : It is a very brisk and nimble Bird 
for the Parrot-Kind, and will hop along on a Cane or Stick, letting 
go its Hold with both Feet, and lighting again at a Foot Diftance on 
the Stick, which is an Adlion I have obfervcd in no Parrots but thole 
of the Lory-Kind. 

The Bill is of an Orange-Colour, hooked at the Point ; the Edges 
of the upper Mandible are waved, but not fuddenly enough to form 
Angles ; theNoftrils are placed pretty near each other, in a dusky Skin 
at the Bafe of the upper Part of the Bill ; the Tongue is fbft, round', 
fmooth, and of a blackifh Colour ; the Eyes have reddifli-yellow 
Irides, and are encompafled with a dusky^colour'd Skin, bare of Fea- 
thers. The whole Crown of the Head is covered with Feathers of a 
black Colour, with a Purple Glofs ; the Remainder of the Head; 
the Neck, Back, Rump, and whole under Side, are all of a very 
beautiful Red, or Scarlet-Colour, except a Crefcent of Yellow on the 
Bread, and fbme blue Feathers on the Thighs, juft above the Knees; 
The Wings on their upper Sides are Green ; the greater Quills darkeft ; 
the other Quills, and the firft Row of Covert-Feathers, next above the 
Quills, have Ibmething of YeHow on their Edgps;. the Ridge of the 
Wing about the Joint is of a fine Blue ; the inner Covert-Feathers of 
the Wings are Blue, but become Dusky or Black where they fall on 
the Infides of the Quills ; the inner Webs of all the Quills are of a 
fine Yellow, except at their Tips, which are Dusky ;. the Tail-Fea- 
thers are Red both above and beneath, but a little inclining to Ihirple 
at their Tips ; the Coverts of the Tail, both above and beneath, are alio 
Red ; the Legs and Feet are of a dark Alh, or Lead-Colour, formed 
as in other Parrots, having the Toes, two backwards and two forwards 
oh each t'oot ; it hath ftrong blaekilh Claws. 

This Bird was the Property of my good Patron Sir Hans Stoane^, Bart, at whofc HoH(e 1 
made an Original Draught of it. This, and all the other Sorts of the Scarlet-Parrots, call'd. 
Lories t are brought from the Eaft- Indies. I cannot difcover that the above- dcfcribed Species 
Jiath yet been mention'd or figur'd by any Natural Hiftoriam I take thij to be what Aliin*& 
Ihould have been, had his Figure been from Nature. He has nwde a yellow Ring all round 
the Neck, which fliould have been only on the Breaft. Sec yfl^n*s Hiftory tf Birds ^ Volll. P. 13. 
1 have fcen a greater Number of this Species than of the laft defcribed, or of any other of the 
Lories, all agreeing very cxaftly with the above Dcfcription, ^A* 
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7he Scarlet Lory* 

THIS Bird is of the Bignefs of the laft defcrlbed, or equp.l to a fmall Pigeon, 
and differs principally from the two foregoing Lories^ in having the Crown of 
the Head Red, where it is Black in them% 

The Bill is of an Orange-Colour; the upper Chap hangs over the Nether, and is 
pointed as in the reft of this Genus : The Edges of the upper Mandible \ \ /e a 
Wave or Bend on them, which is beft expreffed by the Figure, The Noftri s arc 
placed near each other in an Afti-coloured Skin, that covers the middle Part of the 
jSafe of the upper Mandible of the Bill. The Irides of the Eyes arc of a fina 
Orange-Colour, lighter round the Pupils, and darker in the outer Circumference ;.. 
the Eyes are placed in Spaces covered with a bare Afli-colour'd Skin. The Head, 
Neck, whole Body, both above and beneath, and the upper and under Coverts of 
the Tail, are of a very fine Red, or Scarlet-Colour, except the Feathers at the lower 
Part of the Neck behind, (or the Beginning of the Back) which are tipped with' 
Yellow, and form a broken yellow Spot The lower Part of the Thighs juft abov& 
the Knees is Green ; the upper Red, like the reft of the Bbdy. The greater Quills- 
ef the Wings are of a dark Green, inclining to Blue \ the Remainder that fall over 
them of a lighter Green. The firft Row of Coverts are of a yellow Green j the 
leflcr Covert-Feathers of a fuller Green 5 the fmaller Feathers in the upper Part of 
the Wing, about the Joint, are Yellow ; the Ridge of the Wing, a little below the 
Joint, is Blue ; the ten Prime, or firft Qu^ills, have their inner Webs Red, almoft to» 
their Tips, which arc Dufky or Blackifh ; the Covert-Feathers within Side of the 
Wings are Dufky,, and fringed with Yellow. The upper Side of the Tail is of a fine 
Blue, the Middle-Feathers being tindured a little with Green j the inner Webs of the 
Tail-Feathers are Red at their Bottoms, and Yellowifh at their Tips, fo that the- 
under Side of the Tail appears of a yellowifh Colour. The Legs and Feet are co-^ 
¥ered wuth a fealy Skin of a blueifh4)lack Colour. 

This Bird was the Property of the firft Lady of the Right Honourable Sir^ 
Robert Walpole^ (afterwards created Earl of Orfora] who told me it was brought 
from the Eaft-Indies. I have feen four of this Species, wKich all agreed in their" 
Marks and Colours, though one of them was lefs bright than the others, which V 
apprehend might be a Hen-Bird. I believe we have no Figure extant of this Bird,\ 
though our Countryman, Mr. Willugbiyy has given a Dcfcription - of it, which he 
calls the Scarlet Taraheto with green and black Wings. See his Ornithology^ P. 117. 
His Defcription is fomewhat brief! I have had Opportunities of giving a fullef 
Defcription of.it, as I drew the Bird when living, and had it fent to me after it 
died to get the Skin ftuflFed, by which Means I' could more nicely examine every, 
Part, in order to compleat my Defcription. I am fatisficd that this Bird, as well as ■ 
the two laft dcfcrib'd, are all different and diftinft Species of the Parrot^ having fcea* 
fevtralof each Sort, which cxaftly agreed in Colour, Size and Marking. 
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The Jjong'taikd Scarlet Lory. 

TH E Bird figur*d in the annexed Plate is reprefented of its 
ral Bignefs : It diflers principaUy from the three laft foregoing 
Lorksy in being fmaller, and in having a longer and fomewhat point- 
ed-Tail, the Middle-Feathers being an Inch and a half longer than the 
fhorteft Feathers on the Sides. 

It hath a pretty ftrong Bill in Proportion, made like thoie of other 
Parrots, of an Orange-Colour ; it hath a little Bend or Wave on the 
Edges of the upper Mandible ; the Noftrils are placed near together, in 
a dusky Skin at the Bafe of the upper Part of the Bill ; the Colour of 
the Eyes unknown ; (the Original being only a fluffed Bird, but w^ll 
preferved) round each Eye is a Space of bare Skin, of a dusky Colour ; 
the whole Head, Neck, Body both above and beneath. Sides under the 
"Wings, Thighs, and Covert-Feathers above and beneath the Tail, are of a 
fine Red, or Scarlet-Colour ; yet the Fore-part of the Neck and Bread is 
lighter, ^th a little Yellow on the Edges of the Feathers ; the greater 
Quills of the Wings are Red, tipped with Green, as are the Middle- 
Quills ; the remaining three or four Quills next the Back are wholly 
©f a very fine blue Colour ; the firft Row of Coverts of the Wings, are 
Red tipped with Green, like the Quills they cover ; the Icfier Covert^ 
Feathers of the Wings are wholly Red, except the Top of the Wing a- 
bout the Joint, which is Green ; the Infides of the Wings are of a pale 
Red, except the Ends of the Quills, which are Dusky ; the Feathcra 
of the Tail are a little pointed; thofe in the Middle longer than the Side- 
Feathers, and all of a duller ,Red than thofe of the Body ; the two 
outer Feathers, and the Tips of all the others are a little tinftured with 
Green; the under Side of theTailisof aduU Red; the Coverts beneath the 
Tail (not fhewn in the Figure) are a dull Red, fringed with a fine Blue; 
the Legs and Feet are of a dusky or blackiih Colour, agreeing in Shape 
with thofe of other Parrots; the Toes are arm'd with pretty ftrOng Claws.

* This beautiful and rare little Parrot is the only one of its Species I have yet fcen : It was ex^ 
pofed to Sale (ftufFed, and fet on a Perch) in a Toy-Shop Window, in London^ from whence I 
purchafed it. The Seller C9uld give no Account ft-om whence it was brought. I examined it 
ftriclly, and found it to be the perfeft natural Skin of a Parrot, before Iniadea Draught of it/ 
My Good Patron, Sir Hans SloanCy in Regard to its Rarity, has fince given it a Place in lisf 
Gallery of Curiofities, where it was leen by a Gentleman, who affured Sir Hans that he once 
had one of the felf fame Species living, and that his Friend who gave it him, faid it was 
brought from the IQand of Borneo^ in the Eaft-lndics* 1 can find no Account of this Bird, and 
believe it to b^ a Non defcripc . Tbi 
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7he LoRY-PARRAKEBt. 

TH E Figure reprefents this Bird of its niatural Size. Though it be Green in thtt 
Body, contrary to the other Lories, the Colour of whofe Bodies are princi« 
pally Red, yet it agrees t¥ith the firft two Sorts, in having a blacki(h-biue Cap, and 
with all the four laft defcribed in the Shape and Colour of the Bill, Feet, and bare 
Skin round the Eyes, and in having the Throat and Bread Red. In Beau^ of 
Colouring and elegant Difpofition of its Varieties of Colours^ it gives Place to none* 

The Bill is of a bright Orange* Colour, pretty much hooked, and waved on the 
Edges of the upper Mandible \ the Noftrils are placed in a duiky Skin, on the upper 
Part of the Bafe of the Bill ; the Irides of the Eyes are of a reddi(h Orange-Colour^ 
encompaffed with Spaces of bare Skui of an AHi-Colour ; the Crown of the Head 
is covered with dark Feathers, with a fine blue Glofs ; immediately behind tbefe 
Feathers follows a Crefcent of Scarlet-Feathers, the Horns of which point towards the 
Eyes. The Ears are cover'd with Plats of dark-blue Feathers, behind which thd 
Feathers are Yellow. The Sides of the Head below the Eyes, and the Throat and 
Breaft, are cover'd with fine Red, or Scarlet-Feathers \ thdfe of the Bread have their 
Tips fringed with blackifli Green, The Hinder-part of the Neck, the Back, Wings> 
and whole under Side of the Body are Green, except fome little Mixture of Yellow, 
viz. a Ibngifli yellow Spot on each Side, which parts the Red on the Breaft, from 
the Green on the Sides. The Middle of the Bade, and the Sides of the Belly, have 
their Feathers tipped with Yellow, which appears in diftinft Spots ; the Wings have 
fome of the Quills, next the Back, edged with Yellow j the Feathers of the Baftard* 
Wing arealfo edged with Yellow ; the Reft of the Wing is wholly Green j the upper 
Side of the Tail, and its Coverts, are Green \ the Feathers are long in the Middle, and 
fhorteniAg gradually towards the Sides. The Tail-Feathers, on their under Sides» 
are Red at their Bottoms, and yellowifh-Oreen at their Tips ; the Coverts beneath 
the Tail are of a light-yellowi(h Green > the Legs, Feet and Claws, are of a dark A(h-* 
Colour ; the Toes are difpofed^ two forwards and two backwards,, as in all other 
Parrots. 

This Bird was the Property of-the Right Honourable Sir Charles Wager ^ for whofe 
Lady I made a Draught of it, and, by her Pcrmiffion, madd another for myfelf. My 
Lady told me it was brought fi-om the EaJi^Indies^ which I believed before I enquired, 
it agreeing in io many Particulars with the Red Indian Lories. This Draught was 
from the living Bird. I have fince feen another of this Species, preferved dead, which 
differed from* this in having agreatMixturc of Yellow in the green Part of the Bird, 
fo that it was hard to fay whether the Green or Yellow moft prevailed. I can find no 
Defcription of it, fo that it appears to me an undoubted Non-defcript. 

The Fly engraved on this Plate has the Head and Body of a dull Green j the! 
Wings arc of a dirty-purplifli Brown, with fome tranfparcnt Spots in them. I drew 
it from Nature, but forgot to note from whence it was brought j but I think it vva$ 
from the Weft-Indies. 
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7he Long-'t ailed Green Parrakee t, 

THIS Bird is reprefented fomething lefs than Life : It is about 
the Bignefs of the greater Sort of Thrufli, and hath a longer 
Tail than ordinary, in Proportion to its Size, 

The Bill is ftiaped like thofe of other Parrots, of a Flefli-Colour,^ 
lighter at the Bafe, and darker towards the Point ; the Noftrils are 
placed in a Skin at the Bafe of the upper Part of the Bill ; the Irides 
cf the Eyes are of a reddifh Colour outwardly, but inclining to Afli- 
Colour next the Pupil, which is Black. A Space of bare FleQi- 
colourM Skin encompafles each Eye. The Plumage of the whole Bird: 
may be called Green, though with Variety of Shades and Inclinations 
to other Colours. The Top of the Head, the Neck on its upper Side, 
the Back aud upper Sides of the Wings and Tail, are of a full plealant: 
Green, Inclining neither to Blue, nor Yellow, but keeping a juft Me- 
dium between them both, (Greens in Colouring being compofed o£ 
Blues and Yellows :) the under Side of the Bird is of a lighter Green> 
and more inclining to Yellow than the upper Side ; the Infides of the 
Wings are of a palifh dusky Green ; the Pbints: or Tips of all the. 
Tail-Feathers become gradualty of a very blue Green, and are (^ite 
Blue near theit Points, which are pretty (harp ; the under Side of the 
Tail inclines to a dusky Green; the Legs and Feet are of a pale-pur* - 
plifli Fle(h-Colour, agreeing, in Make, and. thjeDifpofltion of.the.Tjocsj,, 
With other Parrots.

This Bird was {Anno 1736) the Property of the Lady of Sir Charles Wager ^ who 
employed me to draw it for her^ and gave me Liberty to take a Draught of It for my 
own Ufe. I was informM by her Ladyfhip that it was brought from, thc^ tVeJi -Indies^ 
1 have examined IFillugbbfs Ornithology^ and find feveral longrtailed ParrakeetSy 
all Green, mentioned by him in P. 1 16, but they all diifer^ in fome little Particulars^ 
from the above dcfcribed, and there being no Draughts o£ any of them in Willugbby^ 
I thought it would not be improper to prefent thi&Eigur&to the Publick. 

The Fly here figured, is a Species of the Butterfly,, having the Wings but littld 
covered with Down, and appearing tranfparent in the yellowifli Parts j the Body is 
of a dufky Colour beneath, and browner above ;. the Ground of the upper Wings is 
Vellow and Orange (haded together j the under Wings are Orange-Colour 5 all the 
four Wings are variegated, fpotted and border'd with Black i^. the under Sides of the 
Wings have white Spots round their Borders, which do not apppar oa their uppcR 
£ides» I was informed it came from the Wejl-Indieu 
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Tie jRtdan^Blue^Headed P A R r a k E b t. 

** I ' HIS Bird is here reprdented of its natural Bignels. It is a' 
^ beautiful Httle Green Parrot, of the long-tailed Kind ; the Tail 
having its Middle-Feathers longeft, and the Side-Feathers gradually- 
ihortening. 

The Bill hath Angles on the Edges of the upper Mandible, more 
fliarp and ludden than in Ibme other Parrots, pretty much hooked af 
the Point, of a light Afh-Colourj or whitifli above, and having fome 
darker Shades beneath ; theNoftrils are placed in a' Skin that parts the* 
BilJ from the Forehead; the Irides of the Eyes are of a Yellow or 
©t-ange-Colour; the Space of bare Skin that fiirrounds' the Eye, is alfo of 
an Orange*Colour (which \t not a common Colour in that Part j) the 
Foreheadj from the Bill to the Middle ofthcCrown,iff of a Red, or Scar- 
let-Colour; the Remainder of the Crown of the Head backwards, is of 
a fine Bluci which fbftens into the Green on the Hinder-part of the 
Mead; the* Head below the Eyes, the Neck, Back, Wings above, 
and upper Side of the Tail, are* of a pretty full, darkiOi Green; the 
Throat, Bread, and whole under Side, are of a lighter Green, inclining!,

This Bird was the Property of Lady Wager : It was a very lively, talkative, , or >ra- • 
ther chattering Bird, it fpcaking few Words diftindtly. Thefe Birds are brought * 
from the IVeJi'Indies. I can find no Defcription in Natural HiAory agreeing with • 
if; what comes neareft, is Marcgrave\ fecond Parrakeety ca\l'd'7uiaput(fudd. See 
his Hijf. Abiumi J^b. V. P. 206^ though I do not think it the fame Bird ; bat if 
it were, it would be very proper to Figure it here, . fince Marcgrave • has given no • 
Draughts of any of the Parrots he ha& defcribed, except the Blue and Tellow Maccaiv, • 

The abovc-mention'd curious Lady bdng a great Admirer of Birds, had by Prefcnts ^ 
and-Purchafe, procured a greater living Collection of rare Foreign Birds, than any 
oihcr Perfoa in London^ and I owe a good Part of my Collcftion of Drawings to her : 
Goodnefs, in communicating to me the Knowledge of every thing New that came to > 
hsr Hands. . 
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« 

THIS Bird is repreTented of i^ natural Bigoe^ : It is of the long 
and pcHnted-Tail-Ki^d ; the Tail in the Affcion expreiled, beiE^ 
fore-{hortened, appears fomeching (horter than it really is in Proportion 
to the Bird. 

The Bill is of an Afh-Colour, light at the Bale of die upper Man- 
dibk, the Point gradually becoming darker \ the lower Mandible is 
aUb dark ; the Noftrik are placed in an Afh-colour d Skin at the Bafe 
qf the upper Part of the Bill ; the Hook of the Bill is pretty iharp, and 
the Edges are angled, or radier waved. The Iris of the Eye is of a 
yellowilh Hazel-Colour ; the Eye is placed in a Plat of bare Skin, of 
a White, or light Afh-Colour. From Eye to Eye, acro6 the Middle 
of the Crown of the Head, is a darkiOi-blue Bar, of half an Inch in 
Breadth, The Feathers on the Forehead next the Bill, the Sides of the 
Head beneath the Eyes, the Throat and Forefide of the Neck, are all 
of a dusky-brown Colour j the Hinder-part of the Head and Neck, the 
Back, and upper Side of the Wings and Tail, are covered with Feathers of a 
plea/ant full-green Colour. The Tips of the greater Quills are Blue above, 
and Dusky beneath. The Ridges of the Wings about their Joints, and- 
the inner Coverts of the Wings, are of a yellowifh Green. The under 
Side of the Tail is of an obfcure yellow Green. The Breaft, Belly, 
Thighs and Covert-Feathers under the Tail, are of a light-yel- 
lowifh Green. The Brown at the Bottom of the Neck breaks off gra- 
dually, and falls in Spots on the Breail. The Legs and Feet are of a 
pale-brownifh Flefh-Colour ; the Toes ftand as in other Parrots. 

I faw this Bird at the Houfe of a Gentleman in TorkBuildingSy in 
the Strand^ where I was direded to take a Draught of it by another 
Gentleman who employs me. My Friend for whom I made the 
Draught, told me, the Bird was brought from the Weft-Indies, What 
is moft remarkable in it is the Fore-part of the Head and Neck, which 
is of a brownifh Colour : The Colours in Parrots being generally gay 
all over their Body. I can find nothing agreeing with the Defcrip- 
tion of this Bird, fo that I believe it to be a Non-defcript. 
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The ORENADIERt 

THIS Bird was brought 6om Usbm^ and is call'd by the Portupuze^ Grenidiero, but 
for what Reafon I know not, except for its being a bold Bird, tlut will 6ght through 
the Wires of ics Cage % or perhaps the Uniform of the Grenadiers of Portugal may be of an 
Qrange-Colour. It was drawn from the hving Bird, and of its natural Bignefs. 

The KU 18 thick and ihordlh, and of a dulky Black, ending in a Point, like the Bills of fuch 
Birds as crack Seed and Gr^ ; the Fore-part of the Head is Blacky which Colour furrounds 
the Eyes, (which are alfo dark) and reaches as far as the Ears on the Sides of the Head ; the 
Hinder-part of the Head, and the Neck all round, for its whole Length, is of a fine bright- 
Tcddiih Orange-Colour •, the lower Part of the Back and Rump, is of the fame bright Orange -, 
the Middle of the Back, and the upper Side of the Wings and the Tail, (which is (hort in Pro- 
portion) are all of a dirty tx-own, inclining to Black ; each Feather being fringed or edged 
with a lighter Brown, except the greater Quills, which towards their Tips are wholly Dufky. 
The Belly, as far as the Legs, is Black •, the Thighs, lower Belly, and Coirert-Feathers under 
the Tail, are Whitifh ; the Legs and Feet are like thofe of other fmall Birds -, both Legs, Feet 
and Claws, are df a Whitilh, or Ficfli-Colour. 

The above defcribed Bird fs now {Anno 1 750) the Property of George Sbelvocke^ Efq; Se- 
cretary to the Right Honourable the Earl of IMcefier^ Poft-Mafter General. Mr. Sbehocke 
having lately received a large living Collcdlion of Birds from Lisbon^ the Produ£b of the Por- 
^figv^ztf Settlements in diftant Parts of the World, be was fo good as to communicate them 
to me, (though a Stranger to his Perfon) with a kind Invitation to fpend.a Day at his Houfe 
at Greemvicby in order to take Draughts of them, to furnjfh this Natural Hificry with Matter. 
This Bird was brought from Angola^ sl Portugueze Settlement on the Weftern Coaft of Afriea \ 
his Note is not very agreeable, it rcfcmblihg the Winding-up of a Clock. I believe this Bird 
may fafely be pronounced a Non-defcript. 

The littk dufky Butterfly, fpotted with Yellow, and the fmall black and yellow Beetle^ 
were fent to me by Roger Norths of Rougham^ in Norfolk^ Efq-, who iays the Fly is not pub- 
lilhed, cither by Albin or fVilks^ in their Hiflories of Moths and Butterflies. The Ground of 
the Fly is of a dark-grecnifti Brown, the Spots are Yellow, and in fome of the yellow Spots 
are round black Spots, with fmall yellow Points in their Middles : The Fly and fmall Beetle art 
of their natural Size ; the Beetle is Black, with yellow Spots •, they are both Natives of die 
County of Norfolk, 

The lower Figures reprefent three Views of the folid Shells of Scarabaiy or Beetles : Thef 
"were brought from a Country about two hundred leagues from the Cape ef Good Hofe^ on 
the Eaftern Coaft of Africa^ over-againft Part of the Ifland of Madagafcar^ and were foun4 
hanging on the Necks of the Natives, who made Ufe of them as Whittles to call their Cattlfe 
together ; the upper Surface has the Appearance of rough Wings, but is fo ftrongly united to 
the under that it feems incapable of being feparated, without breaking it to Pieces. It is on both 
Sides very ftrong and hard, and impenetrable even to a (harp Needle thruft very hard againft 
it: On its upper Side it hasa Dozen or more little Rows of round Knobs, running Lengthways, 
and the Spaces between the Rows are roughened with very fmall Knobs : It is of a black Co- 
lour, but fpotted with Red between each Knob in the Rows on the Back, and it hath alfo fome 
red Spots on its under Side. Thefe Shells were lent to me by Mr. CbiUy Printer, near Lud^ 
,gatey who in the Courfe of a Voyage to In^a^ procured rhem from off the Necks of the People 
above-mentioned : He fays, the Beetles when living, fly with great Force againft one's Head 
or Face j tho* to me it is inconceivable how they can fly at all. They are figured of their natu- 
ral Size, and are, 1 believe, hitherto undefcribcd. This was etched on the Copper direftly from 
Nature. 
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The Grey F i n c h* 

TH E upper Figure in the annexed Plate reprefents this Bird of its natural Size? drawn 
from the Life : It is much of the Size and Shape, and hath the fame A£kion with our 
Linnet, and like that, is a fine finging Bird. I Ihould have named^ it the Grey Linnet, but 
that we have already a Bird in our Country fo called, though it be of a brown Colour. 

The Bill is of a dark Alh-Colour, fhaped like a Linnet'^ Bill, but fomethii^ grofler ini 
Proportion; the Eyes are of a dark, or black C6lour ; it hath* a little Whitenefs round the 
Bafe of the lower Chap of the Bill, which WWtenefs extends itfelf under the Eycsi The 
Breaft, Belly, and whole under Side, is of a very light-bluifti Afti-Cdour \ the Top of the 
Head, upper Side of the Neck, and the Back, are of a dark Afli-Colour ; the Rump, and 
Coverts on the upper Side of the Tail, are of a very light Afli-Colour. The upper Sides of 
the Wings and Tail are Dufky, inclining to Black, the Edges only of the Feathers being of a 
light A(h-Colour ; the greater Quills are wholly Duflcy at their Tips, and White at their 
Bottoms, which forms a white Spot in each Wing. The Leg?, Feet and Claws,-are formed as , 
in other fmall Birds, all of a dark Flefli-Colour. 

The Wax. B i l l.. 

TH £ .lower Figure in the Plate reprefents this beautiful litde Bird of its natural Size : 
It hath the Middle-Feathers of the Tail longer than thofe on . the Sides, which Partica- 
larity is not, I believe, to be found amongft fmall Birds that eat Seeds, in this Part of the World^, 
chough it be common to Butcher- Birds. This Draught was taken from the living^Bird.. 

The Bill is of a moderate Bignefs for a hard-bill'd Bird, and of a fine red Colour, like Seal* 
ing-Wax, which I fuppofe gave the Bird its Name. From the Angjie of the Mouth paffes a 
long red Spot, broad in the Middle, and ending^in a Point about the Place o£ the Ear ; in the - 
Middle of this Spot is placed the Eye, which is Black. The Top of the Head, upper Side 
of the Neck, the Back, upper Sides of the Wing§ and Tail, are of a dark, dulkey-brown 
Colour •, the Sides of the Head,, beneath the red Marks, are Whiti(h,.and the Breaft becomes* 
gradually of a light Afh-Colour ; the Sides of the Belly, Thighs, Coverts of the Tail, both . 
above and beneath,, are alfo of a. light-browniQi Afli-Colour ;. the lawer Part of the Bread:,, 
and Middle of the Belly, is finely ftained with a longi(h red Spot, which g];adually.lofes itfelf 
in the brownifh Adi-Colour that borders ic all round. All the brown Feathers in this Bird, oni 
its upper Side, on the Sides of the Belly, 6fr. are tranfverfly marked with fine Lines of a darker 
Colour, as the Figure fully expreflfcs. Its Toes iland, three forwards, and one backwards, as^ 
ia moil other fmall Birds, all of a dufky Colour. 

The curious Birds above defcribed, are the Property of Geot^^ Sbelvocke^ Efq; . They were 
fcnt ta him, with many others, from Li/bon •, and his Correfpondent there, informed him that 
they were brought to IJJbon from the Eaji-Indies. I believe they have never been defcribed or 
figured till now. 

The Caterpillar, added by Way of Decoration, at the Bottom of the Plate, is of a dirty;* 
brownifh yellow Colour; it is drawn of its natural Bignefs ; its Rings and Shape are bed de- 
fcribed by the Figure. What is mod extraordinary in it is, that the four Rows of Knobs which. 
rife like the Heads of fmall Brafs Nails, of a yd!ow Metalline-Colour, are of fuch tranfcendenc 
Ludre and Brightnefs, as not to be in any. Sort imitated by Art ; for in my Opinion, they excel 
}:oli(hed Gold, in the fame Degree that Gold excels Brafs. It is preferved in Spirits, and is in. 
the Mufet.m of Richard Mead^ M- D, Phyfician in Ordinary to the King^ who obliged me. 
with the L fe of it. Ic was etched on. the Copper immediately from Nature. 
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The S P A. R R O W <J^ P A R A D I S E. 

THIS Bird is here reprefented of its natural Bignefs : It hath the Bill fotnething ftronger 
and thicker in Proportion, than is comnaoh in the granivorous Kind '; it hath the Mid- 
dle-Feathers of the Tail longer than the Side-Feachers-, which is not common in Birds that 
crack Seeds. It waa called by the Pmiugueze at I{/^^/y, from whence it was laft brought, 
Pajfero de Paradifo. 

The Bill is large in Proportion to the Size of the Bird ; its Shape is very nearly exprefled in 
the Figure, and it is of a white, or light Flclh-Colour -, the Noftrils fall fo near its Bofe, as to 
be loft in the Feathers of the Forehead •, the Eyes are Black, or of a dark Colour ; the whole 
Head is covcr'd with Red, or Scarlet-Feathers^ ; the upper Side of the Neck, the Back, Rump, 
upper Sides of the Wings^ and Tail, are of a darkifli-blue Afli-Colour; the Tips of the 
Quills, the firft and iecond Rows of Coverts of the Wings, the T^l -Feathers, and its Coverts, 
are all tipped with . a white, or light A(h-Colour ; the Breaft and Belly are variegated with 
Black and White, ia a Manner fomething^. refembling the Scales of Fifties, but more broken 
and confufed. In this Mixture, on the Sides cf the Belly, is interfperfed a Tinfture of a reddifli 
Brown. The Thighs, lower Belly, and Covert- Feathers under the Tail, are White ; the 
Legs, Feet and Claws, are of a.Flelh-Colour, the Toes ftanding three forwards, and one back- 
wards, after the ufual Manner. 

This Bird I drew from the living Bird, which is in the Pofleffion of George Sbdvocke^ E% 
who was informed, from Li/boHy that iti Native Place was AngoU^ in Afriea. I believe it to 
be a Non-defcript; 
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The Great Bat, from Madagafcar.- 

BY meafiiring the Wing-Bones of this Bat:, I find, that from the Tip- End of one Wing, to 
the Tip-End of the other, they were capable of being extended forty-five Inches, or three 
Feet and nine Inches of EtigH/b Mcafure : I was obliged to reduce the whole Figure very much 
to bring it into one of my Flates, but I have given. the Head of the exaft Bignefs of Life, from 
whence an Idea of this Fiend (as I may call it) may be formed. 1 have likewife reduced the 
Figure of our common little Bat, in the fame Proportion* as I have the Great-one, by which 
their Difference may be feen* 

It differs from our Bats in that it wants a Tail.j which Want leaves the Wings in. this dif- 
joined, whereas they are joined and webbed to the Tail in ours. The Snout is Black, and it 
hath ftrong and fharp Teeth, which are juftly reprefented in the Figure. The Top of the 
Head, the Neck all round, and the Breaft, are of a reddifli Fox-Colour ; the under Side of 
the Body is of a lighter Brown ; the Back and Wings, on both Sides, appear Dulky or Black 
in the dried Bat. It hath eight fmall Front-Teeth, four above, and four beneath ; the hinder 
L^gs have each five Toes, armed with ftrong Claws-, the Legs forward (or rather Wings) 
have the firft Toe detached from the Web, with a ftrong Claw on it ; the fecond Toe is not 
detached from the Web on its inner Side, yet it hath a Claw at its Extremity ; the three re- 
maining Toes are webbed together on both Sides, and fecm to fcrve for no Ufe but as Ribs to 
extend the thin Membranes that form the Wii^. See three other Sorts- of Bats, PL 201. of 
ri)is Work. 

This Bat was brought (curioufly prcfervcd) by Mr. May^y Chief- Mate of the Hcugbtofij in the India^ 
Company's Service, who touched at Madagafcar^ Anno 1748. When wounded with a Gun, they are 
Ytry fierce, fnapping at, and biting thofe who oiFer to cake them. Ail Voyagers who have mentioned them 
agree that they are dcftruAive Animals, that they will dip intocheSea for Fifli, or devour any Thing they 
find on Land. The Rev. Mr. Hugbis^ in hi% hit Htfiory rfBarbadoest fays, the Bats in that Illand: 
deftroy the Sugar-Canes. This Bat was worked on the Copper* Plate dirc^Iy from Nature.

^"ir^ H & !B!rd 16 TC^fefented here as bigiisLife: I take it to be aCodc-Bird ; the 
'JL Iten was brought over with k, and difier'd fit>m it only in being of a duller Caft 
DfCdoor in the bla^ Parts ; the Head in the Hen being c^an A(h-coIour'd Black; 
the upper Side of the Back> Wings and Tail, of a browni(h Black ; the Tail a little 
more pointed than in the Cock. Thofe Parts that are White^ are the fame in both 
Cock ttid lEIen. 

The Cock^Bird (here figur'd) hath the Bill of a black or dufky Colour towards ihc 
Point ; the Angles at the Corners of the Mouth are of an Orange-Colour j the Head 
and Neck, as far as the Middle of the Breaft, the Back, Rump, and Covert-Feathers 
of the Wings, are of a deep-black Colour, having a fhining Glofs, changeable from 
Blue to Purple. The Quill-Feathers of the Wings, and thofe on the Ridge of the 
Win^ next the Breaft, are of a black Colour, a little inclining to Brown ; a few of 
the Middlc-Oaills are White; the fir ft Row of Coverts, next above the Qoills, arc alfo 
White. The Belly, Thighs, and Coverts under the Tail are White ; the Middle- 
Feathers of the Tajl are Black, and fomething longer than thofe on the Sides, which 
are White. The Legs and Feet are of a dark-brown Colour ; the Toes ftanding three 
forwards, and one backwards, after the ufual Manner ^ the Toes have pretty ftrong 
Claws. 

Thefe Birds were fcnt from Bengal^ preferved dry, to the late Mr. yoJef>b Dandridge^ 
of Moorjield€\ London. They are the fame with the Cock and Hen Sfiularies of 
Petiver. S^c Ray* s Synofifis Metbodica Avium^ P. 197, I'ab. 2. N. 19, 20. They 
were fent to Mr. Dandridge^ by the Name DyaL Mr. Albin has figured and defcrib'd 
^eie Birds in his third Volume of Birds^ P. 17, where he calls it the Bengal Magpye^ 
but as the former Draughts of them are not fo corre<ft as could be wiflied, I have en- 
ileavoured at an Improvement in my Defigns and Defcriptions 5 and as I have begun 
to improve on the Birds of Mr. Dandridge^s Colle<5lion, figur'd already by Mr. Albin^ 
I defign to go through with them, they being moft of them New, and very Curioua. 
This Apology may ferve for all the Reft. 

The Ground S q^u i r r e i« 

TH E lower Figure in the Plate (hews this pretty Animal of its natural Bigncfe. It is m 
general of a reddifh-brown Colour, with the Variations following : About the Nofe, and 
round the Eyes, it is of a light Cream-Colour ; on each Side it hath alfo a Stripe of Cream- 
Colojr, which Stripe is edged both on its upper and under Side with Black ; down the Ridge 
of the Back it hath a black Line almoft to the Tail ; the Tail is of a more duflcy Brown than 
the.Body ; it hath pretty full black Eyes ; the Belly is of a pure white Colour •, the Tip of the 
Nofe, and the Feet, which are thinly covered with Hair, appear of a Flefti-Colour -, the Fe?t 
ibrM<ards, have four Toes, each with a Rudiment of a Toe ; the hinder Feet have five diftinft 
Toes on each. 

This iSquirrel was the Property of Sir Hans Sloane^ Bart. They are brought from CaroUna^ 
and other Parts of Nor tb- America. It has been figur'd and defcribM by my late Friend, Mr. 
'Cales1>y, in his Hijiory ofCaroUna,. Vol II. P. 75, but as that cxpenfivc Work will fall into but 
{^ Hands, 1 hope this Figure will proVe atceptable to moft of my Encooragefs. 
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^efpdtted Indian Woodpecker. 

TH E Figure repreients the Bird of its natural Bignefs, Alkin in his ttnrd 
VoL of Birds J ?• 21. has figured it, and fays, it is of the fame Bignefs as 
our Englijh Green Woodpecker^ which is a great Miftake ; if he had comparM it with 
our Greater Spotted Woodpecker^ he had been Right. When a Bird is drawn of its 
natural Size, as Mr. jlliin's is, there is no need to compare it with any other Co fix lis 
Magnitude. 

The Bill is long, ftraight, ridged along the upper Part, and of a dufky or 
1>lacki{h Colour ^ the Crown of &e Head, from the Bill backwards, to beyond 
the Eyes, is Black, fpotted with fmall white Spots ; behind which, the Hinder^- 
part of the Head is oover'd with long Scarlett-Feathers, which tend backwards, ui 
Porm of a Creft. The Sides of the Head beneath the Eyes are White ; the Throaty 
from the Bill to the Middle of the Breaft, is fpotted in a broken confufed Manner 
with large Spots of Black and White ; the Hinder«-part of the Neck is Black i on 
each Side of the Neck there paiTes a white Line down as low as the Wings ; the 
Beginning of the Back is of a yellow Colour i the lower Part and Rump are of a 
•dull Green ; the Belly, Thighs, and Covert-Feathers beneath the Tail, are Winter 
fprinkled with Half-moon-like Spots, which are ftrongeft next the Breaft, and be- 
come much fainter downwards. Some of the outermoft Prime-Quills are Black, 
barred acrofs with four narrow Beds of White ; the Remainder of the Quills next 
the Back, are of a dull Green, as is the Row of Covert-^Feathers above them^ the 
Baftard-Wing, or Coverts that fall on the Prime-Quills, are Black like them, with Jt 
Bar of White acrofs them ; the Icffcr Covert-Feathers on the upper Part of the 
Wing, are of a dark Brown, or blackifh Colour, marked with very diilind white 
£pots, in the Form of the Leaves of fome Trees. The green Covert-Feathers be^ 
tween thefe dark Ones and the Quills, are fpotted with a lighter yellow Green. The 
Tail is BlackiOi, with a little Caft of dull Green ; the Feathers are (tiff and pointed^ 
as in others of the Woodpecker-^Kind. The Legs, Feet and Claws, are of a black 
or dufky Colour ^ the Bottoms of the Feet have a little of a Sandy-Caft ; the Toes are 
placed, two backwards, and two forwards, on each Foot 5 its Claws or Nails are pretty 
ftrong. 

This Bird was drawn from the Colledion of the late Mr. Dandridge. It came 
from Bengalj and has never been dcfcribed but by Mr. Allrin. Mr. Dandridge wa« 
not well fatisfied with the Draughts^^/xr had made of the Birds in his ColleAion, fo he 
deiir'd me to take them all to my Hou(e> and make Draughts of them at my X^ifure, 
that I might publiHi them fomething improved. I (hall omit giving the Colour of 
their Eyes, Jllbin having done that already, tbo' the Birds all came over dried to Mr. 
Dandridge^ and confequently the Byes c^ them were obicured.

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THie Indian B E e-E a t e r. 

TH E Bird is here reprefented of its natural Bignefs : It differs from the Merofi^ 
or Bee-Eater found in Europe^ in being not half fo big, and in having the 
Middle-Feathers of the Tail much longer. It is certainly a diftindt Species from the 
Merops of Europe, tho* Mr. jiliin would make this fmall one the Male of the others 

The Bill is pretty long, fharp-pointed, and a little bowed downwards ; the upper 
Mandible is Black or Dufky, the Nether Whitifh at its Bafe ; from the Comer of 
the Mouth there pafles a black Line through the Eye, bending downwards on the 
Side of the Head. The Beginning of the Forehead, next the BilU is Blue, as are 
'the Throat and Sides of the Head beneath the Eyes; the Crown and Hinder-parts of 
the Head and Neck, arc of a Red, or Orange-Colour. On the upper Part of the 
Breaft is a Black tranfverfe Mark, like a New Moon with the Horns turn*d upwards;. 
■The Back and leffer Covert-Feathers of the Wings, are of a Parrot-Green 5 the Rump^ 
or Coverts of the Tail, are of a bluifti Green ; the Bread and Belly are of a lighf Green ;. 
the Thighs of a reddifh Brown 5 the Coverts beneath the Tail of a dirty Green. The 
greater Quills of the Wings are Black or Dufky at their Tips, having a little Green 
on their Edges towards their Roots ; the Middle-Quills are of an Orange-Colour,, 
bordered widi Green, having black Spots a little within their Tips, the very Tips 
being Orange-Colour ; the inner Quills next the Back are wholly Green ; the firft 
Row of Coverts above the Quills, arc Orange in their Middles, and Green on their 
Borders ; the Tail is Green 5 the Shafts of the Feathers arc dark Brown ; the two 
Middle-Feathers (hoot out more than two Inches beyond the Refr, are Brown at their 
Tips, and very narrow, being little more than the bare Shafts. The under Side of 
the Tail is of a dufky Green. The Legs arefliort, as in the King-Fiflier, of which 
it is a Species. The three forward Toes are joined partly together, the outer to the 
Middle one more efpecially ; its Claws are pretty ftrong ; the Legs and Feet of a dufky- 
brown Colour. 

This Bird is one of the Colleftion of Mr. Dandridge : It was brought from Bengal. 
Jilbin has given a bad Defcription of it, borrowing whole Lines from ff^illughiys Af^- 
rops, which is manifeflly quite a different Bird. See fVtllugbby^s Defcription, in his 
Ornithology, P. 147, and j^bin^s in his Hijiory of Birds, Vol. III. P. 29*

THIS Plant bears only a fingle Bunch of Flowers at the Top, as I am infbrmM, (which 
I did not know when the Plate was Graving;) having a fingle Bunch, I increafed it in my 
Drawing to decorate the Plate, but am dcfirous here to rcdlify the Miftake. The Flowers are 
'(of their natural Bignefs, in the Fa(hion of an Artichoke, of a Red, or Rofe-Colour on their 
upper Farts, and a Golden-Colour beneath •, the Leaves of the Plant are of a dirty-white 
Colour, without Foot Stalks •, both Leaves and Stem are covered with a cottony Subftance. 
Mr. Watjcn^ F. R. S. of Alderfgate-ftreet, obliged me with the above Botanical Name of this 
Plant. I take it to be a Non-defcript. 

This Flower was brought from the Cape of Good Hope^ by my good Friend Captain Ifiac 
Worthy Commander of the Houghton Indiamattj Anno 1749.

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7%e Brown Indian Thru s h. 

TH E Bird is here figur'd of its natural Bignefs : It appears plain* 
\y to be of the Thnifli-Kind, tho' it be not fpotted. Mr. Albin 
has figui'd it in his third Volume of Birdsy P. 1 8. He fays, the exterior 
Edges of the Covert and Quill-Feathers are White, which Whitenefi I 
could not difcover ; the Edges of thefe Feathers are indeed of a lighter 
Brown, but'far from White. 

The Bill is jM-etty much like that of a Thrufli, of a yellow Colour, 
The Head and whole upper Side, Neck, Back, Wings, Rump and 
Tail, are of a dusky dark-brown Colour. The Breaft, Belly, Thighs 
and Coverts beneath the Tail, are of a lighti(h-brown Colour, gradu- 
ally mixing with the darker Brown on the Sides of the Neck, and the 
upper Part of the Breaft ; the Feathers of the Wings have their Edges 
or Borders a little lighter than their Middles ; the Tail beneath is more 
Dusky than it is above ; the middlemoft Feathers are longer by an 
Inch than the Out(ide-ones, they decreafing gradually from the Middle 
to the Sides. The Legs, Toes and Claws, are all of a yellow Colour ; 
the Toes (land three forwards, and one backwards, after the Manner of 
moft Birds. 

This Bird was in the CoUedion of the late Mr. Dandridge. It was 
brought from Bengal in th& Eafl- Indies. Mr. Albin has beftow*d a 
beautiful yellow Colour on its Eyes, tho* I am obliged to omit the men- 
tioning them, becauie it had only Glafs-Beads in the Place of its former 
Eyes. The Indians of Bengal call it Baniahbow. 

The black and white Butterfly from China^ figur'd with the Bird, is 
in the Collcdion of Robert Nesbitty M. D. EleB^ and Fellow of the 
College of Pbyficiansy London. As the Fly is only Black and White, 
the Print uncoloured deicribes itfelf better than Words : It hath brown 
Eyes, and a faint Tindure of Brown on the under Wings where they 
touch the Body. The black Spots are fomething fainter on the under 
Side than they are above. 

I have added fome new and curious SubjeiSs to the Plates of Mr. 
Dandridge% Birds, that have already been publifhed by Albin ; as I 
don't pretend thofe Birds in thefe Plates of mine are New, I have only 
carefully epdeavoured to give more perfeiSl Draughts and Delcriptions 
of them. 'Xba 
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Tie OoldekThhush. 1£tetus. 

TH E Figure reprelents the Bird of its natural Bignefs : It is a. 
Bird of PafTage ; they are found in the Southern Parts of Eu- 
ropB all the Summer SjKifon, and I have received of them from Ben- 
gal in the Eafi-Indies. 

The Bill is Something ftronger m Proporticm than a Thrufli's Bill, 
and of a red Colour. The Irides c^its Eyes are red ; [according to Mr. 
U^iilughby^ Account, who had (hot fome of them in Germany\ from 
the Angle of the Mouth to the Eye is drawn a black Line. The Head, 
Neck, whole Body, both above and beneath, Thighs, and upper and 
under Covert-Feathers of the Tail, are of a very fine Yellow, or Golden- 
Colour. The Wings are Black on their up^r Sides, except the Quills, 
which have narrow Tips of Yellow, and the Coverts immediately 
above the Prime-Quills, call'd the Baftard-Wing, which arc tipped alfb 
^ith Yellow, fomething deeper, and form a yellow Spot in the Wing ; 
the inner Covert-Feathers of the Wing are Yellow ; the Quills within 
Side are Dusky ; the firft Quill is very fhort, not exceeding half the 
Length of the Second. The Tail- Feathers are pretty equal in Length ; 
the Middle-ones are wholly Black ; the Side-Feathers are more than half 
Way Black towards their Roots, and of a Gold-Colour at their Tips; 
the Legs and Feet are like thofe of Thrufhes, of a black, or dusky 
Colour. 

I have had one of thcfc Birds fenttne In Spirits from Bengal^ and anotlicr from G/- 
braltar^ fhot there on the- Rock. It is known in France by the Name Lcriot. It is 
the Witwall^ Galbuluy Galgulus^ feu Picus Nidumfufpendens^ Aldrov. Oriolus Alberti^ 
Cl&/i^rw5 Ariftotelis, bi Merus W\m\. See Willugbbys Ornithology^ jP* i98, I take 
the Tellow Jay\ and the Buff Jay ^ of ^eti'very to be no other than the Cock and 
Hen of this Species! Sec Raf% Synopfis Methodica Avium. P. 194, Tab. i. Fig. 8, 9* 
Mr. AJbin is the laft Author that has figur'd this Bird. Sec bis Telhw Bird from Ben^ 
gal^ Vol. III. P. 19. of his Hi^ory of Birds -, but he owns it was from a Pidture 
Brought from India. I have feen the faid PiSure in Mr. Dandridge's Hands, and 
fouad it to be meanly performed, and contrary to Nature, for which Reafon I have 
given thts Draught directly from the fiird, and hope it will be acceptable to the 
Curious, becaufe I do not know that any Englijh Author has given a Draught of it 
from Nature. Albin was either ignorant of its being a Bird comonkon 10 Europe^ or. 
ilefiga'd to impofe it on the unknowing for an unde£bribed Species«

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. Tie Tellm Indian Starling, 

TH £ Bird is here figured of its natural Size. Alhin has already^ 
£tgur'd it, and drawn the Bill a great deal too big. 

The Bill is ihaped like that of a Starling, of a reddifli-brown Colour 
at the Bale, growing more Dusky towards the Point ; [the Colour of 
ihe Eyes fee in Mr. Alhin % Hifiory of Birds t Vol II. P. 38.] the 
Forehead from the Bill to the Eyes, is of a bright Yellow ; round the; 
Eyes the Feathers are of a dusky Colour ; the Top, Hinder- part and 
Sides of the Head under the Eyes are Black, which Biackne^ reaches: 
lower on the Sides than on the Hinder-part of the Head, and at laft 
mixes and loles itfelf in the Yellow on the Forehead, and the dusky 
Colour round the Eyes. The Throat, juft beneath the Bill, is Whiti^ ; 
the Breail, light Yellow ; the Belly, Thighs and Coverts beneath the 
Tail, are of a deeper Yellow ; the Throat and Breaft are fpotted with 
long, black, or dusky Spots, down the Shafts of the Feathers. The 
upper Side of the Neck, the Back, Rump and Coverts on the upper 
Side of the Tail, are of a full bright-yellow Colour ; the greater Quills. 
«f the Wings arc Dusky, or Black, with narrow Edges of Yellow on 
their outer Webs ; (except the firft Quill, which is fhort, and all Black) 
the leffer Quills next the Back are Dusky, with broad Edges of Yellow 
on their Webs. All the Covert-Feathers on the upper Sides of the Wingsi 
are Yellow, having pretty large dusky Spots in their Middies. The 
Middle-Feathers of the Tail are Dusky, with a yellow Caft ; their Tips 
are Yellow ; the Side-Feathers are wholly Yellow ; the Legs and Feet 
arc of a black, or dusky Colour ; the Toes iland after the ufuaL 
Manner, as the Figure plainly fhews. 

This Bird I faw in the Colleftion of the late Mr. Dandrid^e : It was 
brought with others from Bengal in the Eaji- Indies, and I believe ^as 
been delcribed by no Body but Mr. Albin. I (hould have called it tlie* 
Spotted I&erusy but thought it not proper to multiply Names;, feeing 
Mr. Albin has .called it the Tellow Starling, This Bird poffibly may 
be the Mottled yay of Petiver : See Rays Synofjii Methodica Avium^ 
P. 195. Tab, II. N..^.

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7he Black and White Indian Starling. 

TH E Figure here reprefented is of the natural Size of the Bird. 
j4lbin has figured it, but has confounded the two whitiih Lines 
together, that fhould be diftinguifhed feparately, the one on the Hinder- 
part of the Head, and the other at the Bottom of the Neck, behind 
which he has made them meet in one, contrary to their Pofition in the 
Bird, as well as to his own Dcfcription. He has alfo forgot to mention 
the Whitenefs of the outer Webs of the outermoft Tail-Feathers, as well 
as fome other Particulars. 

. The Bill is pretty (harp at the Point, moderately thick at its Bafe, a very little 
bowed downward, and of a Yellow, inclining to Orange-Colour, The Fore- 
head adjoining to the Bafe of the Bill above is White, which Colour extends from 
the Bafe of the uppr Chap, all round the Eyes, forming a Plat of White behind 
the Eye as big as the Nail of one's Finger, from which a narrow whitifh Line pafles, 
from Eye to Eye round the Hinder-part of the Head. The Top of the Head above 
the white Line is Black, as are the Throat and Neck all round ; the Black on the 
Throat reaches lower than it doth behind on the Neck. The black Colour on the 
Head and Neck fhines with a green ifti Glofs. The Back, Rump, Wings above, 
and the Tail, are of a blackish or dufky-brown Colour, without any (hining Glofs. 
The Ridge of the Wing is whitifh next the Breaft ; the outer Edges of the greater 
Quills are of a lighter- brownifli Colour, than the other Parts ^ the Row of Covert- 
Feathers next above the Quills, have their Tips White, and form a fomewhat 
broken Line of White acrofs the Wing. The Edge of the outer Web of each 
of the outermoft Feathers of the Tail is White. The Breaft, Belly, Thighs, and 
Covert-Feathers beneath the Tail, are White ; a Line of browni(h White pafles 
alfo from the Sides of the upper Part cf the Breaft, and forms a Ring round 
the lower Part of the Neck behind. The Legs and Feet are formed like thofc 
of x>ther Birds of the £ime Tribe^ and are of a reddifti Brown, or dark Flefti- 
Colour. 

This Bird was preferved in the CoUedion of the late Mr. Dandridge^ and 
has been already figured by M". Albin in his Hiftory of Birds ^ Vol. HI. T. 20. 
i\s I have already given my Reafons for re-publlftiing the Birds in Mr. Dandridge'% 
Colledtion, I fliall be filcnt here. It was brought from Bengal^ where it is called 
Contra \ but it being apparently of the iS/tfrZ/Vi^-Kind, I thought proper to give it the 
above Name. 
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The Gros-Beak, or Haw-Finch/ 

TH E Bird is here figured as big as Life : They are not Natives of England^ 
though fomc of them are found with us in hard Winters. What is moft ex- 
traordinary in it is, the Shape of the Tips of feme of the Middle-Quills of the Wings, 
which turn out with Points like fome Antique Battle- Axes, better underftood by their 
Form exprcfled in the Figure, than by Words : This Particular no one has yet taken 
Notice of. 

The Bill is very large in Proportion, and fliort for its Thicknefs, of a light Flefli- 
Colour, but Dufky at the Point, which is pretty (harp ; the Noftrils are partly co- 
vered by the Feathers at the Bafe of the Bill ; the Bill is encompaflcd all round with 
a Border of black Feathers, narrow above, and near an Inch deep on the Throat ; a 
black Line alfo paflcs from the Sides of the Billto the Eyes. The Irides of the Eyes 
are of a whitifli A(h-Colour ; the Head, and Rump, or Feathers that cover the Tail, 
arc of a pleafant, light-brownifli, red Colour ; the Hinder-part of the Neck is of a 
bluiih Afli-Colour ; the Back is of a dark, dufky Brown. The Fore-part of the 
Neck, the Breaft, Belly and Thighs, are of a pale, pleafant Brown, inclining to a 
Bloffom-Colour ; the lower Belly and Covert-Feathers under the Tail are White. 
The outer or Prime-Quills are Black ; (the inner Webs have fome White in them, 
which juft appears when the Wing is let down a little, as in the Pofition I have drawn 
it in) the Middle-Quills are of a dark, or black Colour, with a fine fhiningGlofs of bluifh 
Purple, and are very remarkable for the Form of their Tips ; the inner Quills next 
the Back are of a reddifli*brown Colour 5 the firft Row of Covert-Feathers is White 
on the upper Part, and becomes gradually more Brown, and forms together with the 
laft defcribed brown Quills, an oblique Line acrofs the Wing ; the Ridge of the 
Wing, next the Breaft, is White ; the lefler Covert-Feathers of the Wings are Black ; 
the Coverts within Side of the Wings are White, with a little Mixture of Black 
about the Ridge of the Wing. The Middle-Feathers of the Tail are Brown, the outer 
Feathers have their outer Webs Brown, and their inner Webs Black towards their 
Bottoms, and are White at their Tips, fo that the Tail when clofed is Brown above, but 
appears beautifully mixed with Brown, Black and White, when fpread. The Legs 
and Feet are of a pleafant, ruddy Flefli-Colour, formed as the Figure exprcfles. 

I have figured this Bird at the Defire of his Grace the late Duke of Richmond^ (my 
moft noble Patron, whofe Lofs I fincerely lament,) who fent it me from his Seat at 
Goodwood^ in Sufex^ where it was fliot on a Pine-Tree ; for which Reafon I have 
placed it on the Cedar of Libanus^ taken from Nature in the Phyfick-Garden of 
Cbelfeay but reduced to half its Magnitude to bring it into the Plate. Sec Mr. WiU 
lughby\ Account of this Bird in his Ornithology^ V. 244. Albin has given a Figure of 
it alfo, and a Dcfcription moftly extradted from TVillughby. See his Hijioryof Birds^ 
Vol, L P. 54. The Germans call it Kern-beijjer. Mr. N. Robert has made a Print 
of it, and calls it Pardalus^ Gros-bec^ or Pinjo-roya/. IFillughby gives it the Latin 
Name, O>ccotbraujles Vulgaris. 
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The TellvuO'headed Indian S p a r r o W.' 

T' H E Bird is here figured of its natural Si2re. There were tvo 
of them brought over, which Mr. Albin has figured as Cock 
and Hen j and he makes a Difference in his Defcription of them, tho* 
I could (on viewing them narrowly) find no material Difference either 
in their Colours or Marks, they appearing fo much the fame to toe, 
that I think they may be expreffed by one Figure as well as by two. 

The Bill is of a light, or whitifli Colour, thick and ftrong like a 
Sparrow's ; the Top of the Head is of a yellow, or Goldea>Colour 5 
the Neck, Back, Wings and Tail, are of a dark Brown^ or dusky Co- 
lour, the Feathers being edged or bordered with a lighter Brown, 
which makes the Bird feem to be on its upper Side of a light Brown, 
ipotted with Dusky. From the Sides of the Neck acrols the Breafl:,, 
it hath a Bar of the fame brownidi Colour as on its upper Side ; the 
Sides of the Head beneath the Eyes and the Throat, are White, or 
Cream-Colour^ as far as the Collar of dusky Feathers ; under die Col- 
lar, the Belly, Thighs and Coverts under the Tail, are again- of a yel- 
lowifti White ; the Sides of the Belly are marked with longifh Spots o£ 
a faint dusky Colour ; the Legs and Feet are like thofe of other fmall 
Birds, of a Flefli-Colour. 

The Draught of this Bird was taken from Mr, Z)0m/r/^/s Colle<E):ibn : 
It came from BengaL See Mr. Albino Figures in his Hifiory of Birdsy 
Vol II. F. 48. 

The Butterfly, figur'd with this Bird, has the Body and Eyes Black, fpotted with 
White ; the lower Part of the Body is Brown, or Orange-Colour. The longer Wrngs 
on their upper Sides are Orange-colour'd, with their outer Edges and their Tips 
Black, for almofl half the Length of the Wings > thefe black Ends have fcveral 
large and fmall white Spots on them j the fliofter Wings are Orange-colour'd alfo, 
but lighter, with three or four black Spots on each of them, and black Borders, with 
virhite Spots dn them. The under Side of the Fly is like the upper, but fainter ; tlie 
longer Wings have large yellow Spots at their Ends, where the Wings are Black on 
their upper Sides. This curious Fly was brought from China, and is in the Colleftion 
of Dr. Nejbitt Fellow of the Royal College of' 'PbyJidanSy London^ who obliged me 
with it. 
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7he Indian Redstart. 

HIS Bird IS figured of Its natural Bignefs. I am at a Loft to know what 
Genus to range it with 5 it hath ftifF Hairs about the Angles of the Mouth, as 
the Butcher^Birds and Goat-fuckers have, but agrees with neither of them in the 
Shape of the Bill, which is ftronger made than in the latter, and weaker than in the 
former, I have called it a ReAJlart in Conformity to Mr. Albin. See his Hijl. VoL 

in. p. 52. 

The Bill is Duflcy at the Bafe, and Black at the Point. The Top of the Head is 
covcr'd with long, foft, black Feathers, hanging over behind, in form of a Creft, which 
I fuppofe, the living Bird can ered: : Under each Eye it has a Scarlet Spot, encom- 
paded with White on the lower Side. The Throat, Brcaft, Belly and Thighs, are 
alfo White : The Sides of the Neck and Breaft are cover'd with black Feathers, 
which break confufedly into the White on the Breaft, and the brown Colour on the 
Neck behind. The Hinder-part of the Neck, the Back, Wings and Tail, are all of a 
dark-brown or duflcy Colour j the Edges of the greater Quills arc a little lighter, and 
the Ridge of the Wing next the Breaft is whitilb. The Feathers about the Vent, 
^nd the Coverts beneath the Tail, are of a very fine red Colour. The Legs and Feet 
are of a duflcy-black Colour. 

This Bird was one of thofe in the Colledion of Mr. Dandridge : It was brought 
^om Bengal. I have now republiftied all the Birds which Albin had taken out of 
^v. Dandridge" sCo\\tQ\QUy txcti^t tht Jay from Bengal^ FoLL P. 17, the Bengal 
%ji7, P. 27, fmall King' i'-Fijher from Bengal, Vol III. P. 28, and Bengal Water 
Railj P. 85. Thefe Mr. jililn copied from Drawings done in India^ the Birds them- 
drives not being brought to England*, I have therefore omitted them, having always 
profefted to give Draughts of nothing but what is taken diredtly from Nature.

THE Figure you fee here is drawn of the. Size of Nature. The Head, and all the 
Legs, are of a duflcy green Colour ; the upper Side of the Body is alfo of a duflcy Co- 
k>ur^ fpotted and clouded with light A fh- Colour ; it hath three Bars of Black acrofs the Shoul- 
ders ; the Sides of the Body incline to a Rofc-Colour ; the Belly is of a light Afli, inclining.to 
Rofe; the Head, Body and Legs, are coverM with very minute Scales, feeming like a 
fmooth Skin -, the Scales of the I'ail are large, (landing out in ftiarp Points in an uncommon 
Manner ; the Middle-Row of Scales on the upper Part of the Tail does not fall over thofe next 
to it on each Side, but the Side-Rows fall over the Middle-Row, which is remarkable ; and 
this is fully exprefled in the Figure, which was wrought on the Copper dircftly from Nature. 
The Tail is of a brownifh Green, lighter beneath than above. 

This was given me by my Friend Captaia Ifdac Worthy who brought it alive from the Eafi- 
Indies. I believe it hath not been figured. Mr. Petiver has figured a Lizard all over fcaled 
with large pointed Scales, which he calls the Rough fcaled Cape- Uzard^ Ci?/. 403, He fays, 
that when hurt it raifes up all its Scales, and cries like a Child ; he hath not mentioned its 
Size, but his Figure is about the Bignefs of mine, except die Tail, which is fliorter.

TH E Bird IS here figured of its natural Bigncfs : It is fliapcd much like our foiall 
Singing Birds, but hath the Tail a little longer in Proportion ; the Tail is alfo 
pointed, having the Middle-Feather longer than thofe on the Sides, which fliortcn 
gradually, tho' that is very uncommon in Birds of its Genus. It is a lively, brifk. 
Singing Bird, having a very pretty Note. 

The Bill is (haped like a Goldfinch's, of a very fine Red, or Scarlet-Colour : The 
Feathers round the upper Part of the Bill, and the Sides of the Head, all round 
the Eyes for a good Breadth, are of a fine Purple, or Bloflbm -Colour. The Eyes arc 
of a dark Colour, but the Eyelids, or Skin round the Eyes, are of a fine Scarlet-Co- 
lour ; between the Bill and Eye is a dufky Line. The Throat, immediately beneath 
the Bill, is Black ; the Top of the Head, Neck, Back, Covert-Feathers of the Wings, 
Breaft and Belly, as far as the Thighs, are of a dark, dufky, red Colour ; the Quills of 
the Wings arc of a blackifli or dufky Colour ; the lower Part of the Back, the Belly 
about the Vent, and the Covert-Feathers, both above and beneath the Tail, are of a 
very fine blue Colour, which mixes and foftens into the Reddifh on the Back and 
Belly. The Tail is Black, the Middle-Feather pretty long, the Side-Feathers gra- 
dually become fhorter. The Legs and Feet are like thofe of other finall Birds of this 
Clafs, ofadarkiftiFlefh-Colour. 

This rare, curious and undefaibed Bird, was the Property of Mrs. Scrajim^ in 
Buckler* s-Bury^ London. My curious and worthy Friend, Dr. Monro^ Sen. direftcd 
me to take a Urau'ght of it. It came from Brafily where it is a fcarce Bird, and much 
valued. 
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7%e Flying S q^u i r r e l. 

THIS curious little Beaft is here drawn of its natural Bignefs. .It was dra^fy and in- 
aftive all the Day, but when the Evening catfle on it was very lively, kapijag (or flying 
very nimbly) from Place to Place in its Cage. The upper Side of it, from Nofc to Tail-end, 
was of a brownifh Colour, like that of a wild Rabbet : The Nofe was ibort and whitilh round 
it ; the Eyes were large. Black, and (landing far out of the Head ; it had a white Mark 
above each Eye ; the under Side of the Head, Neck, the Belly and lafides of the Legs, were 
White ; the upper Side was parted from the under by loofc Skins, which ran along its iiides, 
and fpread themfelves between the fore and hinder Legs, when they are ftretched out in leap- 
ing. Thefe Skins aflTill the Animal to (kim along a great Way ; the Tail alfo was broad and 
flat like a Feather, and becomes riiereby a farther Aflfiftance in its Flight. It bad a blacklOi 
Stripe on each Side, juft above the Edge of the Skin, or Fin that runs along its Sides : It had 
four Toes on each Foot forwards, with the Rudiment of another Toe •, the hinder Feet have 
each five diftinft Toes. The Ears were (hort and roundifh, the FleQi appearing through the 
Thinncfs of the Hair, as it did likewife about the Nofe, and on the Feet. 

Mr, Catejby has figur'd a Flying Squirrel, which I take to be of a different Species, it being 
all over of a Dun or Afti-Colour-, he fays, they leap or fly about fourfcore Yards. See h»s 
llijlory of Carolina^ VoL 11. P. 76, 77. I'hey are brought to us from fcvcral Parts of Nartb 
America, and have of late been difcovcred in Poland, Jama 'Theobald^ Efqs of Surry Jlrect^ has, 
the above defcribed now living. 
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The crowned, African Crane. 

IT is a tall and ftatcly Bird i when it walks with the Head raifed, it fcems to b& 
more than a Yard in Height, The Leg, from the Knee to the Bottom of the 
Hcel^ is nine Inches Ibng; from the Point of the Bill to the Feathers on the Fore- 
head, is two Inches and three Quarters ^ from its Point to the Corner of the Mouthy 
three Inches and three Quarters. 

The firft Bird, which ftands forwards on the Plate, hath its Bill fliort for a Grane^ 
The Bill is flraight and fharp-pointed, of a du/ky or dark-^ih-Colour ; the Noftrils 
are placed diftant from the Head ; the Eyes are placed over the Angles of the Mouth, 
and have their Irides of a Pearl-Colour ; the Forehead is very round and prominent, 
and cover'd with black Feathers like Velvet ; behind each Eye it hath a pcarly-co- 
lour'd, hard, bare Skin, in the form of a Sheep's Kidney, which rifes a little, and is 
tindlurcd on its upper and lower Part with Red. The black Feathers on the Head 

{)a{s all round thdfe Spots. From the Top of the Head there (hoots out a Tuft of 
ongifli Feathers, or rather ftiff Briftles, of a flattifti Make, wreathed or twifted, oif 
a dirty Orange-Colour, each of them being thinly befet on its Sides with light-co- 
loured Hairs, and a fmall Tuft of blackifh Feathers at their Ends. Thcfe Briftles* 
fpread themfelves very gracefully, in form of a Globe^ and feem bigger than the 
Head itfelf. Under the Throat it hath a great red Skin, or Wattle, like the,Domef- 
tipk-Cock, butfinglej this is fometimes fwelled out with Wind, by Means of a 
hoarfe, difagreeablc Note or Soujid, which the Bird utters. The Neck, and whole 
Body above and beneath, are of a pleafent, light-bluifli Afli-Colour ; the Feathers are 
long« fbft aoid Jiarrow on the Neck ; they are broader on the Back, but long. and 
pointed; . The Tail is Black, and the Feathers are pretty equal in Length. The 
greater Quills of the Wings are Black ; the inner Quills are of a dirty Red, and fall 
over the Rump whpn t^c Wings are clofed j all the Coverts of the Wings within and 
without are White, except thofe that fall over the black Quills, (and hide them) which 
ace of a pale, duiky Yellow. The Legs are bare of Feathers pretty high above the 
Knees $ the Legs, Feet suid Claws, are of a dark-blackifti Afli-Colour. The hinder 
Bird (which I take to be the Hen) differs, from the iirft, in having the Space on its 
Cheek Red for the. lower half, and White above, and in having a very fmalh almoft 
Imperceptible red Gill on its Throat, and in being Black on the Neck and Body^ 
where the firft is A(h-colour'd j in other Refpedls they are alike. 

The firft of thefe Birds I drew at Sir Hans Shane* f^^ the other at Six, Charles Wager^^. The: 
Academy of Paris have defcribed it fomething different from the above ; they found two Sub* 
jefts, which they had in Hand, both Hens ; they call it the Royal Bird^ and think it is not 
the Grus Balearicay aB has been fuppofed. See Memoires de PAcademie Royak\ Depuis i666» 
Ju[qu*a 1699. TotnelW. trcifieme Partie^ P. 199. See dX((xWillugbby^^ Ornithology^ P. 2y§^ 
Petiver Cdl\s \t Grus Capenjis fufcaj Capite aureo gakato^ Tab, 76. JV". 9. Barlow calls it the^ 
Japan Peacock. Vijfcher calls it SirtUbio ex China. In AftJef ^Co\\t&AOi\ of Vojoges, I find this. 
Bird mentioned by fev^ral Authors there collefted, which proves it to be -a Crane cXihc Rivers. 
Gambia and Senega. See yfjiley^s Voyages^ Vol. II. P; 723. He calls the Figure of it, in the 
Plate facing P. yii, the fVhidah Crown Bird. This Bird hath efcaped Mr. ^/fr/Va 'Notice. 
It is the Pavo Marinus of Qufius. See his Exot. Lib. V. Cap. ti. iV. Bj^ien has figured it,, 
and calls it Pa\)o^ five Cauda Cbinenfts^ 
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The Black'hiird Whistling Duck. 

IT is fbmething fmaller than a common Tame Duck, and longer 
legged in Proportion than other Ducks generally are. 

The Bill is like that of a common Duck, pectinated on its Edges, a 
little hooked at the Point, and of a black or dusky Colour ; the Eyes 
are of a Hazel-Colour. The Head on its Sides is of a brown Colour ; 
the Top of the Head is Black, the Feathers being long, and pointing 
backwards in forni of a Creft ; the Hinder-part of the Neck is of a 
<lusky Colour ; the under Sides of the Head, Throat and Neck, are 
White ;. the Neck is fpotted with fmall black Spots ; the Back, and 
tipper Sides of the Wings are Brown ; the greater Quills arc dark 
Brown, approaching to Black j the Covert- Feathers of the Wings have 
each of them a black Spot in their Middles. The Feathers of the Tail 
are Black, as are the Rump, and the Feathers that cover the Tail 
above j the Tail-Feathers are not of equal Length, the Tail being a 
little pointed in the Middle. The Breaft or Craw, is of a bright- 
reddim Brown, fpotted with Black, and its lower Part has a little Mix- 
ture of White ; the whole Belly is White, having a large Mixture of 
Black on the Sides, and a very little down its Middle-part. The Co- 
vert-Feathers beneath the Tail are White, with round black Spots. The 
Legs are longer than what is common in the Duck-Kind j they are 
bare of Feathers a little above the Knees. The three forward Toes 
are all webbed together ; it hath alfo a lateral Web on the Infide of 
each of its inner Toes ; the Legs and Feet are covered with Scales of 
a Lead-Colour ; the Hinder-Toe is placed ft) high as hardly to touch 
the Ground : the Claws are Black. 

This Bird was the Property of Sir Charles Wager, at whofe Houfe, 
ovi Parfons-Greeity I made a Draught of it. I wias informed it came 
from the Wefl-Indiesy where it is called a Whifiling-Duck. Sir Hans 
Sloam fays, in his Natural Hijiory of Jamaica^ Vol. II. P. 3 24, 
they make a whiftling Noife, from whence they have their Name, 
and that it very ufually pearches on Trees, and is common in that 
Iiland« 
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756^ Red^UlFd Whistling Duck* 

THIS Bird is fomething lefs than a common Duck, having 
the Neck and Leg» longer in Proportion ; this poHibly may be 
the Male, and the laft defcribed the Female of the fame Species, but 
I cannot pronounce them to be foj bccaufe it was at different and dis- 
tant Times I faw the two Birds. 

The Bill is (hapcd mach like that of the lafl defcribed : It is of a pleaTaat 
red Colour, Yellowilh about the Noftrils, and Black at the Hook or Point of 
the upper Mandible. The Irides of the Eyes are of a dark Hafel-Colour j 
the Sides cf the Head, all round the Eyes, and the under Side or Throat, are of 
a lightifli Aih-Colour ; the Crown and Hinder-part of the Head are Black j tho 
Neck, Bre aft and Back, are of a dull Red, or Brick-Colour, hght on the Brcaf^^ 
and darker on the Back ; the greater Quills of the Wings are Black, as are thofe 
of the Baftard Wing, which cover their Bottoms ; the Inner-Quills that fall on 
the Back or Rump, are of a dark Brick -colour'd Red ; the firft and fecond Rows 
of Coverts, next above the Quills arc White, and form a large white Spot in 
the Middle of the Wing; next above the White is a Plat of bright Orange- 
Colour ; above which the fmall Feathers on the Ridge and Joint of the Wing are 
Black, which Black palfcs along the Ridge of the Wing, down the Side of the 
Belly to the Quills. The whole Belly and Thighs are Black ; but where the 
Red on the Breaft, and the Black on the Belly unite, thcfe blended Colours 
form a duflcy Afti-Colour. The Covert-Feathers beneath the Tail are whiti/h, 
fpotted with fmall black Marks, tending the Lcngthwav r,f the Feathers ; the 
Tail is Black, and a little pointed ; the Rump and 
Side of the Tail arc alfo Black. The Legs ari 
above the Knees ; the Toes are webbed as in other 1 
lateral Webs on their Infides ; the Legs and Feel 
Claws are Black. 

This Bird I drew at Sir Cbarks Wager's Houfe, on ParJha's~Green. It was 
brought from the JVeft-Indigs by the Name of the Wbijiling-Duck, Both this 
and the laft defcribed when difturbed made a Whiftling Noife : Whether this, or 
that be the Wbtftling Duck mentioned in Sir Ham Shane's Hijlory of Jamaicay I 
cannot tell, bccaufe there is no Account of its Colours in what is faid of it; but I 
rather believe the firft is meant, bccaufe the Figure in Vol. II. ^ab, 272, of that 
Hiftory, is repiefcnted with a fpotted Belly, which this laft defcribed Bird hath, 
not' 
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T/fe /ftt/e L I O N-M O N K E Y. 

THIS extraordinary Animal is here figured of its natural Sisse, as near as It 
could be taken, while it was playing its Monkey Tricks about its Lady's Cham* 
ber : It is a Female, and one of the fmalleil Species of Monkeys. 

The Fore-part of the Head, or what is call'd the Face in Monkeys, is covered 
with a black Skin ; the Ears are alfo Black ; the Face is very thinly befet with fliort 
white Hairs, which gives it a little Greynefs ; thefe white Hairs are fomething 
thicker on the Borders of the Face, and form a lightiftiRing all round it. The Eyes 
are Black, fliewing no other Colour 5 the Hair on the Head is White, long, and fpread- 
ing over the Shoulders like the Hair of a Man. The Shoulders, and the greateft 
Part of the Back, are covered, with longifti; loofe, (bagged Hair, of a brown Colour 5 
the lower Part of the Back or Rump, gradually becomes of a bright-brown, or Orange- 
Colour; one half of the Tail next the Body, is alfo covered with longifh Orange- 
colour'd Hair, the remaining half of the Tail gradually becomes Black, and conti- 
nues fo to its Tip. The Throat is Black, and without Hair; the Breaft, Belly, and 
all the Legs and Feet, are covered with (hort white Hair ; it hath five Toes on each 
Foot, before and behind, all arm'd with (harp Claws, like thofc of Squirrels ; the In- 
fides of the Paws are black Skin, the Skin is alfo Black all the Body over, and under the 
white Hair on the Belly. What is very wonderful in this little Animal is, that it 
hath a foft, whiftling Note, fomething refembling the Singing of a Canary-Bird : It is 
very brifk and nimble, and has all the Curiofity and comical Adlions of the greater 
Monkeys. When it prances about a Room on all its four Legs, and plays its Tail 
over its Back, it has very rnuch the Air of a little Lion, and appears fometimes as 
jftgur'd in Little on the Ground- Work of the Print. 

I was informed by the Right Honourable the Countefs o( Suffolk (in whofe Poflcflion 
the above defcribed Animal is) that it was brought from La Vera CruZy in New-Spain. 
By the above Lady's Permiflion, I made a Draught of it for the late DukeofRicbtmnd^ 
and by his Grace's Leave I have publifhed this Figure, In a Voyage down the River 
oi Amazons J by Mr. de la Condamine^ of iht Academy of Sciences of Paris^ I find a 
Monkey defcribed very much like the above, except that he gives it (harp Ears. After 
fpeaking of the larger Monkeys, he fays, ^' and fome again as fmall as Rats ; I 
fpeak not of thofe known under the Name of Sapajous^ but of others yet lefs, and 
di(ficult to be tamed, whofe Hair is long and bright, generally of a Chefnut-Co- 
lour, and fometimes fpotted with a Sort of Yellow ; their Tails are twice as long 
as their Bodies ; their Heads fmall and fquare, their Ears^ (harp and prominent, 
like thofe of Dogs and Cats, and not like other Apes or Monkeys, whom they 
refemble very little, having more the Air and Look of a little Lion : They are 
called Pinches at MaynaSy and Tamariuszt Cayenne.'' Sec the Abridgment of the 
above Voyage in Englijby P. 83. If this defcribed by Mr. de la Qmdamine be not the 
/aoie with mine> it muft be a Species near of Kin to it 
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Tibe Utile Black Monkey. 

THIS Monkey is here reprefented of its natural Size, and is one of the lead 
Species I have met with : Its Bite, through its Smallnefs, was no more ofFen- 
five than a Pinch from a Sparrow's Bill \ it was very lively and full of Adlion^ as moft 
of the Monkey-Kind are. 

Its Eyes were of a Hafcl-Colour, the Face of a dark Flefli, the Nofe hardly rifing 
at all, the upper Lip, flit like a Hare*s Lip, the Teeth very fmall, like thofe of other 
Monkeys, wnich nearly approach to human Teeth. The Ears were large in Pro- 
portion, of a fquarifli Figure, of a blackifli Flefli-Colour, and very thinly befet with 
fhort Hairs. The Hair on the Head formed a Peak on the Forehead \ the Face had 
litde or no Hair on it 3 the Head, whole Body and Tail, were covered with foft black 
Hair, rather rough and fliaggy, than of a fmooth Surface ; the Hair on the lower 
Part of the Back fcemcd to ftand eredt, and had a Mixture in it of Golden, or Yellow- 
colour'd Hairs. The Tail is at Icaft twice the Length of the Body ; the Paws (both 
fore and hind) are cover'd with fhort, flcek, yellowifli Orange-colour'd Hairs. It 
had five Toes oa each Foot ; its Nails or Claws were not flat as in the greater Mon- 
keys, but fliarp and hooked, like thofe of Squirrels, though not fo long ; the Fore 
Paws were not fo Human-like as in fome Monkeys, though it would hold any Thing 
in a Angle Hand, which a Squirrel will not do. 

The above rare, and, I believe, undefcrlbed Monkey, was brought from the Wejl^ 
IndieSy by the Honourable Commodore Fitzroy Lee^ Anno 1 747, and prefented by 
him to the Right Honourable the Countefs Dowager of Litcbjield^ by whofe Permiflioa 
I made a Draught of it from Life : It was a Female, 

Finding an Account of a very extraordinary Monkey, in a Voyage through the 
Inland Parts of South- America^ down the River of the Amazons^ by Monfieur 
Je la Condamine^ of the Royal Academy ofParis^ I thought proper to reprint it here* 
See the Abridgment in £;7g-/^, publiflied at Lo«^t?w, Anno 1747, P* 83. ** The 
*' Governor oCPara prefented me with a Monkey, which was the only one of its 
** Kind ever feen in the Country ; the Hairs of its Body being as bright as Silver, and 
of the Colour of the finefl: fair Trefles, whilft its Tail was of a fliining Chefnut^ 
inclining to Black : It had dill another Singularity yet more remarkable ; its Ears, 
Sides of the Face, and Nofe, were of fuch a lively Red, that one could fcarce be in- 
duced to believe it to be its Natural Colour. I kept it a Year, and it was yet living, 
when I was writing this, almoft in Sight of the Coafl: of France^ where I pleafed 
myfelf with the Thought of bringing it alive : But in Spite of the continual Precau- 
^ tions I took to preferve it from the Cold, the Severity of the Weather killed it." 
This Gendeman was treating of little Monkeys when he mention'd this, though he 
has not told us the Size of it.

THIS Animal is about theBignefs of a middling (izcd Cat, but the Body md 
Limbs are of a flenderer and longer Make^ ithath a very long Tail, at leafl: 
double the Length of its Body : It is long fnoutcd, the Head refembling veiy much 
that of a Fox ; it has fmall (harp Teeth before, by which it feems ta be capable of 
knawing. That I drew my Figure from was a Male. 

The Eyes have pretty broad Irides of a bright Hafcl-Colour ; the Face and Ears 
are White ^ the Nofe for a good Depth is Black ; each Eye is alfo encompaffed with 
a broad Space of Black ; about the Nofe, and on the Sides of the Head and Eyebrows,, 
are long ftiffifh Hairs, like the Smellers in Cats. The Head on its Crown and Hin- 
der-part is covtt-'d with dark Afli-colour'd Hair, longer than the Hair on the Face ;. 
die Back and Sides are of a redder Afh-Colour, but not fo Dark as the Head ; the 
Outfides of the Legs are alfo of a light Afli-Colour, not fo Red as the Back ; the 
tipper Sides of the Paws are Whitifli ; the bare Skin on their Infides is Black ; the 
Fore Paws (or Hands) arc like thofc of Men, or Monkies^ having the Thumb very 
diftir>€t, and flat Nails;, the hinder Paws are remarkable for having the Thumb, or 
grejit Toe very broad ; the Nails of the hinder Feet tend more to Points than thofe 
forwards. All its under Side and the Infides of the Limbs are covered with white Hair. 
The Hair of the whole Body is very foft and delicate to the Touch, rather ftanding 
creft like the Pile of Velvet, than lying down fleek. It has, pretty high on the Breaft,. 
two fmall Nipples^, placed as they are in the Monkey-Kind y its Tail is long, and 
pretty well covered with Fur, marked alternately with broad Rings of Black and 
white ; when it fleeps it reclines its Nofe to its Belly,, and draws in its Paws clofe,. 
in a fitting Pofture, and brings its long Tail over its Head : When it plays it ufes a 
•Sort of Galloping, with its Tail faifed over its Back, as exprefled in the fmall Figure 
See the Profile of its Head alfo exprefifed. 

This rare Animal was brought from the Wand, of MdJagq/car^ by my Friend Capt.. 
Jfaac Worthy Anno 1748, who touched there in his Return from India. I kept it 
alive at my Houfe for feme Time; it was a very innocent, harmlefs Creature, having 
nothbgof the Cunning or Malice of the Monkey-Kind, though it has much of its 
Shape, and Manner of fitting. It differs from them principally in having a (harp- 
Snout, and the Face covered with Hair ; the Genitals are alfo different, being hardly 
vifible, as in Cats. I take it to be of a Genus 'diftinft from the Monkey. I find a. 
Species of it different from the above defcribed. See Mr. Peliver*s Works, Taif. 17,, 
where the Figure feems to agree with mine, only it has longer Wool or Hairs, and 
no Rings on its Tail. He fays, " the Wool of this is Brown,, foft and curled like 

that of a Lamb : It has feveral Properties of a Squirrel, fitting often upright when. 

it eats, which generally is done by its Inafores^ and refleding its bufhy TaiL 
** It was brought alive from the Illand Joanrnf His Delineation was takwi by that 
celebrated Anatomift, Mr. William Cooper. I have fcen alfo preferved in Spirits in the 
Mufeum of Sir Hans Sloane^ another Species of thisGenus,, not bigger than a Squirrel..

TTk Barbarian SquikkeL. 

MY Rq>refentation is of the Bignefs of Life, which is nearly tha 
fime with that of our common Squirrel in JS>ngland : It differs 
principally from the common Sort, in being of another Colour, and 
in having fhorter Ears, which lie clofe to the Head. 

The Head and the Body, on the upper Side, Legs, Feet and Tail, 
are all of an Afh-Colour, a little inclining to Red, which is darker 
on the upper Side of the Head and Back, and lighter on the Legs^ 
Feet, and under Side of the Head. The Eyes are pretty dark, but 
the Hair all round them is White. The Belly is covered with white 
Hair; on each Side of the Body it has two Stripes, or Bars of Whit^ 
or Cream-Colour, paillng along from its Shoulders to the hinder 
Legs, which Variety adds a great Beauty to its Colour. The Tail is 
bumy, like thofe of our Squirrels ; each fingle Hair in the Tail is varied 
with light and dark Afh-Colour, which Colours fall fo regularly with 
the Lights and Darks beiide each other in tht fingle Hairs, as to 
form regular Plats of Dark and Light in the Tail, better to be under** 
ftood by the Figure than by Words. The forward Feet have each of 
them four diftinft Toes with black Claws, within which is an Appear- 
ance, or Rudiment of a Toe, but no Claw ; the hinder Feet have 
each of them five diftindt Toes with Claws. The Skin, and the Bot- 
toms of the Hair, all over, are of a black ifli Colour, even in thofe 
Parts which have the Hair outwardly White. 

This Squirrel was brought from Sanfa Cruz (en the Weftern Coaft of Borharf^ 
bordering on the Atiantick Ocean) and prefcntcd to me alive by my Friend Captaia 
John Dobfofiy of Rotberhitbe, London, Whether it lives in Trees, or hath its Habi- 
tation in the Earth, I cannot fay, but am inclin'd to think it a Species of the Ground* 
Squirrel ; for when it was let loo(e about die Houfe, it was not inclin'd to climb up 
as our Squirrels are, but would hide itfelf, and. lie in any Cloth, or foft Thing that lay 
on the Floor, where it would fleep. I find a Figure and Defcription of this Animaf, 
in a Hijiory of Four-footed Beajlsy Serpents and InfeSis^ coUedled and publi(hed at 
London, Anno 16^%, by John Rowland, M, D.' He calls \t the Getulian, or Barbarian 
Squirrel, dcfcribcd and ngur'd by Dr. Cay : But as his Figure is fmall and deficient 
in cxpreffing the true Shape and Air of the Creature, I have here given his Figure as 
he generally fat when cracking of Nuts, or feeding (m any dry Food, 
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The Indian Ichneumon. 

THIS Animal feemed to mc to be of the Size of a Ferret j or 
Poh'Cat: It was about three Quarters of a Yard, or twenty-feven 
Inches long ; the Tail from a thick Bafe ended in a Point like that of 
a Lizard* 

, It had a pretty iharp Nofe, covered with (hort Hairs of a reddifli- 
brown Colour ; the Eyes were bright and fparkling, Hke a Ferret s, 
having fomething of a Flame-G)lour in them ; the Ears were fmall 
and round, thinly cover'd with Hair, fo as to fliew the Colour of the 
Flefli ; the Top of the Head, Neck, Back, Sides and Tail, were covered 
with pretty long, ftiffifli Hairs, each Hair being partly Brown, and 
partly of a dusky Colour, fo that the whole Body feemed to be a mixed 
Colour. The Throat and Belly had the Hairs fomething fhorter and 
fofter, of a brownifli, or Clay-Colour, without any Mixture. The 
Legs were (hort, and of a dusky, or black Colour ; it had five Toes oa 
each Foot, with black Claws. 

I faw this curious Animal at Mr. BraSury% Apothecary, in Southampton Builds 
tngSy Holborn^ whither I was dircdted to go to draw it, by Dr. Wilmoty Phyfician in 
Ordinary to his Majefty. Mr, Bradbury was fo very obliging, as to order it to be 
catched, and brought into a fmall Room, where I might obferve all its Adlions. 
Sometimes it crept with its Belly to the Ground, and ftretched itfelf out fo long that 
it feemed to referable a Serpent moving without Feet; at other Times it raifed its 
Head, and appeared to walk on its Legs, (hortening its Body a little ; it would alfo fit 
very upright on its hinder Legs, and look about it, and when anger*d would fet up 
its Briftles in a fiirprifing Manner. This was^ brought from the Eajl'-Indies ^ it was 
let run loofe about the Houfe, and I was told, had clear'd it of Rats and Mice. Some 
few Years ago 1 faw an Icbneumorty brought ftovn Mgypt^ which, I believe, exceeded this 
more than double in its Bulk, for I meafured it,, and found it to be forty-two Inches 
long, whereas the above defcribed was^but twenty^feven Inches. In Shape and Co-^ 
lour they were pretty near alike : All the Difference I found was, that the /Egyptian 
had a fmall Tuft of Hairs at the End of the Tail; (See Letter A in the Plate) the Tail 
of the Indian ended in a Point. I cannot find a tolerable Figure of the Ichneumon 
given by any who have mentioned it, for which Reafon I have endeavoured to exhi- 
bit one more corredt. I fhall omit all the fidlitious Stories told of this Animal, and 
the Crocodile. I take the Indian to be a Species diflind from the /Egyptian^ for the 
above defcribed was full grown, though it was fo much fmaller than OicMgyptian.. 
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The Little Indian Buffalo. 

THIS Bcaft is about the Bigncfs of an Engli/b Calf of ^ 
Months old, and fliaped pretty much like our Englijh Bull, 
excepting that it hath very fliort Horns, and a Bunch or Rifing on its 
Back between the Shoulders. I think it appears alfb to have the Legs 
fomething flenderer, though not longer than thofe of our Cattle. They 
are ufed in the Eaft-Indies for drawing their Coaches, indead of Horfes. 
The Nofe is pretty broad and flat, (bare of Hair, and moift on its 
Outfide) in which the Noftrils are placed ; the Lips for Muzzle) have 
Ibme loofe flaring Hairs ; the Hair on the Sides of the Nofe is 
Whitiflj ; the Circles round the Pupils of the Eyes are of a Hazel* 
Colour J the Eyes are placed in longifli Plats of Black ; the Horns are 
Dusky and fmall, appearing but little above the frizzled Hair on the 
Top of the Head ; the Ears appear much larger and longer than the 
Horns, and are of a Flefli-Colour within Side, where they have no 
Hair. It is covered with pretty (hort fleek Hair all over ; the Head, 
Neck, Back, Tail and Sides, are of a bluifli Afh-Colour ; the loofeSkin 
on the Neck is White; the Belly is fo thinly cover'd with lightifli Hair 
as to fhow the Flefli-Colour ; there pafles a white Line above the 
black Spot that furrounds the Eycj and a light brownifli Line on the 
under Side of the fame Spot The Legs are of a light Colour, (be- 
coming gradually White near the Feet) fpotted and marked with Black, 
as exprefTed in the Figure ; the Tuft at the End of the Tail is Black ;. 
the Hoofs are formed like thole of our Cattle, and are of a dusky-brown 
Colour. 

I (aw one of thcfe Buffiilo\ kept fofneTimeGrazing In the ylrtillery-Ground^hmdon^ 

and obferving a Pifture after Nature of the fame Animal, which agreed exai^ly with 

it, \w^t.Y{o\x{toi^\x Ham Shane, sXCbelfia, I contented myfelf with engraving a 

^late from the Pifture, for I could not have made a better from Nature. Sir Hant 

told me his Pifture was an Original from Nature, done by Order of the late Sir yo/iab 

Gbt'lJ, of Wanfiead in Ejfex^ Bart. The Creature was a Prefent to Sir Jqfiab, from 

the Eajl-Indies. The Pidture was afterwards given to Sir Ham Sloane, by Mrs. Caf- 

f/tndraWtllughby, afterwards Dutchefs ofCbandois, It is one of their Domeftick Cattle 

in India. I have often heard Sir Ham Shane fay, that of the Shin-Bones of this Buffalo 

burnt, or half calcined, are made what in the Eajl-Indies are commonly called Ser^ 

pentine Stones^ being pretended td'be taken out of theHeads of the Serpents, c&Y{cd£lobras, 

de Cabelo j to which they attribute a wonderful Property of extradting the Poifon, if 

<i,applied to the Woundj and that being waflied in Milk and dried, they are again fit 

fccUfe. • ^ba 
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Three fmall Bats. 

TH E upper Figure is a Bat from Jamaica : It differs from thofe in England^ in having a 
fmall Flap on the Nofe, and in wanting a Tail, a Web or Skin BHlrtg wp the Space be- 
tween the hinder Legs. This Figure (hows the Belly upwards. The middle Figure is the fhort- 
cared Engli/b Bat, with the Back upwards. The lower Figure is the long ear'd, or double- 
car*d Engli/h Bat, with its Belly upwards, the better to (how the deuble Ears. They are all 
three reduced from their natural Size, juft half, or by a Scale of twelve fuppofed Inches di- 
vided bn fix Standard ones. 

The upper Figure is principally remarkable for the Flap on its Nofe, which when newly ta- 
ken out of Spirits was pliable, (by which Means I think I have difcovered ^its Ufe) and would 
cover the Noftrils, and fix its Point into a Notch in the under Lip, by which it locked up the 
Nofe and Mouth. This I take to be a Contrivance to prevent the Tranfpiration of its Juices 
in its torpid or fleeping State, in the rainy Seafons of hot Countries, or the rigid Seafons of 
colder Climates ; for this Genus are, I believe, all Sleepers at certain Times. It hath no Tail, 
in which it differs from thofe found with us. 

The middle Figure is the Ihort-car'd Engli/h Bat : It differs from the upper in wanting the 
Flap on the Nofe, and in having a Tail. The Colours in the three Sorts are pretty much the 
iame, tiz. their Heads and Bodies are covered with (hort Fur, or Hair, like that of Mice, of 
a l^htifii Moufe, or Dun^Colour beneath, and a little more of a reddifli Brown on their upper 
Sides. The Bones that extend the Wings, if examined, are really no other than the forward 
Legs, extended far beyond the ufual Length in other Quad rupedes, and webbed together like the 
Fjcet in Water- Fowl, fo that a Bat is no more of Kin to Birds, than Water- Fowl are to Fifhcs. 
The fmall Toe, and the four larger, are diftindt in what is called the Wing •, the little Toe is 
fhort, with a Claw, in order to fix itfelf to any Place, and crawl along -, thefc Toes are webbed 
with an exceeding fine, thin, foft Membrane, which alfo fills up the Spaces on its Sides between 
the Wings and hinder Legs, and again between the hinder Legs and Tail, as the Figures 
beft exprefs. The hinder Feet in all of them are like thofe of Mice ; they have fmall (harp 
Teeth, rather like thofe of Cats than Mice •, the Webs in all of them are of a Dark, dufky Co- 
lour, above and beneath ; but the Bones of the Legs and Wings that extend the Membrane are 
covered beneath with a Dufky, Flefh-colour'd Skin. 

The lower Figure hath exceeding long Ears, with fhorter ones within them, which feem to 
be contrived to (hut the Ears in its (leeping State, for the fame Purpofe as the Flap clofing the 
Mouth in the upper Figure ; this alfo differs from the two Uppermoft, in having little Hollows 
at the Points of the Wings, as expre(fed by the Figure. 

The Uppermoft was brought from Jamaica^ by Mr. Harpur^ Surgeon, late oi Plaftow^m EJfex: 
The other two I procured alive at London. Sir Hans Shane mentions a Bat in Jamaica agreeing 
with our common Bats. See his Hiftory of Jamaica^ Vol, IL P. 330, and alfo a Bat with an Ear- 
like Proccfs over its Snout, which is, I fuppofe, the fame with Piso's Vefpertilio cornutus^ and 
the firft defcrib^d above. M. de la Condamine in his Voyage down the River cf Amazons^ fays, 
the Bats which fuck .the Blood of hiorfcs. Mules, and even Mai, when they don't fccure them- 
felves from them, are a Nufance common to moft of the hot Countries in Jimerica^ and fome of 
them are of a monftrous Bignfes : At B/^rja^ and in divers other Places, they have deftroycd the 
great Cattle which the Miffionaries had introduced there, and which began to multiply in thofe 
Parts. Dampier, in his Voyage round the World, fays, in the Ifland of Mindanao^ in the Eajl- 
Indies^ there are Bats as big as Kites. Near the laft mentioned Ifland lies the 1/k of Bats. 
Dofnpier fays, this Ifland was the Habitation of an incredible Number of great Bats, with Bodies 
as big as Ducks, or large Fowl, and with vaft Wings *, for he faw at Mindanao one of this Sort, 
and judged that the Wings ftretched out in Length could not be lefs than feven or eight Feet 
from Tip to Tip, for it was much more than any of them could fathom with their Arms 
extended to the utmoft. See a farther Account of Bats, Page 1 80 of this Work,

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The iarge Gnen €ind Jetted Lizard. 

IT is here reprefented of its natural Bignels : I mctt with it aUve, 
1X1 the Poffeiuon of a Perfon whofe Name I have forgot, who ftaid 
in London only for a little while, but gave me Liberty to makp a 
Draught of it, and told me it was brought from Jamaica. 

The Head, all the Legs, Sides, and under Part of the Body, are of 
a fine green Colour ; the Top of the Head is cover'd with .broad 
Scales ; the Sides, and under Part of the Head, with fmaller Scales j 
it has a Kind of Necklace under its Throat, expreffcd in the Figure. 
It extends a Black forked Tongue from its Mouth ; the Ear-hole is 
pretty far behind the Eye, which is of a black Colour. The upper 
Side, from Head to Tail exclusive, is of a dark-brown, or dusky Co- 
lour, covered with very fmall Scales like Studs, variegated with yellow- 
ifti Lines, crofling each other, . and forming an irregular Kind of Net- 
Work, as reprefented on each Side, from the fore Legs to the Hinder ; 
it is marked with fine Blue oval Spots, each Spot being furrounded 
with a dusky or black Colour ; the Tail is cover'd with longifli Scales, 
which run round it in regular Rows to its End, all of a dark Brown, 
with a greeni(h Caft. The Belly hath broad tranfverfe Scales running 
acrofs it; it hath five Toes on each Foot, with fmall (harp Nails ; the 
hinder Feet feem to have a Thumb and four diftindt Fingers. 

Mr. Pether in his Works has, I believe, figur'd this fame Lizard. See his 92d 
Flatty Fig. I . He having draven it with the Back upwards, it doth not ftiow the Spots 
on the Sides, which however he has noentioned. He fays, his is from Gibraltar^ and 
calls it a Gibraltar :Lizar J, finely embroidered on the Back with brown Nets, and 
yellowifli Specks, with bluifli Spots on the Sides. This beautiful Creature, he fays, 
was prcfented to him alive, and lived above three Months after it was brought over, 
without any Food, and died in the Winter. Though Mr. ^Fetiver has not mentioned 
the Headand other Parts being Green, as I have defcribed them, I fuppofe he omitted 
tfaat«s a Thing common to many Lizards, and wrote only what he found to be extra- 
ordinary in this. I take bis andjcodne to be of the fame Species and Country, though 
he and I have been differently informed as to the Native Place. What is brought to us 
by Ships that have been on trading Voyages, is otten faid to be of the Country from 
whence the Ship came laft. 

The Butterfly here figur'd, only to give an A<9:ion to the Lizard, is found on Cur- 
rant Bulhes in England: The Body is of a Gold-Colour with black Spots j the Wings 
are of a Cream-Colour, with many black Spots and Streaks; the upper Wings have 
each a tranfverfe Bar of Gold-Colour ao:s their Middles, between two Rows of black 
Spots. 
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The Great Spotted Lizard, with a forked Taii. 

TH E Figure here glren (hews its natural Bignefs. It was 
brought from Jamaica^ together with its E^s and young 
Ones, fome breaking out from the Eggs, apd others beginning to at- 
tain the Colour of the old One. The Eggs are firft White, of the 
Shape and Size expreffed in the Figure ; they grow Brown before the 
Young are perfed in them, which Young are feen wrapped up like 
young Birds, with the Yolk hanging to their Navels. I found one 
Egg with the young One breaking from it backwards, as exprefled in 
the Figure : The Young come forth of a brown Colour, but when a 
litde grown they are Greenifh. 

The Tongue is forked as in other Lizards ; the Top of the Head is 
covered with broad Scales, of a whitifh Afli-Colour j the Sides of the 
Head, the Neck, Sides of the Body, Legs and Feet, are all of an Afli- 
Colour, or Greyifti ; the Eyes are Black ; the Mouth is (lit beyond 
the Eyes ; the under Chap is Reddifh ; the Ears are open Holes. It 
hath on each Shoulder two black Spots j in the Middle, of the Back it 
hath a green Mark its whole Length, broadeft on the Rump, and 
ending in a Point between the Shoulders. The Sides are (potted with 
oval Spots of Blue, as are the outer Sides of the hinder Legs ; the Belly, 
and Part of the under Side of the Tail, are checquered with Squares 
of a fine Blue, parted with a darker Blue or Black. The Tail, (b far 
as it is tingle, is Blue on its upper Side, but the Parts of both Tails, 
from the Joining to their Ends, are of a brownifh Afli-Colour. The 
Feet have each of them five Toes, with fmall Nails or Claws. I be- 
lieve it is not either natural or monftrous in this Animal to have two 
Tails, but that a new Tail fucceeds the old One when it chances to be 
trod on, or to receive any other Injury, by which the old Tail mortifies 
or dries up ; for in the Subje<% before us, the upper Tail, which I fuppofe 
to be the old and dried Tail, was fhoved up out of its Place, and the 
new Tail kept its lineal Dircdion with the Body of the Animal. 

This lizard is very well Bgur'd (with a fingle Tail^ in Sir Hans Shanes Natural Hijlory tf 
Jamaica, Vol. II. P. 333. Tab. 273, Rg. 3. Laeerm wgor dnereus maculatus. ,Sir Hans fays, 
it is very common about old Walls. Since I made my Drawing of the above defcribed, I faw 
a Lizard of this very Species three times as big as my Subjeft, which had alfo a forked Tail, but 
the Parting was farther from the Body in the thin Part of the T^. This laft is in the CoUe&on 
of my Friend Mr. Peter CotinfoH. Dr. Cromwell Mortimery Secretary of the Rcyal Society^ obliged 
iJM with the above defcribed, t<^^er with its Eggs and young Ones. 
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TTte African Land-Tortoise. 

H E Figure reprefents it of its natural Bignefs : I had the Male and Female 
of this Species ; they lived two Years with me, in the Garden of the College of 
^PEyJicians^ London. In the warm Months they copulated by Leaping, in the com- 
mon Way of moft four-footed Animals. I was in Hopes of propagating the Species, 
but could never fee any of their Eggs in the Places where they fcraped Holes, 

The Iris of the Eye was of a reddifli Hafel-Colour ; the Lips were hard, like the 
Bill of a Bird ; the Head was covered with Scales of a yellowifli Colour ; the Neck, 
hinder Legs and Tail, were covered with a flexible Skin of a dirty Flefli-Colour, thajt 
they might be the more pliable to be put forth and drawn into the Shell. The Fore- 
Legs were covered with yellow Scales on their Outfides, which are partly expofed 
when the Legs are drawn in. The Shell is round, and pretty much riling on its 
upper Side, and flat underneath ; it is divided into many Compartments, or feparate 
Scales, which have Furrows or Creafes all round them, leflfening one within another 
to the middle Part of each Scale. The Shell is of a yellowifli Colour, clouded and 
ipotted with large and fmall irregular Spots of Duflcy or Black ; the Vent is in the 
Tail itfelf, which the Female turns up in Coition, and the Male turns his Tail in- 
ward under it, which brings the Vents of each to touch. It hath five Claws on each 
Foot forwards, and four x)n each of the hinder Feet. When they apprehend Danger, 
they draw the Head^ Tail and Legs into the Shell, fo that they cannot be eafiiy 
hurt. 

This Tortoifc was fent to me from Santa^ruz in Weft Barbary^ by my Jate Friend 
Mr. Thomas Rawlings, Merchant, who died there [Anno 1748] after fome Years 
Settlement in that Country. 

^&e fmall /potted Grev Lizard. 

IT S natural Bignefs is exprefs'd by the Figure : It is rather covered with a rough 
Skin than with Scales ; it is all pver of an Afli, or greyifli Colour ; the Skin is a 
little rough or warty ; it is fpotted on its upper Side with fmall duflcy Spots 3 on the 
Belly with larger ; and had fome Rings of the fame duflcy Colour round its Tail. It 
hath five Toes on each of its Feet ; the Toes are all of equal Length, contrary to what 
they are in other Lizards. I take it to be a Species of that Genus of moift Lizards, 
vfhichiVftin England all Eft Sy which are commonly found in wettifli Places, and 
under Stones. This was brought from Turkey^ and given to my worthy Friend, Dn 
John Fotbergilly of the College ofPbyficians^ London^ who obliged me with a Sight of 
it. It is near of Kin to Tetiver's fmall Carolina Salamander. See his Catalogue^ Fig« 
53 5. It is of the Bignefs, and near the Shape of the above defcribed, but differs prin- 
cipally in having larger and more diflin£t Spots j the Colour of it is not mentioned. 
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TH E Figare (hews its natural Bignefs : It differs from the African Lafid-Tbr- 
toife lafl defcribed, in having no Tail ; tho* it feems lo have the Rudlmeat 
of a Tail, at the Extremity whereof the Vent is placed, which in theffe Animak is 
fingle as in Birds ; it differs alfo from the former in having the lower Side of the 
Shell in two Parts, divided acrofs the Middle of the Belly, and joined to the upper 
Shell on the Sides hy a tough, tho' flexible Skin ; hy which Means it can (when k 
draws in its Head and Legs) clofe or fhut up its Shell as firnily as that of an Oy Iter* 
The Shell of the before defcribed is fixed, and cannot be (hut, hut on contrading 
Its Head and Legs the Spaces are filled up, and defended by its horny Nofe and 
Legs forwards^ and the Heels of the hinder Legs, which are alfo fcaly. 

The Head is covered with a hard or fhelly Covering, of a dark-brown Colour 
on the Top \ on the Sicles and Throat it is Yellow, with fmall black or dufky Spots. 
Its Noftrils are near together a little above the End of its Beak ; the Eyes are of 

, a yellowifh Colour : The Neck is covered with a'loofe Skin, of a dark*purplifh 

Fleih-Colour, which ^rtly covers the Head when it is not fully extended j the 

Tiinderliegs and Parts about the Vent are covered with Skin of the fame dullFlefh- 

Colour as the Neck j the Fore- Legs and Feet are covered with yellow hard Scales j 

. h hath five Toes on each Foot forwards, and four on each of the hinder Feet, all 

' ©rmed with pretty flrong Claws of a dufky Colour. The Shell abo^c is pretty 
riling and round, divided into feparate Scales, of the horny Subftance ^atto^ 
Tortoife-Sbell \ each Scale is engraven as it were with Rings round its Extremities 
which leffen inwards to its Center j the Shell above is of a dufky-brown Colour, 
with yellowifli Spots of various Forms 5 underneath it is flattifh, and of a yellow 
Colour, with black' Clouds and Spots. 

Thefe fmall Tbrtoites are generally caird Tnrapins by the EngU/b pcfiding in 

'America : This was brought from South CarQlinay and prcfentcd to me. alive by my 

^iittiA Mr. Alexander Light y whom I have mentioned in the former 'Part of this 

AVorfc. r formerly was of Opinion that only hot and temperate Climates produced 

theLand-Tortoife, but I am informed, that there is a Species of tiic Tjontoife found 

*m Hudfcn's*Ba)\ about fome of the Englijh Settlements. I faw in the Hands df 

•rhy obHgifig Friend Mr. I/ham, a Tobacco Box fet in Silver, haTing the tipper 

•Shdl of a Tortorfe for its Cover, and the under Shell for a Bottom. : The ispper 

wasrifing, ahd the under flattifh, both of a light-yellowifh Horn-ColcRir, without 

Bpots, and I think about the Size of the above^defcrihed. tAT/Jjham^Kffaf^m^

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Tie Sea- ToRToxsE. 

TH G Sea-Tortoife h commonly call'd by our Sea-Captains Tmrtle, of which 
there are three Sorts generally known and eaten by Europeam^ tho' not all 
efleemed equally good. The green Turtle is efteemed the beft Food, the Hawk-* 
billed the next in Goodnefs, the Loggerhead the word of the three Sorts, and feU 
dom eaten. All thefe Sorts grow to a very large Size. The Subjcds here figur'd on 
the Plate are of their natural Bignefsjuft when they break forth from the Egg : The 
upper Figure is in its natural State ; the middle Figure reprefents the Head Sideways ii 
the lower Figure is of one that happened to be a Monfter, having two Heads. 

• 

The Nofc is fharp-pointed, juft above which the Noftrils are placed near together, and 
feem to rife a little from the Head ; The Mouth is (lit beyond rhe Eyes ; the under Chap has 
a Hook or Tooth at its End, which is received into the Upper when the Mouth is Ibut. See 
the Figure of the Head Sideways. The Head is cover'd with Scales, of a duflcy or b ackifh 
Colour on the Crown, and a little fpotted with Duflcy on a Cream-Colour under the Eyes ; 
the Neck is cover'd with a Ipofc pliable Skin of a purplifh Flefh-Colour ; theLegs near the Body, 
the Tail, and all the Parts on the under Side (which are not hid by the Shell) are a.fo co- 
vered with a Skin of the fame Colour. Sec die lower Figure. The Shell on the upper Side 
hadi thirteen principal large Scales or Parts, which are cncompaflcd by twenty-five fmall 
ones, that on the outer Circumference are toothed, or like the Edge of a Saw, as both Fi- 
gures exprefs : They are all of a dark or blackifh browh Colour, except the Edges of the leffcr 
Scales on their outer Sides, which are Yellow : The Side Scales on the Back have each of them 
a Rifing in its Middle : 1 he under Side hath a Sort of Breaft- Plate of Shell, a little hollow in 
the Middle, which is joined to the Sides by other Scales or Parts of the Shell ; the whole Shell 
beneath is of a reddifti-yellow Colour •, the dark Spot in the Shield is the Navel \ the Scales 
are fo cxaftiy divided in the Figures, which were wro.e on the Plate direftly from Nature, 
that they need not be enumerated. The Feet (which have Toes and Nails in the Land-Tor- 
toife) are flat and broad in this, and may rather be called Fins ; too* if they are ftridly exa- 
mined, they have the Bones of the Toes running through them, but they are fixed and extend- 
ed with a fcaly Skin, fo as not to be fpread wider, or contraded ; they are covered above and 
beneath with Scales Dufl<y or Bhckifh on their upper Sides, except a little Yellow round 
their Borders \ on their under Sides they are more Yellow, being only clouded with a dufky 
Colour at their Ends. On each Foot one of the Toes fcems to be a little detached, with a 
fmall Claw on it. It hath a fmall Tail extending juft beyohd the Shell. The Shells both of the 
Land and Water-Kind are fixed on a very ftrong bony Subftance, and will part from it by 
putting Fire under the Hollow of" the bony Covering when it is taken off. It has a remark- 
able Wart on the Infide of ^ach of the forward Fins about the Joint. 

Thefe are in the Collection of Dr. Mead^ Phyfician in Ordinary to the King. I take the 
Subjeft before us to be the Hawk-Bill Turtle, from the Sharpncfs of its Beak, but cannot be 
certain, I not having feen the feveral Sorts to make the proper Diftinftion. Sir Hans Sloafie}iz$ 
given us the Mjinner of taking Turtle, and t'eir tJfe in t' e fVeJi-Indies ; but their F*igures and ' 
particular Defcriptions are omitted. See his Hiftory of Jamaica^ Vol. II P. 331, 332. Mr. 
Catijby has figured the three Sorts above-mcntionei3. See his Natural Hiftorj of Carolina^ 
Vol. II. P. 38, ^9^, 40. btit as none of his are any Thing like mine, I cannot determine its 
particular Species ^om him. ? 
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The Double-headed Snake 

Is drawn here of its natural Bignefs. I did not propofe at firft in this Natural 
Hifiory to exhibit MonAers, but our prefent Subjeffe (conGdered even with a 
fingle Head) may be looked on as a natural Produdion of a Species little or not at 
all known to us. 

It had two very diAinfi: Heads, joined together at the Crania, 
Heads were not in an horizontal Podtion when the Snake lay on il 
clined to each other on their under Sides, leaving an Opening fo:^ 
come in between the two Heads underneath, as is expreffed at . i 
opening the Mouths, that each of them had a forked Tongue, an^^^ 
ieen in each Mouth. It was not of the Viper-Kind, there being no^Sppearance < 
Tufks or Fangs. The Tops of the Heads were cover'd with broad flattifh Scales : 
The Neck was flender ; the Body increafed gradually to near half its Length, then de- 
creafed to the Tail, which ended in a Point. The upper Side, for the whole Length, 
was covered with fmall Stales, foiling one over another ; the Belly was cover'd with 
fingle Scales running acrofs it, in the Form of half Rings. It was all over of a 
yellowifli Colour, without any Spots or Variation. Since I drew this, a Perfon 
brought a common Engli/h Snake to me, which had two Heads quite feparate firom 
each other, the Necks parting about an Inch from the Heads. 

The above defcribed came from the Ifland of Barbadoes, and was faid to be taken 
out of an Egg of the Size of a fmall Pullet's Egg, by a Man who found it under 
Ground as he was digging. It was Iwought November 5, 1747, to the R<yal Society, 
where it was examined : I afterwards procur'd it to make a Drawing : It feems to me 
to be of the fame Species with the Yellow Snake defcribed and figur'd in Sir Ham 
Shane's Natural Hijiory of "Jamaica, Vol. II. P, 335. Tab. 274. 



The Black Butterflies. 

I SUPPOSE thefe two Butterflies to be Male and Female; the Bodies 
and Ground-work of the Wings in both are of a very black Velvet-like Colour on 
their upper Sides and a more rufty Black beneath ; the biggeft Fly has a large irregular 
white Spot on each of the upper or longer Wings j on the under Wings it hasfeven 
fine, red, longifh Spots on each ; befides fix little Half-Moons of red between the 
Points of the Scalloping of the Wings, it hath alfo four fmall red Spots on the 
Body. The lefler Fly hath acrofs each of the upper Wings a Cloud of broken 
Spots of a yellowifli Colour ; the lower Wings have longifti Spots of Red, much 
like thofe in the larger Fly, but the fmall Half-Moons between the Scallops are 
White. 

I take thefe to be fcarce Flies j I have not feen them in any Colleftions ; they were 
given to me by the late Mr. William Goupy, Fan-Maker in the Strand, London, who 
told me he received them from the fVefi Indies -, they arc drawn of the cxaft Size of 
K&ture, as are all the Infers defcribed in thisi Work. 
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Tie Mango-Fish. 

TH E natural Bignefs of the Fi(h is truly (hewn by the Figure. It is remark- 
able for having four Ndbrils, two on each Side of its Nofe : It is a pretty thick 
r lUi Irom Side to Side^ in Proportion to its Depth from Back to Belly. 

It is all over of an Orange, or Golden-Colour, refembling in that Particular what 

is called the Gold-Fifh, brought to us of late Years alive from China. It is of a very 

handfbrae Make, full bodied forwards, and tapering off towards the Tail : From the 

under Sides of the Gills on each Side, (hoot forth feven flifFSubflances like Hairs, the 

uppermoft of which is fixteen Inches long, from which they gradually (horten to 

two Inches, which is the Length of the fhorteft : Above thefe, on each Side, juftat- 

the Angle of the Gills, it has a pretty long (harp Fin : It hath alfo another Pair of 

Fins on the Beginning of the Belly juil below the Gills. On the Belly beyond the 

Vent it hath a fingle Fin ; on the Back it hath two iingle Fins, the one near the 

Head in the thick Part of the Fifh, the other farther back, where it grows imaller. 

See their Shapes in the Figure. The Tail is more forked than is common in other 

Fiflies. It hath a firm hard Scaling all over the Body, whofe Size and Shape are 

expreiled by the Figure. A fine oblique Line pailes over its Scales on each Side from 

Head to Tail. The Fins and Tail are of a darker YcUowifli, or Orange-Colour, than- 

the Reft of the Body, 

This Fifli was brought from Bengal with other Rariues to Dr. Mead^ who obliged me with 
a Sight of it. I believe it is calFd a Mango-Fijhy becaufc it is of the Colour that Fruit bears 
when ripe; for on my examining Dampier^ Voyage round the World, P. 391, when he is 
ipeaking of the Indian Fruits, he fays, the Mango is of a yellowilh Colour when ripe. Whe- 
ther this be a Salt or Frefli- Water-Filh, I cannot determine, tho* I judge it to be the latter. 
Not having ftudied the Claffing of Fifhes, I leave it to the Knowing that Way to determine for. 
themfelves, I take it to be abfolutely a Nondefcript. 

T6e Great Brown Locust. 

ON the fourth Day of Auguft^ 1 748, vaft Numbers of the great brownifli fpotted Locufts 
fetded in all Parts of the City oi London^ and in moft Parts of the Kingdom oi England i 
which much furprized the Inhabitants, as no fuch Event was remembered to have ha^^pened 
before by the Generality of the People. The largeft of them litde exceeded the Figuress here 
reprefented, which were direftly engraved on the Plate from the Life, of their natural Bignefs. 
They have Horns about an Inch long ; their Shape is very much like our common little Grafs- 
hopper ; the Head and Horns are of a browniQi Colour, Blue about the Mouth, and the Infide 
of the greater Legs ; the Shield that covers the Back is Greenilh : The upper Side of the Ab- 
domen is Brown fpotted with Black ; the under Side of the Body is Purple ; the fix Legs are 
Brownifh, having dulky Spots, and a Tin&ure of Green ; the upper Wings are Brown, with 
fmall dufky Spots, and a larger Spot at their Tips \ the under Wings are more.tranfparent, 
and of a light Brown tin&ur'd with Green, and a Cloud or dark Spot at their Tips. Sir Hans 
Shane calls it Locu^a maxima cinereo purpurea Maculis brunis^ Hift. Nat. Jamma^ Vol. II. i?. 29. 
Dampier in his Voyage round the World, fays, they are eaten in Countries yiht\^ they abound. 
Dr. Shaw has largely treated of this Species in his Account of Barbary^ &c. This is the de- 
ftroying Locuft that appears in Clouds, and fpreads itfelf at Times, to the Terror of the Inha* 
bitants of the warmer Climates of Europe^ Afia and Africa. See a Knot of its Eggs expreflfed 
in the Plate, as they were taken out of Earth laid at the Bottom of a Glafs wherein fome 
of thefe Locufts were kept. The 
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Tie GoLD-FisH from China. 

OU T of a great Number of thefe Fiihes, <which w£re yarioufiy colooftd and 
variegated, I have chofen the four Subjeds reprefented here of their natural 
Bignefs, tho' there are fome larger, and others a good deal lefs. The largeft I have 
met with meafur'd eight Inches in Length, and near three Inches in Depth over the 
thickeft Part of its Body : This had no Fin on its Back. I have obferved many of 
the imall ones al(b to be without Fins on their Back. 

Thefe Fifhes are fhaped pretty much like the Carp, of which Genus I take them 
to be a Species : Their Noftrils rife out of their Heads like the Ends of little Pipes. 
All that I have feen had three Pair, or fix Fins, on their under Sides : On the upper 
Sides fome are without, and others have them in various Forms, as reprefented in 
thefe Figures : Some of them have fingle Tails, and others have them double, and 
joined together on the upper Edge, as the third Figure from the Top (hews* The 
upper Figure is Blue on the Back, and Back-Fin s the Reft of the Fi(h is of a GoId« 
Colour : Thefe Colours break into each other on its Sides ; the Tail is dark Brown. 
The fecond Fifh is all over of a Gold-Colour, except a black Spot on the Head. 
The third Fi(h hath its upper Side, double Tail, and lower Fins of a Gold-Colour j 
the Belly of a Silver ^ which two Colours mix confufedly on its Sides : It has fome 
black Spots on its Fins and Tail. The Lowermoft, or fourth Fi(h, liath its upper Side 
Dufky, and its Under of ^a Silver-Colour, which foften into each other on its Sides; 
its Fins and Tail are Dufky. 

His Grace the late Duke of Richmond had a large Cbinefe earthen Veflel full of thefe Fi(h, 
brought alive to England. I drew fome of them for his Grace, who permitted me to make 
Draughts for myfelf, with Leave to make them Publick. The firft Account of thefe Fi(hes 
being brought ro England may be feen in Petiver*s Works, publiflied about Jmo 1691. See 
his Catalogue y 186, Pi/cis Chin. Cauda argenied^ Plate j%j Fig. 6. and Catalogue 187, Pifcis 
Chin. Cauda aured^ Plate 78, Fig. 7. They were not generally known in England till the Year 
1728, when a large Number of them were brought over in the Houghton Indtaman^ Captair\ 
Philip ff'^ortby Commander, and prcfcnted by him and Manning LethieuUier^ Efq; 
to Sir Matthew Decker: Since which Time they have been propagated in Ponds by 
feveral curious Gentlemen, in the Neighbourhood of Ijondon. They may be efteemed a Do- 
meftick Fifh ; they vary infinitely in their Colours and Marks, as do all Domeftick Animals ^ 
they have been propagated and greatly increafed in the Illand of St. Helena ; from whence 
they are now brought by all our India Ships that touch there. They keep them in fmall Ponds 
and Bafons in Cbina^ for the Amufement of the Ladies, and other curious Perfons, Thofe 
propagated v/ith us are generally of a deader Colour than what are brought from Q?ina^ or 
St. Helena. In a few Years it is probable, we (hall have them in our Rivers. The laft Au- 
thor that has mentioned this Filh is Unneus. See his Fauna Suecica^ publifhed at Leyden^ 
1746. Sec his Figure of it, Tfl^, 2. Fig. 331. which is like it, but ftems fore- fhortcn'd, which 
makes it appear thick aa^ (hort. He calls it Cyprinus Pinna /ini duplet^ Caudle trifwrca^ exoticut 
Pifcis aureus Cbinenftum. 

The 
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TAe Ribband-Fish. 

TH E Middle Figure on the Plate fliews the natural Size of this Fifli. The 
upper Figure is the common flying Fifh, and the Bottom-Figure is the fuck- 
ing Fifli, which two laft were drawn of the Size of Nature, from fmall Fifties, and 
are figur'd here to fill up the Plate ; the Middle Fifli only being a Nondefcript, 

The Middle Fifli is pretty ftraight along its Belly, and rifing on the Beginning of 
the Back, which is very thin, and forms an Edge along its Ridge ; it is broader 
towards the Belly, tho* much comprefled Sideways j it is Brown on the Back, and of 
a lightifli Colour on the Belly, which when living, I believe, was of a Silver-Colour. 
It hath a Fin on each Side of the Head, and a Pair of Fins beneath them, between the 
Head and Belly ; it hath a fingle Fin on the lower Part of the Belly near the Vent ; 
it hath a long (harp Fin rifing from the higheft Part of the Back, and behind that a 
narrow Fin running the whole Length of the Ridge of the Back towards the Tail. 
The Fins and Tail are of a dufky Colour. It hath a reddifli Circle round the Eye, 
and a black Spot between the Noftrils : It hath alfo a broad black Lift running round 
the Head, and pafling through the Eyes ; it hath two other black or dufky Lifts 
bordered with White, the firft pafling a little obliquely below the Head, the other 
from the long Fin on the Back, quite through the Tail, which makes the Fifh ap- 
pear as if it were bound with Ribbands. 

This Fifh was fent from the Caribbee Iflands in the Weft-Indies to James TbeobaU^ Efq; 
F. R. S. who obliged me with a Sight of it. I muft leave the Curious to range it in its pro- 
per Clafs. 

The upper Figure is the flying Fifh, defcribed and figur'd already by a great Number of 
Voyagers and Natural Hiftorians, yet I find no Figures fo near Nature as I could wi(h to fee 
them, therefore I have endeavoured to make an Improvement. The Body for Shape and Colour 
pretty much refemblcs that of an Herringi the Eyes are larger in Proportion, and more rifing ; it 
hath two Pair of Wings, the greater Pair a little behind the Gills, and the leflcr about the 
Region of the Vent : The Figure cxprefles their precife Shape ; they are of a thin finny Sub^ 
ftance, variegated with dark duflcy Spots on a light cinereous Ground. Near the Tail it has 
a narrow Fin on its Back, and another on its under Side, of an Afli-Colour ; the Tail is 
Afh-colour'd and forked ; the lower Part of the Fork much the longeft, which others have 
not obferved, tho* I have found it fo in^ll I have examined. Petiver on Plate 30. Fig. 2. hath 
given us an unknown Flying-Fifti, of which he fays, " this wonderful Filh is Red throughout ^ 
all its Flefli will, in one Night, by hanging up, diflblve into a florid red Liquor, which they 
ufe in Staining, and is very lading ; It is a Span and a half long, and hath Wharts inftead of 
Scales/* He cal's it, Hirundo luzon, venenata ruberrima BangoldiSia. 

The lower Filh is the Sucking- Fijh. It fattens itfclf to the Sides of larger Fifties, by that 
flat Part on the Crown of the Head, and I believe that Part is form'd for progrefllve Motion, 
as in Snails, the Mouth being fo formed as to touch the Sides of the Fifli to which it fattens, 
by which Means, I fuppofe, it feeds on the (limy Subftance it finds on the Skins of the greater 
Fifties. It feems to be without Scales : It is all over of a dark Afti-Colour ; it has a Line 
along each Side, two Pair of Fins near the Head, a fingle Fin on the Back near the Tail, 
and one of equal Length on the under Side behind the Vent : It hath fome tranfverfe Fur* 
rows on its Sides. Petiver h^is figur'd a different Species of this Genus, found in the Phillips 
fine Iflands. See PL 44. Fig. 12. of his Works. 
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Brief and General Idea of Drawing, 

and Painting in Water- Co lours: In- 
tended for the Amufement of the Curious, rather 
than for the Inftruftion of Artifts. 

As the greateft Number of the prefent Edition of this Work will be delivered' 
ftained, or wafhed in their natural Colours, and as the Drawings in Gcnerd 
are quite new Defigns, with fome little Decorations added on the Ground- 
Work, in order to fet off the Figures which are the Subjedl-Matter of the Work; 
I think it will not be improper to give my Thoughts on Defign and Colouring, in 
brief and general Terms. I ihall not meddle with Perfpeftive : Yet, it may not be 
improper to hint, that Perfons who are unacquainted with it can be no Proficients in 
Drawing, as is manifeft from the Works of fome Painters of no fmall Fame, in 
whofe Works a Mathematical Eye difcovers very grofs Abfurditics. We have many 
good Authors of our own^ as well as Tranflations fi'om other Languages, on the 
Subjeft of Perfpedtive j from which any one may eafily gain a general Conception of 
the Art, and by a little Labour become a Mafler of it. 

Perfpeftive is principally neceflary in regular Buildings, where many ftraight Lines - 
run through the various Parts of them, of which all that are parallel muft meet in 
one Point. In other Subjects a thorough Knowledge of Perfpedlive is not fo abfo- 
lutely neceflary, yet a due Regard for it is always to be had, as in Landfcapes, to • 
diminifh every Thing according to its fuppofed Diftange from the Eye ; for, by 
making the diftant Figures theleaft, and drawing them in finer or fainter Lines 
than you do thofe that come forwards in your Pidure, they naturally feem to ber 
more diftant \ and when you come to finifh fuch Picture, your extreamr diftant Ob- 
jects ftiould appear fo faint, or fo obfcure, as not to be difcovered to be of any 
precifeForm or Colour j for fo it is in natural Objedts far diftant from our Sights- 
As Objeds draw nearer, they may be made a little more expreflive ^ and fo on, more 
and more, till you come to the neareft Objcfts of all in the Fore-Ground of the 
Pidture, which fliould be finiflied with great Strength, and brighter Colouring : For 
it muft always be confidered, that fuch Objefts fts have really in themfelves a very 
bright Colouring, if they are removed to a little Diftance from the Eye, will- 
loofe (by the*lnterpofition of the Air) fome of their Luftrej and by being farther 
removed they will loofe more of it, till they appear, as it were, Colourleti : Forf 
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;if feveral Men, cloathed in fevcral very difFerent and glaring Colours, be placed on a 
diftant Mountain's Edge, juft. within the utmoft Reach of the Eye, we may dif- 
«caver thcie Men as Objeds diflindt from each other» but without any other Colour 
than what is caufed by feeing them through a great Space of greyifli Air ; fo that 
very diftant Obje6ts, may properly be faid, to have neither Light, Shadow nor 
Colour. Any common Obfcrver may perceive, when he commands an extenfive 
Profpeft, where there are Ranges of diftant Hills one behind another, that the moll 
diftant are of a flat, faint, bluiih Colour, without any lighter or darker Parts, and 
confequently without any diftincfl Objefts vifible on them ; therefore, if you 
would make a Pidure appear like Nature, your greateft Diftances muft be faint. 
Thofe Hills that lie a little nearer may fhew fome fmall Diftindion between 
Wood-Lands, and the bare Surface of the Ground ; on others ftill nearer we may 
diftinguifh Churches and Villages, till we come nearer ftill, where particular Houfcs, 
Men and Cattle may be perceived, and fo on, till we ice diftin^ly every vifibte Ob- 
jed: about us^ 

A Theory c^ this Sort is abfolutely neceflary in every Painter who would imi- 
tate Nature in almoft any Refped • To run it over again ; from a near View to 
a diftant Place, let your firft, or neareft Objedsj have pure and bright Colours, 
according as the Nature of the Subjects require. Thefefhould be finiftied v^ith great 
Lights and ftrong Shadows : Thofe at a little. Diftance fliould be fonaething le(s 
bright in their Ground-Colours, not fo high in their Lights, or Co deep in their 
Shadows $ and as they are farther diftant, they fhould diminifti more in the Purity 
of Colour, as well as in Light and Shadow, till they have neither Light, Shadow, 
Colour, or diftin(^ Form ; for all is confufed and mixed at very great Diftances. 
As one goes backwards in a Pidure, much Finifhing is to be fpared i the Win* 
dows of a Houfe are not fuppofed to be vifible at ibme Miles Diftance, 
though the Houfe in its general Form may be fecn : As to little Ornaments in 
Drefs, they are always to be let alone, if a Figure be at any Diftance, for we 
know that the Buttons on a Man's Coat, or a Lady's Trinkets, are in vifible at a 
little Diftance* 

I 

In fpeaking of Colours, I (hall not perplex the Reader, as the common Books 
on the Subjeft of Drawing, &c. have done; which tell you what to mix together 
for a Ship, Trees, the Earth, a Brick Houfe, Lyon, Fox, d^c. for thefc Particulars 
are trifling and fuperfluous. The Way to Colour well is, when we are provided with 
all neceffary Colours, to coqfult the natural Colours of the Objcfts we would rcpre* 
fent ; then by cafting the Eye over the Colours we have ready prepared, it is very 
Jikely we may find fomething that in many Cafes will ferve our Turn, pure and un- 
mixed ; but if we cannot, let us confider the Colours in a compound Senfe. Wc 
have an Objed, for Example, which is Purple ; amongft our Colours we do not find 
that, but by mixing Red and Blue it is produced. Blue and Yellow, produce 
Creen. Red and Yellow, nfiake an Orange-Colour. Red, Blue and Yellow, make 
Browns and Cloth-Colours of all Kinds, by varying the Quantities of each ; fo that 
Red, Blue and Yellow, by a Compound of fome two of them, produce the fine 
Colours, viz0 Purple, Green, and Orange-Colouf i and the three primary Colours, 

Red, 
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Red, Blue and Yellow, compounded all together, in dififerent Proportions, produce all 
the different Degrees of Brqwns and Cloth-Colours, and a Shadow for White itielf : 
For if you take a round Piece of Card-Paper, and divide it into three Parts, by Lines 
from the Center to the Circuitiference, and wa(h thefe three Parts with the three 
Primary Colours, fo that neither of them be too flrong for the other, and all of them 
pretty light, then fix a Pin in the Center, and turn it about fwiftly, you will find the 
Colours will be loft in each other, and the Paper will appear White, though not of 
£o pure a White as before it was coloured. 

Though all Colours may be compounded from three of the principal Colours, yet 
as the Colour-Shops produce a long Lift of Colours, wherein are Variety of Reds^ 
Blues and Yellows, of different Shades and Cafts, as well as Browns of many diffe^ 
rent Sorts, it will be convenient for thofe who fet out in Painting or Colouring, to 
be furnifhed with all of them, which may fave fome Trouble in Com* 
pounding. 

I fhall give here a few Hints on the Preparing of Colours, though this SuTjjedl: has 
been largely handled already .-^Common Reafon will teach one to reduce atl hard 
Subilances by grinding them well on a Stone, and after grinding them, to levigate 
them finely in Water^ by pouring them fevcral Times out of one VeflTcl into ano- 
ther, after ftirring them, and letting the gritty and grofTer Parts fettle : This not only 
takes out all the gritty and grofs Pslrticles, but frees many Earthy and Miner^ 
Colours from corrofive Salts, which would have a bad EfFeft, by making a Work 
fpotty, <Jr changing the Colours, as well as attrading Moifture, which in Time » 
apt to rot the Canvas or Paper on which they are laid. 

There are fome few Colours which are only Gums ; thefe are Gamboge and Sap* 
G/'cen : They hold themfelves on the Paper without any additional Gum ; but all 
the Mineral, or Earthy Colours, muft be mixed with a due Proportion of Qum** 
Arabick, or Senega, to bind them together, and make them ftick to the Paper. I| 
there be too little Gum, the Colours will rub off if you pafs your Finger over the 
Paper when dried : If too much, the Colours will fhine, crack when very dry» 
and fometimes peel off. What I ^y muft always be underftood ofWater-Colours, or 
Painting and Colouring in Water. Indigo muft be ground with Gum diflblved in 
Water, and, when well ground, dried in fmall Drops, which will be cafily reduced 
again to a Liquid, in fair Water, fit for Ufe. I have difcovercd a Secret relating to 
purifying Indigo, which may be of Ufe : Make a very ftrong Lye of Pot-Afh, then 
break your Rock-Indigo pretty fmall, and put it into the Lye, fo that it be covered : 
It may ftand a Month or more. When you pour off the Lye, cover it with boiling 
Water, (hifting it every Day till the Water comes from it pretty clear, and it will be 
purified from all its Filth ; for the Lye, and many of the Waters after it, will 
come from it of the Colour of very ftrong Brown Beer, while the Bluencfs of the 
Indigo is not extradled; the FouKColour is drawn from the rotten Leaves that arc 
mafhed with the Indigo when it is made up : — It fhould be thus prepared be** 
fore the Grinding, 
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There are two ufeful Colours I have not mcntionM, White and Black, which 
fome count no Colours at all. I think they may be termed the two Extreams of 
Colouring, lince the one is the ftrongeft Light we can lay on, and the other the 
deepeft Shade. Thefe are feldom ufed pure, but are mixed with other Colours. 
The White (where Colours are laid on in a Body) mixed, in different Proportions^ 
with any other Colour, makes all the Variety of Shades that the two Colours fo 
mixed are capable of producing. White may be compounded with any fimple or com- 
pound Colour, to produce different Shades thereof. Black is often mixed (a little 
of it) in the Shades, where the Objcft is of a beautiful and Primary Colour, as Red, 
Blue, or Yellow j for thefe Coloilrs (hadowed with fine dark Colours of their own 
Species, would be too glaring, and quite unnatural ; fo that it is neceflary to allay 
them with Black, or fome dull Colour j for if you obferve Nature itfclf, for Ex- 
ample, a fine red or blue Garment, it will appear exceeding fine in the firft and 
fecond Lights, but if you attentively examine the deep Shades, the Colour is often 
fo obfcure than you can call it by no particular Name. 

There are two Ways of Painting in Water ; one by mixing White with your 
Colours, and laying on a thick Body j the other is only wafhing your Paper or Vel- 
lum with a thin Water tindtured with Colour. The firft Method, which may 
more properly be called Painting, is thus performed : When you have a Drawing 
fini(hed in Out-Lines, you lay in your Colours mixed with White, in fuch a 
Medium, as to be about the middle Colour between your higheft Lights and deepeft 
Shadow. You may lay in the whole Piece before you begin to fhadow and 
heighten, or lay in and finifli it in Parts as you think beft : If you do it in Parts, the 
Diftances muft be done firft; becaufe the Out-lines of the Parts more forwards, may 
then be worked over the more diftant and firft finiflied Parts. When you. have laid 
your Ground, the ufual Way is, to ftiadow firft with the fame Colours you have 
laid in, only with lefs White in them, till you come to your deepeft Shadows,, 
wherein is no White at all ; but it is to be remembered, that thefe ftrong Shadows 
are required only in the Front-Objeds of the Pifture, and that the deep Shadows 
of the fine Colours, muft be allay'd with Black, of Brown, to give them their na- 
tural Obfcurity. When the dark Shadows are finiflied, you may begin to heighten 
the Lights, by adding White to the Colours with which you laid in the different 
Parts of your Picture ; obferving always, that as Objefts are little fliadowed, they 
muft be little or nothing heightened when very diftant j but Front-Figures may be 
heightened very much : Yet we fliould avoid ufing pure White in the Heighten- 
ing of any Objed, unlefs it be of a white Colour, or hath a polifti'd Surface, or be 
ibme other Body that refledls the Light very ftrongly* 

When all the particular Parts of a Pidure are finiflied feparately, the whole is to 
be carefully furvey'd and confider'd, to fee that there is Harmony throughout: 
For, if Diftances neareft to tlie Fore-Ground are too faint, they will feem to be 
farther off than their Perfpeftive Proportions will allow : Or, if your greatcft 
Diftances are exprcflfed too ftrong and diftinft, they are birought too near, and 
contradidl the Senfc and Meaning of the Piece 3 fo that after finifliing the Parts, 
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there generally wants fome Amendment in the Whole, to make . a proper Hap? 
mony in a Picflure. 

In Defigning, it is generally neceflary to contrive a Piece fo, that the Otjedls^ 
£hall be relieved by the Ground, or relieve each other j for Example, if you have 
light or bright Obje<fts, the Ground behind th.em may be a Group of dark-greeii 
Trees, or Shrubs, which will bring them forwards, and make them appear to Ad- 
vantage. If you have Objedts in your Forc*Ground, that are in the Shade, or in 
themfelves are of dark Colours, then it will be convenient to place behind them 
fome light Objedls, fuch as a clear Opening in a Landfkip, either the Earth, Hills, 
or Sky. It is alfo often neceflary, the better to free a large Objedl from the 
Ground, to make the Ground dark on the light Side, and light on the dark 
Side of fuch Object or Figure ; but yet the Ground muft be fo fludied as to 
appear very Natural, and conceal the Artift's Contrivance* 

In a Piece of Painting, fpecial Care (hould be taken that there be no very (harp, or 
hard Lines (as we call them) or any fudden Lights immediately bordering on dark 
Shadows, for they are difcordant in Painting : On the contrary, the Out-Lines of 
Objedis fliould be fo broken into the Grounds behind them, as not to be pre- 
cifely traced. Many great Painters, to avoid a too (hocking Glare of Colours, have 
broke the Colours of their Draperies, as well as other Objefts, into one another, 
for they are really fo in Nature: For Example, expofe a red and a blue Sattin in 
a good Light near each other, and they (hall both appear Purple, in thofe Parts of 
each of them which diredlly receive the Refledtion of the other : The (ame is to 
be obferved of other Colours, fo that many Painters have harmonized all. their 
Colours, by never introducing a dire^fl Red, Blue, Yellow, or hardly any other 
gay Colour, without fome little Mixture cm: Allay. 

I (hall proceed to fpeak of Wa(hing, or Staining in Colours, either of Drawings or 
Prints, by way of Hint to private Perfons, who like to amufe them(elves in 
that Way, rather than to Artifans. — And firft, of the common Way, prafliifed by the 
Print-Shops about Town, in their Views of Palaces, Gardens, Figures, and all 
other Pidures for common Sale. Thefe are to be confidered as cheap Things, 
done with much Expedition, and with little Study, as to Propriety in Colouring ; 
for fuch is the Judgment of the Bulk of the People, that the more glaring they 
are in their Colouring, and the more diftant from Nature, the more they are 
prized, Thefe common Wa(hers generally mix a little White in their Skies 
and Diftances in Colouring of Prints, becaufe it takes off the Harfhnefs of an ordi- 
nary Print, as moft of them arc that are fold coloured. 

A fine Print, coloured by a judicious Artift, might be made almoft equal in 
Value to an original Drawing in Colours : But for fuch no one will pay a Price 
ciqual to its Worth. To make an intire Drawing in the thin or wa(hing Way, it 
muft firft be drawn in Out-Lines, and then you may proceed to fini(h it with 
different Colours in its different Parts, as the Nature of the Thing requires, be- 
ginning to wa(h with Water thinly tindurcd with Colour,, at firft, and gradu- 
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ally proceeding to ufe ^t more flroi^ inyour'ShadoTfrs» employing no White at all 
throughout your Work, but careJTuny leaving the White or your Paper in the 
high Lights of white Objed:s» and very thinly v^afliing the Lights in coloured 
Bodies^ You are to obferve^ that this Method is no more than making a Drav^ing in 
Indian Ink, only inftead of making it atl Black, you ufe fine prepared Colours in 
the different Parts of your Pifture. 

I have fpoken already of the Management and Mixture ofColoyrs. Prints may be 
coloured this Way, without White intermixed 5 all the Prints in this Natural Hiftory 
being without White, for fuch Water-colour'd Prints, or Drawings, as have White 
mixed in their Colours, are apt to change Black. In order to procure Colours that 
will be exceeding fine, and run very fmooth in this Way of Wafliing, mix a little 
gummed Colour in a large Shell, and work it well with your Finger, then thin it 
with Water, and let it fettle a little, and by pouring a little off the Top of it into 
another clean Shell, you will procure a fine free working Colour, which you may 
make as light as you pleafe by the Addition of Water. If a Colour doth not fpread 
itfclf freely, by Reafon qf any Greafinefs on your Paper, if you touch your Pencil 
ever fo little in Ox-Gall, it will make your Colours run free. Always obfcrve in 
thefe firft and lightefi: Colours to ufe a large Pencil, in order to fill up the Space you 
have to cover with all convenient Expedition; for, if you are flow, and let your Co- 
lour dry in Parts, and touch again over their Edges, your Colours will be blotchy 
^nd flreaky. 

Paper proper for Drawing on la this Way, ought to be neither over nor under- 
'gummed : That which is too much gummed, or fized in the Making, is fo bird and 
clo(ib it will not take in the Colours at all, and what is laid on at firft, one is apt to 
wa(h off again in the fecond Shadowing, and fo on, which is very inconvenient. 
An under-gummed Paper hath a contrary Inconveniency, for the Colours are apt to 
run through it, and fpread beyond your Defign on the Out-Line, A proper Paper 
may be chofen by touching it with your Tongue : An ungummecl Paper will ftick 
very ftrongly to the Tip of the Tongue when touched : An ovcr-gummcd Paper will 
hardly flick at all i by which a proper Medium may be found, that only flicks a 
little to the Tongue. It is of fmall Import, whether your Paper be very White, or 
not; for provided it be of an even clear Grain and Surface, a Cafl on the Yellow or 
Cream will not hurt the Drawing when finifhed. If a Print that you would colour 
be on a loofe ungummed Paper, it may be prepared for Colouring by wafhing it over 
(once or more, as it may require) with a thin Pafle made of Wheat-Flower, boiled 
in Water^ and letting it dry on between each Wafhing. 

I am far ftom thinking myfelf properly qualified to treat on the Arts of Defigning 
•and Painting, yet it cannot be amifs for any Perfon to treat of an Art, fo far as it 
liath fallen within the Compaf^ of his own Experience and Obf<;rvation» 
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Some Thoughts on the Paflage of BIRDS. 

IHave faid fomething on this Subjeft in a former Part of this Work ; but as there 
remains much Uncertainty in what we know as yet, I am willing to fpeak to 
it again in the beft Manner I am able, in Hopes of giving fome ufeful Hints at 
Icaft, to future Inquirers. 

My good Friend, the late Mr. Mark Catejbyy I remember, foraetime before his 
Death, prefented a Paper to the Royal Society^ relating to the Paflage of Birds, which 
was read at one of their Meetings. This Paper I have not by me, but well remem- 
ber the general Opinion advanced in it was, that he imagined fuch Birds as were 
Inhabitants with us only Part of the Year,' departed from hence to inhabit 
Southern Countries, on the other Side of the Equinodlial Ltne^ juft of the fame 
Degree of Latitude with thofe they departed from, on the Northern Side : Such a 
Conjecture, at.firft Sight, fcems to be probable enough, bccaufe, in general, it is 
fuppofed, that during our Winter Scafon, the Temperature of the Weather, in the 
Southern Latitudes, is nearly the fame as it is with us in our Summer ; and then 
of Confequence, a Bird of Paflage that paflies from fixty Degrees of Northern, to fixty 
Degrees of Southern Latitude, will meet not only with the fame Altitude of the Sun, 
in both Latitudes, provided the Paflage is made'in September^ or M^^rcb^ but with near- 
ly the fame Degrees of Heat. But if weconfider, that there are many Birds of Paflage 
found far to the Northward, in feventy Degrees of Latitude (where I believe all 
the Fowls are Birds of Pafllage, it not being a Climate fit for their Subfifl:ancc in 
Winter) they mufl; have a long Way to pafs, according to Mr, Catejby\ Notion ; 
for feventy Degrees to the KquinoElial Line^ and feventy Degrees again to the 
South of it, are an hundred and forty Degrees, which, at our loweft Compu- 
tation of a Degree of Latitude, make eight thoufand four hundred Miles, which is 
a prodigious Voyage for a Bird to perform in a fliort Time, Birds that are conftant 
Inhabitants between the Tropicks^ it is very likely, may make Tranfits acrofs the 
EquinoSHalj to accommodate themfelves with proper Food at diff\:rent Seafons, or to 
avoid the Inconveniency of the excefllvp Rains in one Place, by feeking the more 
dry and pleafant Seafons in another ; but to imagine that Birds who inhabit the high 
Latitudes, either of the Northern or Southern Hemifpheres, fhould change their 
Habitations from an extream Northern, to an extream Southern Latitude, or "cice 
verffiy is contrary to all Reafon, and to the Nature of Things ; for Birds inhabiting 
frigid, or temperate Climates, would find themfelves almoft out of their proper 
Element, while pafling through a Traft of more than forty-five Degrees of the 
T'orrid Zone^ before they could arrive at their natural and cooler Climates on the op- 
pofite Side oi xhc Torrid Zone *^ nor is there any Reafon at all for Birds to pafs 
irom the Northern to the Southern Hemifphere, in order to arrive at a Place of a 
Vol. IV. R proper 
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proper and wiflied-for Temperature -, for when a Bird leaves its Northenr 
Situation at the Approach of Winter, and advances Southward, he arrives at 
fome Place of aa rqual Degree of Heat with that of the Northern Summer from 
whence he departed, without coming near the Equinoifial Line ; fo that I fee 
no Reafon at all to fuppofe they pafs from the North, acrofs the Line^ to Southern 
Habitations, but I think it mofk r^aibnabk that t]>ey (kouM iJtcp when tjbey have 
found a refting Place in a Climate of equal Temperature with that from whicn they 
departed; for to fuppofe they go a long Voyage acrofs the Line^ into far diftant 
Southern Countries, is only carrying them a long Journey to feck what they might 
find near at Hand. We know that the Stork, who inhabits fcxne of the more 
Northern Parts of Europe in the Sumjsier, retires in the Winter no farther than 
Mgypty about the Mouths of the Nile, which is on this Side of the Line : But 
according to Mr. Catejby'% Opinion, (he muft retire into fome Southern Terra Incogs 
nita^ for wc know of no Land, on the Old- World-Side of the Globe, of fo high a 
Southern Latitude as Holland lies North, which is one of the Summer Habita- 
tions of the Stork. There remains fomething yet more difficult to be cleared up in 
Relation to the Paflage of fome ^irds ; I mean feveral of the ihort-winged Water- 
Powl, thatj during the Summer Months, inhabit xht Northern IJlands of Europe y 
fuch as the Danijb IJlands of Farro, and Iceland, and many others farther Norths 
even on the Coaft of Greenland. Amongft the(e» the moft remarkable for its fhort 
MVi\yg%yis my Northern Tenguin, figur'd in Plate 147 of this Work, which is a 
Bird never fuppofed to be capable of any Flight at all> not even fo much as to 
free itfelf from the Water. There are feveral others with fliort Wings, and of 
fuch fliort Flight, that they cannot fly to the Places where they breed, on high 
Rocks, without making feveral Stages, by flying from one Ridge to another, and 
fo mounting at laft to their Nefts and rooflring Places. Amongft thefc are the 
Razor-^Billy the Gillemot, and the Coulterneb^ which fee defcribed by our Coun- 
tryman ^/7/«j^/&^, in his Ornithology, P. 123, 4, 5. All thefe Birds, with fome 
others of the fame Genus, difappear in the Winter,, and it is not conceivable that 
they fliould' take< long Flights in order to change their Situatbn, efpecially the 
Peuguin, who certainly cannot fly at alL 

It remains now to confider what fliould become of theie Birds^ during thenr Abfence 
from the Sight of the Inhabitants of thofe Iflands : There muft be fome providential 
Means to preferve them unfcen, in that Part of the World where they ap- 
pear only in the Summer Months ; for in the Spring they are faid to appear all at 
once, in as great Numbers as if they had never been abfent» I think the moft 
rational Conjedure, for the Manner of their hiding themfelves, and being preferved 
during the long and cold Winters of thofe Climates, is, that there are Sub-marine 
Caverns in the rocky Shores of thofe Iflands, the Mouths of which Caverns^ 
though they be under Water, may lead to Hollows, fo rifing within Side as to 
aflPord a convenient dry Harbour, fit to preferve thefc Birds in a kind of torpid 
State during the Winter. The Sea lying before the Mouths of fuch Caverns, 
and they having a vaft Depth of Mountain over them, their inward Capacity 
muft be defended from any rigid Cold, which may be a Means to preferve thefe 
Fowls ; and late in the Spring (about May) the Time of the Appearance of thefc 
Birds, the outward Warmth of the Air, and the returning ftrong Sun Beams on 
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the Water, near the Mouth of the Cavern, may, by a rmall Degree of Heat and 
IJght, te-animatc, as k w««, Aefe Anitnah, and bring them from Aeir State of 
Forgetfulnefs, by Degrees, to the Ufe of Life and Motion, till atlaft they are em- 
boldened to launch forth for another Sammer, feek their Prey in the Ocean, and 
propagate their Species m Ac neighbouring Rock$. 

I humbly beg Pardon for trouUing the Reader with Conjedures lb new and 
uncommon, but as I cannot folve the Diiappearance of thefe Birds any other Way, 
I hope the Hint may put fome PerTon of a more acute PeaetracioD, upoa ftuching 
out uie true Place of their Winter Habitation, or at leail produce fome more |XofaaUe 
Conjeiflure. It is the Opinion of fevccal very curious and learned Geotiemea, 
that ieveral of our Englijh fmall. Birds which difappear in the Winter> do not 
pafs the Seas into foreign Countries, but that they hide themfelvcs iq Holes 
and Caverns, where they lie torpid aU the Winter. The Reafon they ^e for it is, 
that they become fo hx. in the Autumn, at the Time of their difappearing, that 
they can make but very fliort Flights : And this Fateefs is fuppoled to fupply and 
nourilh them during the Winter. But this Opinion, will not, I believe, hold good 
in all fmall Birds, for I take it to be manifeft beyond Difpute, that the Swa/km* 
Kind leave this Ifland in the Autumn. 
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Additions to many of the Subjedls defcribed in 

this WORK. 

SI N C E the former Parts of this Work were publiflicd, I have met with fcve- 
ral Paflages in different Authors that may fervc to illuftratc fome of the Dc- 
fcriptions of the Things contained in it. I {hall therefore give here all thofc 
farther Lights, in order to make this Work as perfedl as I can, and for the better 
finding what is added to any Defcription, I (hall Figure the Additions according 
to the Numbers on the Plates, in a Numerical Order, fo that the Plates may 
be readily turned to, or, when the Defcriptions are read over, the Reader may 
cafily examine whether any Thing farther be faid amongft thefe Additions. 

Plate i. Mr. Ray^ in his Edition oiWillugbby^s Ornithology^ has given an enter- 
taining Defcription of the Eagle*s building her Neft in England j and as it is likely 
they build and breed in much the fame Manner in America^ I thought it would 
not be improper to infert his Defcription here, which is as follows : ** The 
EagUy which doth not only come over hither to Prey, but alfo many Times 
builds and breeds with us yearly (they fay) upon the high Rocks of Snowden 
\Ti Carnarvonjhire. In the Year of our Lord 1668, in the Wood-Lands, near the 
River Derwent^ in the Peak of Derbyftnrey was found an Eagle's Neft, made of 
" great Sticks, refting one End on the Ledge of a Rock, and the other on two 
Birch-Trees, upon which was a Layer of Rufhes, and over them a Layer of 
Heath, and upon the Heath, Ruflies again, upon which lay one young one, 
" and an addled Egg, and by them a Lamb, a Hare, and three Heath-Poults. 
^^ The Neft was about two Yards fquare, and had no Hollow in it. The young 
** Eagle was as Black as a Hobby, of the Shape of a Goftiawk, of almoft the 
** Weight of a Goofe, rough-footed, or feathered down to the Feet, having a 
^' white Ring about the Tail/' 

Plate 2. See an Addition to the Defcription of the King of the Vultures^ in 
P. XX, of the Preface to the firft Part. 

Plate 5. My Friend Captain Ifaac Worth hath affur'd me, that the Bhick 
Parrot i^ a Native of Madagafcar : He being in that Ifland, Anno 1748, and having 
the firft Part of my Hiftory of Birds with him, he compared the coloar'd Figure 
with the Parrots he found in the Country, and difcovered an exadl Agreement. 

Plate 6. Dr. Alead hath lately received a Parcel of Indian Birds, drawn in 
Colours, frcm Bengal, and amongft them a Parrot of the Size of my fmalleft Green 
larrot, which I take to be its Hen, it differing in nothing but the Want of the 
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red Colour on its Head j the Shape, Size and Colouring of the other Parts being 
the fame. 

Plate 13. The ^aum^ which by the Defcription is the fame with the ^an^ 
or Guan^ was found wild on the Iftbmus <f America^ by Dampier. See his Voyage s^ 
Vol I. P. 19. 

P L A T fi 20. Since the Publication of this Plate, I have fcen another Rofe* 
coloured Ouzels which appeared to be of the very fame Species with that I have figur'd 
in my twentieth Tlate. It was (hot in June 1 747, as it was feeding amon|ft Black- 
birds, [Morula] by Roger North, oiRougham in Norfolk^ Efq; and at firft was ta- 
ken for a Blackbird accidentally variegated, but on farther Examination it viras fbund 
to be the Rofe-colour^ d Ouzel. From this, and the Account I have given in 5P. 20. 
of its being (hot at NortDOod, near London, we may conclude that thefe Birds are 
often brought into this Idand by Winds or other Caufes. Mr. North was fo good 
as to fend this Bird from his Seat in Norfolk to me in London, that I might make a 
Drawing of it, for which Favour I efteem myfelf greatly obliged. Mr. North's Bird 
had all Sie Covert-Feathers on the outer Sides of the Wings Black. 

Plate 21. I have difcovered by Drawings brought both from the Enjl and 
Wejl-Indies, that there are many Birds of the Genus of the Blue-Creeper, which agree 
with mine exaftly in Shape,, and nearly in Size, but vary very much in Colour : 
They have Bills fomcthing longer than the little Bird we caH the Creeper, (of Certhia) 
in England. 

Plate 26. This Bird feems more properly to belong to the Certhia, of 
Creeper-Kind, than the Blue-Creeper figur'd in Tlate 21, and is not greatly unlike 
the Creeper found in England.

Plate 32, to 38. Extraft from Dampier^s Voyage to the Bay of Cam^ 
peachy, P. 65, 66. " Tlie Humming Bird is a pretty little Creature, no bigger 
than a great overgrown Wafp, with a black Bill, no bigger than afmall Needle, and 
his Legs and Feet in Proportion to his Body. This Creature does not wave his 
Wings like other Birds, when it flies, but keeps them in a continued quick Motion, 
like Bees or other Infedts, and like them makes a continual humming Noife as it 
flies. It is very quick in Motion, and haunts about Flowers and Fruit 
like a Bee gathering Honey, making many near Addreflfes to its delightful 
Objeds, by vifiting them on all Sides, and yet ftill keeping in Motion, fometimes 
on one Side, fometimes on the other 5 as often rebounding a Foot or two back on a 
fudden, and as quickly returning again, keeping thus about one Flower five or iix 
Minutes, or more.'* Stt my Figures in Plates ^2, 3> 4> 5> 6, 7, 8, and 105. 

Plate 51. In a Manufcript Journal made by Mr. John Bartram, of PenfiU 
"vania, in the Year 1743, I fincf an Account of what are called L/V^/;fg* PWs 
which may properly be taken Notice of at the fame Time with this Deer -, fince it 
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is doubtful whether Greenland be not joined to the Continent of Jmericd^ and it is 
probable that the Deer may vifit more Southern Parts at fome Seafon^ of the Year. 
He fays, thefe Licking Ponds are all over the back Parts of our Country, {Penfihania) 
Some of them are of a black fulphurous Mud, fome of a pale Clay ; the Deer and 
Elks arc very fond of thefe Places, where they refbrt to lick the Clay or Mud, fo 
that thefe Ponds arc enlarged to a Quarter, and fometimes to half an Acre of Ground. 
The Soil he fuppofes contains fome laline Particles that the Deer love. 

Plate 52. I underftand that the Porcupine of Hkdfon*^Bay is alfo found in 
Nova Scotia, fo that it is likely fome of them may be brought alive to us, as we are 
like to have a firm Settlement in that Part of America. 

Plate 64. Brafilian Ticy or the Bill-Bird^ fo called by the Englijh from 
their monftrous Bills, which are as big as their Bodies. I faw none of thefe Birds 
here, (in Brafit) but faw feveral of the Breads flea'd off and dried for the Beauty 
of them : The Feathers were curioufly coloured with Red, Yellow, and Orange- 
Colour. See Dampier's Voyage to New^-Hollandy P. 74. The fame Author in his 
Voyage to the Bay of Campeackf, 1^. 69. fays, there are two or three Sorts of Bill" 
Birds J fo called by the Englijh, becaufe their fiills are almoft; as big as themfelves. 
The largeft I ever few arc about the Size oiEngli/h JVood-peckers, (1 fuppofe he means 
the Greater Green Sort) and much like them : There are others of a fiiialler Sort^^ bat 
they are not often met with. I never faw many of them. 

Plate 70. I have been informed by his Grace the Duke of Zieeds, that the 
European Red-legged Cartridge, had been bred and increafed by his Grace's Grand- 
father, at his Seat at ff^mAleton in Surry, but were all deflroyed by fome difobliging 
Neighbour. This is fufficient to prove that they may be propagated in this Climate, 
and may ferve to encourage Gentlemen (who have ample Conveniencies) to endeavour 
the propagating them in England. 

Plate 8o. Since this Plate was publi(hed, I have feen a Bird Ixrought 
from Jamaica, which feemed to be the Hen of the fmall American Redjiart, k agree- 
ing exadly with it, except that it was White, or rather of a Cream-Colour,^ in thofe 
Parts which are Orange-colour'd in the Bird figured in the Tlai«i tho' Mr. Catejby,. 
in his Hijlory of Carolina, fays the Hens are Brown.. 

Plate 86. In my Defcription of this Bird, I have faid, that it is called the 
Widow, by the Portuguefe^ but I am fince better informed, that it is called the fVhidab 
Bird, becaufe it is brought frequently to Lijbon, from the Kingdom of Wbidab, on 
the Coaft of Africa. 

Pla TE 88. Dampier, in doubling the Cape (f Good Hope, has obferved 
the Albatrofs, as I fuppofe. He fays, they have feveral Signs to know when 
they are near the Cape y one is by the Sea-Fowl they meet at Sea,, cfpecially the -4/- 
gatroffes, which are very large, long- winged Bir«k. Sec his Vayage round the Worlds, 
Vo/.I. T. szi^ 
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Plate 90. Dampier^ in pafEng between Brqfil and the Cape of Good Hopty 
fays, *^ We pailed by a dead Whale, and faw (as I may fay) Millions of Sea*Fowis 
'^ aboat the Carcafs, (and as far round about it as we could fee) fome feeding, and 
•* the reft flying about, or fitting on the Water, waiting to take their Turns. We 
** firft difcovered the Whale by the Fowls, for indeed I never faw fo many 
*• Fowls at once in my Life before, their Numbers being inconceivably great r 
They were of divers Sorts, in Bignefs, Shape and Colour. Some were almoft as 
big as Geefc, of a grey Colour, with white Breafts, and with fuch Bills, Wings 
and Tails. Some were Pintados-Birds ^ (our White and Black-fpottcd Peteril) as 
big as Ducks, and fpeckled Black and White. Some were Sbear-^waters^ fome 
Peterils. We fiiw of thefe Birds, efpecially the Pintado^Birds^ all the Sea over^ 
from about two hundred Leagues diftant from the Coaft of Brafily to within much 
the iaqae Diftance of iVi?w jffi?//tfW. The Pintado is a Southern Bird, keeping 
within the Southern Temperate Zone^ for I never faw any of them much to the 
Northward of thirty Degrees South: The Tintado is as big as a Duck, but appears 
as it flies, about the Size of a tame Pigeon." Dampier proceeds to defcribe 
the Pintado and the little Peteril^ which fcem to me to be the fame Birds I have 
defcribed in P. go. I think he hath alfo dcfcribed the Great black Peteril^ figured 
by me in Plate 89. See Dampier' s Voyage to New Holland y P. 96, 97. He fays, all 
thefe Sorts of Birds fly many of them together, not high, but almoft fweeping tha 
Water. 

Plate 93. Pelicans are large flat-footed Water-Fowls, almoft as big as^ 
Geefe, and their Feathers in Colour like them : They have fliort Legs,, long Necks^ 
and their Bills are about two Inches broad, and feventeen or eighteen. Inches long i 
The Fore-Part of their Neck or Breaft is bare of Feathers, but covered with a foft^ 
finooth, yet loofc Skin, like that about the Necks of Turkies. This Skin is of the 
Colour of their Feathers, mixed with a dark and light Grey, foexadly interwoven 
that it appears very beautiful. They are very heavy Birds, and feldom fly far, or 
very high from the Water : They commonly fit on Rocks at fome Diftance from 
the Shore, where they may look about them : They feem to be very melancholy 
Fowls, by their perching all alone : They fit as if they were fleeping, holding their 
Heads upright, and refting the Ends of their Bills on their Breafts : They are better 
Meat than Boobies^ or Men of War Birds, ^t^ Dampier' % Voyage to the Bay of Cam-- 
peachy y P. jo. The fame Author alfo faw Telicans in New Holland. See his Voyage 
to NewHojIandy y. 123,. 

' Plate 103. The ^ick^batcB^ or Wbherene^ being near of Kin to the Beary 
I have here infer ted an Obfcrvation of Mr, John Bartram^ which difcovers one of 
the Methods the Bears in North America take' to provide themfclves with Sufte- 
nance ; and it is likely the ^ick^hatcb may have the fame Sagacity. Be fays, in 
pafling through a difmal Wildernefs, we obferved an old Log which the Bears had 
lately turned to get at the Snails, Beetles and Grubs that were on the under Side of 
it. I ftiall here alfo mention an Obfervation Mr. Bartram made, of the Treat- 
fluent Dogs meet with amongft the fix Nations to the Weft oiTenfihania^ He: fays. 
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the Englijhy when amongft jthem at a folemn Feaft, threw the Bones to the Dogs^ 
which thb hdians refented^ and prevented the Dbga from touchitig them, by tflking 
the Bones^ and covering them in the hot Aihes : Which made Mr. Bartram think 
the Fcaft was a Sort of Sacrifice to the Great Spirit they profefs to ferve. My 
Friend Mr. Lights has alfo told me, that the Native Americans of Hud/on' sSay^ 
carefully bnry, or dcftroy all the Bones and Fragments of theirMeat, left the Dogs 
ihould get at them. Mr. Light thinks their Reafon is, to keep the Dogs (harp fet, 
that they may hunt the better. I remcniber to have read, fome Voyagers to North 
Americay that mention the fame Things relating to the Indian Dogs ; and, upon the 
Whole, I believe it is from fome Superftition, conveyed to them by Tradition, 
that they avoid feeding their Dogs. The North American Dog has more the Air of 
a Wolf or Fox, than of any of the Dog-Kind with us. I hope this Digreflion will 
be excufed. 

Plate io6. On laying this Bird before the ^oyal Society ^ as a Subjed unknown, 
toy Friend, Dr. James Tarjons^ took particular Notice of two large Groups of Fea- 
thers, that fall on the Sides of the lower Part of the Back or Rump, and fill up 
the Spaces or Gaps between the Back and Wings, when the Wings arc clofed ; and 
having obferved the like Feathers in Eagles to be railed up at the Pleafure of the 
Bird, he examined thefe in the Bearded Vulture^ and found them to be no Part of 
the Wing, but that they had their Bottoms fixed only in the^Skin on the Sides of 
the Back ; and thinking it flrange, that the Skin, fimply, fliould have the Power to 
raife, and keep fupported, a large Group of long Feathers, he afked me if he might 
open that Part of the Skin at the Roots of thefe Feathers, which I was very 
willing fhould be done for the Satisfadtion of the Doctor's Curiofity, as well as my 
own. On opening the Skin> the Dr. foon difcovered the Mufcle defcribed in his 
following curious Letter, wrote at my Rcqucft, which he has given me free Liberty 
to publifh for the Information of the Curious.

Since the Publication of the blue Gros-Ecak, I' have feen, 
at the Houfe of George Sbehocke^ Efq; a Bird refembling what I have defcribed, 
P. 125, of this Work, except that it appeared to me a good deal lefs, it feeming not 
bigger jthap our Cba^cb. As to Shape and Colour^ it was near the fame with 
mine in Tkte 12 Ct except that, it was of a darker Colour in the Parts that are Blue. 
It was brought to Mr. Sbehocke^ with other Birds^ from Lijbgn^ and was faid to be* 
brought thither from Angola in Africa.

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P L A T B 13 !• I iaw at the Hoofe of Oiotre Sbehoeh, Efd} the Hen ofthM 
Birdj, which was brought from jingola, but laft from Li^. The Cock of thk

The Hen, which arrived alive, was all over of an Afh^colour'd Brown, with only 
a fmall Mixture of Blue on the under Side. This Note I thought proper to iniart^ 
becaufe I think it proves our Blue^beUfd Finch to be the Cock Bird } its whole undkar 
Side, Tailed Rump, being Blue. 

Plate 149. Dampiir^ in his Voyage round the Worlds T. 53, for want 
of a clofe Infpedion, fays of the Trcfick-Btrdl ** that it hath one long Feather, or ra« 



ther a Quill about feven Inches long, growing out of the Rump, which is all die 
Tail it hath :" Whereas it hath twelve Feathers in the Tail, the two Middle-ones be- 
ing much longer than he hath deicribed them to be, and formed with Shafb, and 
Webs on both Sides of the Shafts, like other Feathers. — Since the Deicription erf* the 
Tropick^Bird was publifhcd, another Bird of the fame Species is come to my 
Hands, which difitrs in many Reipeds fi-om the firft. 



Its Bill, in the dried Bird, was as red as Coral, its Edges rough, but not vifibly 
toothed } the under Side of the Bird, and Infides of the Wings were White ; die ub^ 
per Side was alfo White, but variegated with Black as follows ; the Crown of the 
Head, upper Side of the Neck, Back, Rump, and fome of the lefler Coverts of die 
Wings, were variegated tcanrverfly with black Lines, ibme of the fingle Feathers 
having each of them fix or feven Lines acrofs them ; about fix of the rrime-QuiHs 
on eadi Wing were black on their outer Webs and Part of their inner Webs diat join 
40 the Shafts, which were alfo Black 1 the Remainder of the inner Webs for the whole 
Length of the Feathers are White } a few of the finaller Quills next the Body are 
Black, with white Borders, which are in fome broader, and in odiers narrower. 
Where the Quills have any Black in them, the firft Row of Coverts above them are 
Black in the fame Proportion ; the Legs and Feet are the fame as in the firft defcribed. 
The Tall hath in it twelve white Feadiers with black Shafts, the Middle-Feather a 
litde over five Inches long ; the Feathers decreafe gradually to the Sides ; the Out- 
fide Feather on each Side beine two Inches (horter than the Middle-ones. The Tail 
to me feemed to be perfodt, which makes me believe this to be a Hen Bird, and that 
the Cocks only of this Species have the Middle-Feathers of their Tails a great deal 
longer than the other Feathers. This laft hath a black Spot about die Eye, like the 
firft defcribed; the Middle-Feathers of the Tail are broad, whereas the long 
Feathers in the Mid^Ut of the T^ils Qf fome others are very narrow. 

Plate 1 82. I have feen, in a Set of Drawings from Nature, (done at 
Bengal in India^ for Dr. Mead^ the King's Phytician) a Wood-pecker^ which agites 
with what is here figured in Shape and Size, having a red Creft in the (ame Form, 
and a^r^eing with it in other Marks, though it is of a dirty Brown on the Back and 
Wings, where mine is Yellow and Green. The under Side, which in mine, is 
White, fpotted with Black, in that is light A(h-Colour, ipotted with a duiky Co- 
IjQur^ buttnalefs regiilar Manner. On comparing my Drawing with pr. Meads^ 

they 
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tliey fcmi to me to be Cock and Hen of the fame Specie*. I find a Writing under 
this lafti as well as under another in Dr. Meatts CoUedlion of Birds from Bengal^ 
'vehich are both of the Wwd^pecker Kind. Under what I have above defcribed is wrote 
CUttitcampa^ and under the other, a \t& Bird, is wrote Cautcompab j which I fuppofc 
«o be the Country Name for a fVood-pecker^ th^ Addition of the 6 to the latter may 
denote a fmaller Species of the iame Genus 



Plate i88. On (hewing a Proof-Print of this Plate to the late Dukf 
of Ricbm$nd^ he difcovered a Miftake in the Figure of die Cedar of Libanus^ whofe 
Cdnes cm the Tree ftand quite contrary to what I have figured them ; they always 
ilanding ett€t^ contrary to the Cones in many other Sorts of Pines. The Miftake 
proceeded firom Drawing my Defign firom a fingle Branch, brought fi:om the Phyfick 
Garden at CbeJfea, without obferving how they grew upon the Tree.

I Shall lend you up in a Day or two a fimll Bird, fomething finaller than a

though a Gentleman that is here, tells me, it is a Bird of Paffitge, though he does 
not know its Name } but he hjis feen agreat many of them in Winter, about fame 
Pine-*Trees at Hackney^ where he was at School ; and he has been told^ that it 
feeds upon the Seeds of the Cones of Pines or Firs. If you know the Bird, I beg 
you will acquaint me with it

I thought proper to give this Account in the Duke's own Words, in order 
to illuftrate tne Natural Hiftory of this Bird ; and as the Letter contains no* 
thing but what may ferve to that End, I hope I have not broke through the 
Rules either of Modefty or Decency, in pubfilhing the above curious Account, 
which informs us, that the Haw-'Fincb is a ffird of Pailage, and that the Win* 
ter is the Seaibn when it appears with usj and I believe they appear but in 
fmall Numbers, for it is feldom taken alive in England. I imagine this Bird re- 
tires to the Northward in the Summer, (as all Birds that are found in our 
Country only in the Winter Seafon are fuppofed to do) becaufe I find him 
to be a Native of Sweden^ Linneus having defcribed him in hii Hijlory of 
Swidijh AnimaU^ V. 67, but does not lay whether he be or be not a Bird of 
Pailage in Bwtdtn. I believe he is found in mod Parts of Europe^ at certain 
Seafons.

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Plate 191. The Bird figured in this Plate, I have iccfiAt, ^f* iSbfA- 
vocke's Houfc, at Greenwich. I obfcrvc^ it to differ a little from tii»t Idrev 
xny Figure from, viz. in having the fine Purple Colour, which pncompa^ thjc 
Eyes on the Sides of the Head, to join on the Forehead; aiid encompafs the 
Bafe of the upper Mandible of the Bill; the Bill itfelf ^Ifo ft^emed .a littlf: 
(horter in this fecond Bird, than in that I have figured. Mr. Sbelvocke was 
pleafcd to inforno nac, that the Portaguefe call k the Caftain 'rfi Orr^n^co^ ' ftnd

P i AT E 193, 4. Dampier^ in his Voyage to the Bay of Campeachy^ P. 96, 

fays, " WhiJlling^Ducks are fomewhat lefs than our common Pucks, but npt differ* 

ing from them in Shape or Colour j in flyings tjida: Wiiigs make a pretty. Sort 

of loud Whiftling Noife : They perch on Trees/' What Dampier has fcen 

feemsto be of the Species figured, Tlate 19^, for they indeed coibe pretty dear 

our common Duck in Colour. I think wWlhave dc&ribedj T. 194,, differs 

much from ours* •

Plate 201. The Reverend Mr. Hughes^ in his Natural "HSftory of Bar^ 
badoes^ P. 68, defcribes a, Bat different from any I haire met 'with •: He ^lls 
it the Cave^Bat. He &ys, the Hebrew Name is jitaUeepb^ u e. a Biri of 
Darknefs. " This Bat (fays he) hath its Name from the Phiccof its Refidence. 
It is often as big as a young Pigeon ; its Body is cover'd with a Snuff^colour'd 
ibft Hair ; its Ears are more upright, and larger in Proportion than thofe of a 
Rat ; and itS; whole Head, efpecially its Mouth and 'Noie,; fliorter and thicker. 
From the Extremity of one Wing, to that of the other extended, meafures 
Cighte^ Inches : Its Feet are guarded with frx (harp Talons, each turning 
inwards like Fiih-Hooks.'' I believe his giving it fix Claws on ^a Foot to be 
an Overfight, for I have not obferved more than five in thofe Bats I have ex« 
amined. Mr. Hughes fays, they have alfo iq Bariadoes^ the &me fmall Bat we have in 
England. 

Whether the Cave^Bat hath a Tail, as the two Englijh Bats defcribed by me, 
P. 201, have^ or not, Mr. Hughes does not inform us. There is, in the Re- 
petitory of Sir Hans Sloane^ a Bat from Mgypty of a Size between this Ca^e^ 
Batj and my Great Bat from Madagqfcar^ which Egyptian^ Bat is Tail- 
lefs, and much refembles that of Madagafcar^ defcribed in ?• 180. of this 
Work, but much lefs. As a Duck is a Web-footed Bird, a Bat is jufl in 
the fame Senfe a Web-footed Bead: or Quadrupede, though they differ in 
many Refpcfts : A Duck or other Water-Fowl hath the Toes webbed together 
with a flrong, tough, though pliable Web, of a fmall Dimenfion, yet large, 
enough to work in fo denfe a Medium as Water: The Bat hath the Legs 
forwards webbed principally, though thefe Webs are always joined to the hin- 
der Legs; the Webs are exceeding thin^ foft and pliable, and vafrly extended 
in Breadth, if compared with the Webs on the Feet of Fowls ; the Reafon of 

.which 
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which is manifeft, for the Air being a Medium vaftly more rare than that 
of Water, it requires a Mepibrane broader, thinner, and more light and de- 
licate to work and fupport Mtfelf therein. It is convenient for Water-Birds to 
have their Oars in the Hinder-parts of their Bodies, becaufe the Water is under 
them, and they row themfelves forwards on its Surface i but it is different in 
Bats, for they have their Webs principally pn their forward Limbs, in order 
to row themfelves forwards in the Air. A Gentleman, an Eye-witnefs, has 
told me, that the great Eqft^lvdian Bats work their Wings flowly, in the 
Manner Herons do with us, and not by a fwift fluttering Motion, a^ oqr little Bats 
do. On weighing what I have read in natural HiAorians and Voyagprs ofi thi9 
Subjcdt, I have Reafon to believe there is a great Number of diflin<£t Species 
of Bats, from the Size of a very fmall Bird, gradually increafing to (almoft) the 
Bignefs of an Eagle, 

Plate 207. The Reverend Mr. Hughes^ in his Natural Hiji^ry of the 
JJland of Barhadoesy P. 88, fays, <* We have but one Species of the Snake^ 
^' Kind in this Ifland, of which I have not feen above feven in feven Years. 
^^ The largeft that I faw was not above three Feet long. They are not at all 
" hurtful, except to young Pigeons and Poultry, or fmall Birds, Mice, tSc** If ther? 
be but . one of the Serpent or Snake-Kind in Barbadoes^ as Mr. Hidgbes (ays, then 
his AoeouQt Qf it; may £:rve to illaftfate my D^qiptjop, for as my Sn^ke qime frpm 
that Ifland, it mqft be the fame he fpeaiss of.

Etching with Aqua Fortis.

I could find little or nothing oa that Sufc^ft, originally wrote by any Author of 
our own Country, and what was translated from thofe of otlier Countries, was from 
Authors of antient Efete, wrote, I believe, before Artifts in that Way had arrived at 
the Perfeftion of Knowledge they have now attained ; and many of thefe Authors 
feem not to have pra6tifed it themfelves j for I have been led by them through many 
Labyrinths (from which I found it diipcult to extricate myfelf ) before I attained the 
ready Pradice of Etching,, which I am here willing to communicate, in as (hort and 
plain Terms as I can, ior the Benefit of many curious young Gentlemen who are my 
Friends and Acquain^nce.

Firft of all, it will be proper to fay (bmething of Copper-Elates. '--^Authors on the 
Subjedt of Etching, tell us how to fmooth, fcower, and poliHi them for Ufe ; which 

U is. 
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ls» I believe, a Thing hardly any Gentleman will trouble hinHelf about, feeing that 
feveral People, in and about London, make it their Bufinefs to fquare and fmootb 
Plates of all Sizes, for Perfons who want them : And for the prefent Information of 
thofe who may want Plates j I (hall put down the Name of a rerfon who has ferved 
me with moil of my Plates ; his Name, &c. is Francis Torond, Copper-Plate 
Maker for Engraving, &c. at the jicorn in fVeft-^Streety near Little St, Martinis- 
Lane, by the Seven Dials. Examine your Plates when you buy them, to fee if 
they are perfectly free from Scratches, Dents or Holes ; and if they are bad, fee 
that the Maker mend them before you take them of him. When you are provided 
with a Plate, the next Thing to be confidered is, a Ground to cover it withaU 

General InftruSiiom in Relation to Grounds or Vamifiies^ 
proper to lay on the Plates before they are Etched. 

TH E Ingredients generally made Ufe of for the Ground or Vamijb, are, firf^^ 
jypbaltum, called alfo Pitch of Judea, or Jew"^ Pitch : It is a pretty hard', 
black, pitchy, or refinous Subftance, commonly brought to us in large Gourd Shells, 
containing, moreor lels, about forty Pounds, and to be had of the moft eminent 
Draggifts in London. The fecond is Bees-Wax, either White or Yellow* The 
third is Common Rofin. The fourth is Maftick^ a Sort of fine hard Roi» in finall 
Grains. I have fometimes added a little Common Pitch taibften it* 

Though it will be proper to vary your Ground a litde, according to the different 
Times of the Year you work in, for that which does very well in firofty Weather,, 
may be fo foft as to ftick to your Fingers in Summer ; therefore what is ufed in Wia- 
ter mufl have a greater Proportion of the fofter Materials, (fuch as the Wax andL 
Common Pitch) and that which is for Summer Ufe may have more of the harder 
Materials of the Receipt, which I fhall here give at a Medium,, as near as I caiK 
between the two Extreams« 

yl R ECE I PTfor a Ground or Varnifli. 

Afphaltum — — — — i j Ounce 

Bees- Wax — — — — 2 Ounces 

Rofin — — ... -^ i Ounce 

Maflick — — — . — i Ounce 

Common Pitch — — . — % Ounce 

Put all thefe into a new Pipkin well glazed, and place it on a moderate Fire, and as^ 
the Ingredients melt, flir and incorporate them very well together with a little Stick r^ 
Be careful that it doth not take Fire, or boil over. When all is well melted and 
jnixed, let it (land a little While in the Pipkin, till the Bubbles have done riling, 
and fome of the grofler Parts are a little fettled to the Bottom \ then pour it off into 
a Bafon of Water, leaving the Dregs in the Pipkin. When it is a little cooled in the? 

Watcr^ 
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Water, take it out, and roll it into a long Form, of the Thicknefs of your Thumb > 
and while it is yet warm, cut it into Pieces of two Inches long, more or Icfs. 

You may make double the Quantity of the Receipt, but cannot well make lefs. 
I have found that my Groundy by long keeping, has grown too hard and dry, which. 
I have redlified by melting it down again, and adding a little Common Pitck 

To lay i/>e G Kou VD on your P LA T E. 

TAKE your Copper-Plate^ and clear the Surface of it well from all Tarnifli or 
Dirtinefs 5 then having fome Charcoal lighted, in an Earthen-pan, or Chafing- 
difl), fix a fmall Hand-Vice to the Edge of your Plate, and you may then hold the 
Backfide of it downwards to the Charcoal Fire, that the polilhed Side may lie up- 
wards to receive the Ground or Vami/h. When your Plate is of a due Heat, have 
a Piece 'of your Ground tied up in fome very thin Silk, or Sarfenet, to keep the 
dreggy Parts from getting through 5 then pafs it over your Plate, in all Parts, that 
the Plate may be wholly covered ; then take a little Wad of Cotton, tied up in a 
thin Piece of Silk, and pafs it all over your Plate, to fpread your Varnifti even, Whea 
it is fo fpread, let the Plate gradually cool> and while it is cooling dab itall over with 
your Cotton Pufi> and it will lay your Ground ftill fmoother, and with a finer 
Grain, or rather (hew no Grain at all. When you have fo fpread your Varni(h on the 
Plate, have ready a very large Candle, and hold the varniihed Side of the Plate over 
die Candle, moving it backwards and forwards, till it be of a good Black in every 
Part, but be careful the SnufFdo not touch the Plate ; after which lay it to cool,, and 
it is fit to work upon^ 

Care muft be taken in heating your Plate, for if your Fire be too fierce, your 
Plate will turn of a blui£h Colour : If you perceive any fuch Change on your Plate,, 
it muft be cleanfed bright, and heated again, for fuch burnt Places will not hold the 
Ground V9\itm\it Aqua Fortis\s\2xA an. When the Plate is varnlfhed> and cold„ 
you may try how your Ground bears the Needle, by hatching (in a waftc Corner) 
ibme clofe Strokes two contrary Ways over each other ; and if it is of a moderate 
Temperature, fo as neither to ftick to the Fingers by its Softnefs, or fly fi-om the 
Copper by its Brittlenefs, you may venture to beftow fome Labour on it, and proceed 
in your Work* — The next Thing in Order is, to trace your Dcfign on the Plate,^ 

To trace the Out-Lines from a Print ^r Drawing on 

your Varnifhed Plate. 

A Print that is not of any Value, may be rubbed on the wrong Side with red 
Chalk, red Oaker, Spanijh Brown, Indian Red, or any other fine foft Colour 
that will rub dry into the Grain of the Paper. When you have fo done,, lay it on to 
your Plate, and be careful that it doth not flip in the Working ; then trace over alt 
the Out-lines of your Print with a Stick of Ivory, having a pretty fmall fmooth 
Point i for an ai^ual fharp Point will injure the Prints, and perhaps raife the Varni(h 

behind 
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l>ehind it. When your principal Out-linos are drawn, you may tonch over feme 
of the lefs principal Lines in order to have as much of the Print on the Plate ^ you 
can. When all is drawn, take off the Print, and you will find the Colour ftkking 
to your Ground^ wherever you have drawn pver it with your Stick. If you have a 
curious Drawing, or Print of value to copy, you may rub your Colour into another 
* Paper, which may be laid on the Plate firft, with the colour'd Side downwards, and 
your Drawing may be laid on that, and it will do pretty well j but you will have a 
better Out-Line through a fingle Paper, than through a dguble one. — ^When your 
Defign is traced on the Plate, you muft be forniftied with Tools to etch withal. 

• • • 

Needles for Etching. 

TAKE half a Dozen Needles, of different Sizes, which may be ftuck into finall 
Cedar-Sticks for Handles j the Points may be drove into the Sticks, ' after 
which you may break off their ^eads, and grind new Points on a Hone or Oil-ftouQ : 
Thefe may be of various Degrees of Sharpnefs, in order to make Strokes of different 
Breadths, When you are fo fumifhed, you may begin to work on your Copper. 

CyETCHiNG on your Varnifticd Plate. 

IT will be neceffary, before you begin, to have a Piece of very cleaOy foft, old 
Linen Rag, with all the Seams and Selvages^ torn off: This may lie doubly under 
the Hand you work with, to keep the Heat, Sweat, orRoughneisofyourHaadt or 
Nails, from foftening, fcratching, or otherwife injuring the Grounds Then Jake 
one of your Middle-fized Needles, and trace over the Out-Lines that you have. made, 
on the Copper, minding to touch ftrong enough to cut through your Varnifh. When 
all your Lines are traced, you may wipe the Plate with a foft, wet Spunge, to take 
off the colour'd Out-Line; fo (hall you fee what you have traced with your Needle 
more diftindtly : Then fet the Trint or Dramng before you, on a Hoping Board or 
Defk, and carefully copy it in its lejffer LineSy by your Eye, obferving to touch 
with a fine pointed Needle, and a very light Hand, the light Parts of the Trint or 
Drawing you copy ; and, with blunter pointed Needles, give more Strength to 
your Strokes, as the Darknefs of the Shadows increafes ; and by a little Prance, 
Obfervation and Care, a Piece may be finifhed this Way, without the help of en* 
graving after the common Method. 

I have found by Experience, that fome Labour may be faved in ^tcbing^ by a 
Sort of Artifice, which has an Effedi beyond any Thing that can be performed 
with the Needle ; that is, in Cafe you have a dark Objcd:, on virhich you would 
reprefent many fmall white, or light Spots, firft etch fuch Ot>jedt with clofc crofs 
Hatches, fo thick that it i^ould print almoft Black ; then take a fine Hair Pencil, 
dipped in common Turpentine Varnifh and a little Lamp Black, and touch with 
the Pencil what fhaped or fized Spots you would exprefs on the abovefaid dark ftrong 
Hatching, and it will dry on, and prevent the j4qua Fortis from taking Effe<St, or 
eating in thofe Places ; and fo they will print White. For Example fake, I will 
point out to you feveral Birds in this Work, wherein I have ufed this Method, viz. 

The 
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The Top of the Head of the little Hawk Owly TL 62 : The very fmall Spots on the 
Back, Wings, Rump and Tail of the Teacock Tieafant^ Ti 67, and the Middle- 
Feathers of the Tail of the Painted Pbeqjant^ TL 68. Thefe, amongft mat>y 
others, are fufficicnt to prove the Pradlicability of this Method. The ftme Sort 
of Varnijfh, with a little Lamp-black, is a good Stopper, in Places where the Varnifli 
is accidentally rubbed off, or where any fmall Error or Miftake is committed, and when 
dry may be worked over again to redify a Miftakc. The Piece (hould be thoroughly 
examined^ and all Omiflions rectified, before the Aqua Fortis is applied to the Plate. 

A foft Wax for Bordering the Plate to keep on the Aqua Fortis. 

TAKE white Rofin and Bees- Wax in equal Parts, incorporate them together 
over a Fire in a Pipkin, and make the Mixture into a Roll for Ufe. If it be 
found too hard to be worked and kneaded with your Hands in Winter, it may be 
brought to a greater or lefs Degree of Softnefs, by melting it again, with a left or 
greater Proportion of Olive Oil. 

When your Plate and the Wax are ready, take a Piece of the Wax, wet your 
Hands, and roll the Wax out in Length like a Cord, fufficient to go round the 
Borders of your Plate 5 then lay your Plate in an horizontal Pofition, where it may 
lie firm \ then fix your Wax on its Edges very clofe, that the Aqua Fortis may not 
pafs between the Wax and Plate, then pinch it up to an Edge, and fo make it into a 
Kind of Wall of half an Inch high ; after which pour on your Aqua FortiSy a proper 
Sort of which is to be had atmoft of theChemifts Shops in London^ and is generally 
too ftrong to be ufed without a Mixture of Water. You will know when it is too 
ftrong, by its almoft boiling on the Plate where it touches the Copper j therefore 
you are to lower it with Water, till you fee the Bubbles rife very moderately; for 
too great a Strength of Aqua Fortis will break up your Ground, and fpoil your 
Plate. 

When the Aqua Fortis has been on the Plate a little while, (about half an Hour) 
if you perceive by the equal Bubblings that it has bit kindly, it may be taken 
off, and the Plate clean waflbed with fair Water, and well dried ; then you may 
try the Depth of your Strokes by rubbing off^ a little Spot of the Ground, and, if 
you find it too faint, put \ht Aqua Fortis on again; but if you think it has bit 
enough for the firft Time, you may ftop (with the before- mentioned Varnifh) all 
thofe Parts that you would preferve light $ind tender : Let your Varni(h dry a 
little, then put on your Aqua Fortis a fecond Time, and let it lie about half an Hour. 
It may be taken off, and put on again, if the Cafe requires ; and you may flop other 
Parts that you would not have very dark, but remember to wafh and dry your Plate 
every Time you ftop with the Varnifh. Few of my Plates have had the Aqua Fortis 
on them lefs tJian half an Hour on the lighter Parts, or more than an Hour and a 
half on the darker Parts. When the Plate is bit-in as deep as you would have it, 
Wafli the Aqiia Forth well off from it ; then fcrcw your Hand-Vice on the Edge of 
it, and hold its ^^ roi g Side a while before, or over a Fire, and the Wax Border will 
Clip off; then take a little Olive, or any Oil, put it on the hot Plate, and rub it over 
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with a Rag, then wipe the Plate clean, and you will ice your Defign very plain. 
The Plate is then fit to fend to the RowHng-Prefs for a Proof, &fta which, any 
common Hand may put io a few Strokes with a Graver, in Cafe there be found any 
little Deficiencies. 

Thus have I given as much, and no more, on the Subject of Etching, than I 
have difcovcred from my own Pradlice and Experience. There are, I believe, 
many of my Countrymen, who could give hr hettcr Inftru£tions in this Art than 
myfelf ; but fome of them, perhaps, are Idle, and others interefted to keep it feaet. 
I know of none that have advanced any Thing worth naming, on this Subje^ in our 
Language, but what is tranllated from fome other. 

As there was no Defign at the Beginning of this Work to have carried it on to the 
Length it is now come, the Matter contained in it could not be ranged in a Claflical 
Order i for as Things of a mixed Nature continually offer'd thenifelves to me, I was 
obliged to proceed juft as I could procure Subjeds to go upon : Therefore, if ne 
furvey this whole Work (which is now brought to a ConcluOon) we ihall find many 
Subjofls that ought to have been placed together, are fcattered throughout the four 
Parts thereof; and as their being fo creates fome Difficulty and GonfofioR, I have 
judged* it convenient to bring all the Subje£ls contained in the Book, into a Generical 
Catalogue^ by which Means one may find all the Subjects that belong to the lame 
Genus ranged by themfelves, and pointing to the different Plates of the Book where 
they are figured and defcribed ; which Method will be found more ready and ufeiiit 
for the turning to any particular Subject contained in this Book, than an ji^abettcat 
Catalogue of Names could have been.

Je n'ai trouvc aucune Defcrip- 
tion de cette Efpece, dans aucun des auteurs de I'Hiftoire naturelle. Je crois que ce 
feroit celui d'^bin^ s'il avoit fait fon Deffein d'apres Nature. II a mis autour du Cou 
de fon Oifeau un Collier jaune, qui n'auroit du ctre que fur la Poitrine. Voyez 
rUiftoire des Oifeaux par Jilbin^ V. i. P. 13. J'ai vu un plus grand nombre d'Oifeaux 
de cette derniere Efpece, que de la prccedente, ou meme d'aucunc autre des {^Lories) 
& ils s'accordent parfaitemcnt avec cette Defcription.

il n*y en avoit qu'un dont les couleurs fuflcnt moins vives, & je crois que c'ctoit une 
Fcmelle. Je n'ai point encore vu de Figure de cet Oifoau, quoique notre compatriote 
Mr. fVillughby en ait donn^ une Defcription il Tappelle (la Perrachc 6carlatc aux 
Ailes vertes & noires). Voyez fon Ornitbologie^ P. 1 17. Ce qu'il en dit eft fort peu 
de chofe. J'ai eu Tavantage d'en pouvoir donner une ample Defoription, ayant fait 
mon Dcffein d'apr^s TOifeau vivantj & comme il me fut envoyc, aprcs fa mort, pour 
le faire empailler, j'ai eu le tems de Texaminer avec grand foin. Je fuis tres convaincu 
que cet Oifeau, avec les deux precedents, font d'une Efpece differente & diftindte da 
Perroquet; car j*en ai vu plufieurs de chacun de ceux-ci, & ils fo font tous accordes 
pour les couleurs, la taille & les marques.

Ce rare Animal a ete apport6, de Tlile de Madagafcar^ par fnon ami Mr. Ifaac 
Worthy en 1748 ; il toucha a cette Ifle \, fon retour des Indes Orientaks. J'ai confervc 
cette Bete en vie pendant quelque terns ; elle etoit fort douce & ne faifoit aucun mal ; 
elle n'avoir rien de la rufe & de la malice des Singes^ quoi qu'elle eut beaucoup de rap-* 
port avec eux par fa Figure, & qu'elle s'aftit de la mSme maniere. Elle en diftere prin- 
cipalemcnt, en ce qu'cUe a le Mufcau pointu, le Vifage couvert de Foil; les Organes de 
la Generation foptaufli difFercnts, car bn peut a peine les d^couvrir, de meme que dans 
les Chats. Je crois que cet Animal eft d'un Genre different du Singe. J 'en trouve une 
Efpecediftindtedecelle-ci. Voyez les Ouvragcs dt Petiver^ Tab. 17. ou fa Figure ref- 
femble a la mienne, mais les Foils font plus longs, & la Queue n'a point d'Anneaux, 
Cet Autcur dit, " que fa Laine eft brune, douce & frif^ comme celle d'un agneau ; 
" qu'il a plufieurs des proprietes de VEcureuil, & eft fouvent affis quand il mange, qu'il 
" fe fert alors de fes Dents incifives, & qu'il recourbe fa Queue touffue ; qu'il a etc ap- 
" porte vivant de I'lfle de Joanna" Le Deffcin de Mr. Petiver fut fait par le cclcbre 
Anatomifte Mr. Gtiillaume Cooper. J'ai encore vu un autre Animal de ce Genre, mais 
d'une autre Efpece ; il n'etoit pas plus gros qu'un Ecureuil^ & on le conferve dans une 
liqueur fpiritueufe, dans le Cabinet du Chevalier Hans Shane.

CE T T E Figure eft de grandeur naturelle, & eft a peu pres la meme que ccUc 
dc nos Ecureuils commuris ^Angleterre: la principale diflFercnce qu'il y a cntrc 
celui-ci & les notres coniifte dans la couleur^ & dans les Oreilles qui font plus 
courtes & plus col^es 4 la Tete. 

• La T6te & le deflus du Corps, avec les Jambes, les Pics & la Queue, font de cou- 
ieur de cendres tenant un peu du rouge; mais plus pale fur les Jambes, les Pies & le 
deflbus de la T^te. Les Yeux font aflez noirs, mais environnes de Polls blancs; Ic 
Ventre eft convert de Poils de la meme couleur« Deux Bandes blanches ou de couleur 
de Creme defcendent le.long des Flancs, depuis les Epaules jufqu'aux Jambes de dcr- 
riere ; cette variete releve la beaute de fes couleurs. La Queue eft toufFae conunc 
. celle de nos Ecureuils ; chaque Poll eft bigarr6 d'un cendre clair & obfcur, & ces nu- 
ances fe repondent fi exaftement qu'elles forment des rayes r^gulieres de clair & I'ob- 
fcur, ce que la Figure montre mieux que le Difcours. Les Pattes de devant ont cbacan 
quatre Doits diftindts, qui font armes d'Ongles noirs \ du cdte interne on peut apperce- 
voir un commencement de Doit fans Ongle; les Pattes de derriere ont cinq Doits 
diftindts, ^galement arm^s d'Ongles.

Get Ecureuil a ixi apportc de Santa Cruz (fur la Cote Occidentale de la Barhark 
qui eft fur le bord de \ Ocean Atlantique: ) U me fut donne en vie par mon ami le 
Capitaine Jean Dobfon de Rotberbitbe^ ^ Londres. J'ignore s*il habite fur les Arbres 
ou fous Terrej je fuis porte ^ croire qu'il eft de TEfpece de TEcureuil de Terrej car 
quand on le laiflbit courir par la Maifon, 11 ne paroifToit pas enclin a grimper, conune 
les autres Ecureuils ; mais s'alloit cacher fous quelque tapis ou autre chofe douce qu'il 
pouvoit trouver fur le Plancher, & s'y endormoit. Je trouve une Figure ct une De- 
fcription de cet Animal, dans une Hiftoire des Sluadrupides^ de Serpents Gf des InftQa 
recueillis & publics a Londres en 1658, i^v Jean Rowland^ Do£teur en M^dccinc. 
L'Auteur TappcUe V Ecureuil de Getulie ou de Barbarie. II fut d^crit & deftine par le 
Dr. Cay : mais comme cette Figure eft petite & ne reprefente qu'imparfiutement la 
forme & le fort de TAnimal, je Pai feit reparoitre ici dans TAttitude qu'il avoit lorfqu'il 
croquoit des Noifettes.

CE T Animal parolffoit 6tre dc la Taille d'un Furet ou d'un Chafouin : II avoit en- 
viron trois quarts de Verge ou vingt fept Pouces de long; fa Queue etoit tres 
groflc vers fa bafe,' & fe tcrminoit en pointe, comme celle du Lefard. 
II avoit le Mufeau aflez pointu, couvert de Foils courts d'un brun rougeatre \ fe$ 
Yeux etoient vifs &; etincelants comme ceux d'un Furet, & prefque de couleur de 
Flammes; fes Oreilles etoient petites, rondes, & fi legerement couvertes de Foils, qu'on 
voyoit la couleur de la Feau a travers. Le defTus de la Tete, le Cou» le Dos, avec les 
Planes & la Queue, Etoient couverts de Foils aflez longs & aflez roidcs, chaque Foil 
etoit en partie brun & en partie obfcur, tellement que tout le Corps paroiflbit d'une cou- 
leur m^l6e. Les Foils du Gofier & du Ventre etoient un peu plus courts, d'unc couleur 
d'Argille ou brundtre, fans aucun melange. Les Jambes etoient courts & noiratres ou 
bruns; il avoit cinq Doits armes d'Ongles noirs a chaque Fie. 

• Je vis ce rare Animal chez Mr. Bradbury ^ Apothicaire, dans Southampton-Buildings^ 
Holborn. Le Dr. Wilmot m'y avoit envoye pour en faire un Deflein. Mr. Bradbury eut 
la bonte de le faire attraper, pour qu'on le mit dans une petite Chambre, ou je pufle 
inieux obferver toutes fes anions. Quelquefois il rampoit le Ventre a terre, & refleni- 
bloit a un Serpent qui fe meut fans Jambes ; d'autres fois il levoit la Tete, & paroiflbit 
marcher fur fes Jambes en raccourciflant un peu fon Corps ; il s'afleyoit aufli droit fur 
fes Jambes de derriere, & regardoit autour de lui; quand il ^toit fache il heriflToit {^'^ 
Foils d'une maniere etonnante. Cet Animal etoit venu des Indes Orientates y on le 
laiflbit courir par la Maifon, et on me dit, qu^il Tavoit delivree de Rats & de Souris. II 
y a quelques annees que je vis un Ichneumon^ qu'on avoit apportc d'Egypte^ mais je crois 
qu'il etoit plus de deux fois plus grand que celui-ci ; car il avoit quarante deux Fouces 
de long, & celui-ci n'en avoit que vingt fept. Leur forme & leur couleur etoient aflez 
reflemblantes j toute la difference que je trouvai fut, que celui d^Egypte avoit une 
Touflfe dc Foils a I'extremite de la Queue; (Voyez lettre A fur la Flanche) celle de 
V Ichneumon des Indes fe termine en pointe.

GET Animal eft gros comme un Veau d^Angkterre de fix Mols; & Strudtarc 
reflembleroit ajSez a celle de notre Taureau, jnais fes Cornes font tr^ petites^ 
& il a tine BolTe fur fon Dos entre les deux Epaules ; Les Jambes me paroifient 
auffi txxt plus d^li^, quor qu'elles ne foient pas plus longues. On s*en fert^ dans les 
Indes Orientales, pour tirer les CarofTes au lieu de Chevaux. 

Le Nez eft large 15c plat, (fans Polls & humide fur le dehors) ob. fe trouvent les 
Narines ; le Muieau eft garni de quelques crins roides & detaches ; les Polls des cdtes 
du Nez font blanchStres. Les Cercles qui entourent les Pranelles font couleur de nol- 
fctte; les Yeux font places au milieu d'Efpaces noirs & longs j les Cornes font branes 
& petites paflant a peine les Polls frifes du haut de la T^te ; les Oreilles paroiflent beau- 
coup plus larges & plus longues que les Cornes, leur dedans eft couleur de chair fans 
Poll. II eft tout convert d'un Poil affez court & doux ; la Tete, le Cou, le Dos, la 
Queue & les Flancs font de Cendre fcleuStre; la Peau lache du Cou eft blanche; le 
Ventre eft convert de Polls fi clair fem6s qu*on volt la couleur de la chair k travers.

Madame 
Wiliughby^ (dcpuis Duchcfle de Chandois) fit enfuite prefent du Deflein au Chevalier 
Sloane. C'eft un des Beftiaux domelliques dans les Indes. J'ai fouvent oui dire au 
Chevalier Sloane^ que les Pierres qu'on appelle Serpentines^ dans les Indes Orientales^ 
& qu'on dit tirt tiroes de la Tete des Serpents^ nonnnes Cobras de Cabeloy etoient des 
OS des Jambes de ces Buffles^ brules & a moitie calcines. On leur attribuc la mer- 
veilleufe propri^t6 d attirer le venin d'une playe, & apres s'en etre dechargees dans du 
laift^ & avoir etc s^ch^es, de conferv'^r la m^me vertu.

LA Figure du haut de la Planche eft une Chauve-fouris de la Jamaique ; die diflfere de celles 
' i^AngUitirre par une petite Peau qui lui pend fur ie Nez, & en n'ayant point de Queue ; 
TEfpaoe dVntre les deux Jambes de demere eft remplie par une Membrane ou une Peau. 
Cette Figure repreiente k deflbus de la Bete. La Figure du milieu le defius d*une Chauve-fouris 
ifAKgUtirri. La Figure inferieure eft la Cbauve-lburis ^Jlf^Uterre a longues ou doubles Oreilles \ 
iKNir les mieux diftit^uer. Ton a donne la Figure de PAninud arec le ventre en haut. Elles font 
Koutes lea troia ici reduites \ la moitie de leur grandeur naturelle. 

Ce cu*il 7 a de plus fmgulier dans la premiere c^eft cette Peau qui lui pend fur le Ne:^, qui eft 
maniable quand on la tire de la liqueur fpiritueuie, (& par la je crois avoir decouvert fon ufage,) 
elle couvroit les Narines, & fa pointe etoit placee dans une fente qui etoit dans la Levre fuperieure, 
& par ce moyen le Nez & la Bouche etoient enferones. Je crois que c*eft pour empecher que 




inaux qui dorment toujours pendant un certain terns. Cette Cbauve-lburis n'a point de Queue, 
die difiere en cela de la n6cre. 

La Figure du milieu reprefente la Chauve-fouris Anghife a courtes Oreilles : elle diftere de celle 
de deflus, en ce qu'elle n*a pas la Peau pendante fur le Nez, mais en revanche die a une Queue de 
plus. Elles font toutes les trois \ peu pr^ de la meme couleur, favoir ; leur Teces & leur Corps 
font vdus ou converts de Polls courts, comme ceux des Souris, d*une couleur fombre & tannee en 
defibus, & d'un brun tant foit peu plus rouge en delTus.

La Chauve-Souris du haut a etc apportce de la Jamaique par Mr. Harpur^ feu Chirurgien de 
PiaJtoWf tnEJfex: les deux autres je les ai eu en vie a Londres. Le Chevalier Hans Shane fait 
mention d*une Chauve-fouris de la Jamaique^ Vol. 2. P. 330 \ il parle aufli d'une autre Chauve- 
iburis qui a une excroiflance en forme d'Orcille, qui lui pend fur le Groin \ je fuppofe que c*eft le 
Veipertilio cornutus de Pifon^ & la Chauve-fouris du haut de cette Planche. Mr. de la tondamine^ 
dans fon Voyage le long de la Riviere des Afnazone$^ dit, que les Cbauve-iburis qui fucent le fang 
des Chevaux, des Mules, & meme des hommes, quand ils ne prennent pas foin de s*en garancir, 
font un des flcaux communs a tons les Pays chauds de VAmerique^ &qu*il yen a d*une prodigieufe 
groileur : a Borja & en d'aucres endroits elles ont detruit le gros Betail que les Miflionaires avoient 
fait venir, & qui commen^oient ^ multiplier. Dampier^ dans fon Voyage autour du Monde dit, 
que dans Tlfle de Mindanao^ dans les Indes Orientales^ il y a des Cbauve^fouris de la grandeur d*un 
Epervier.

L'Ecaille eft ronde aflez elevee 
du cote fuperieur, & fort platte fur Tinferieur ; elle eft partag^ en difterents Compar- 
timents ou ecailles feparees, qui font environnees de rainures ou de plis, qui ie fuccedent 
& deviennent d'un plus petit contour k mefure qu'ils approchept au milieu du Com- 
partiment. L'Ecaille eft jaunStre obfcurcie par des Taches, irr^gulierement grandes &; 
petites, qui font noirStres. L'Organe de la generation eft dans la Queue m£me ; la 
Femelle la recourbe en haut dans Taccomplement, & le Mdle fetoume la flenne en 
deffous, ainfi les deux parties fe rencontrent. Les Jambes de devant ont chacune cinq 
GrifFes, & celles de derriere en ont quatre. Quand ces Tortues ont peur, elles rctircnt 
la T^te, la Queue & les Jambes dans leur Ecailles, ou elles font G, bien k couver^ qu*il 
n'eft pas facile de leur fair du mal. 

Cette Tortue me fut envoyee de Santa Cruz^ dans la Barbarie Occidentale^ par men 
ami feu Mr. Thomas Rawlings^ Marchand, qui mourut la (en 2748) apres avoir etc 
etabli dans ce Pays pendant quelques annees.

Cette Salamandre eft a peu prcs de la grofieur & de la forme du Le/ard que nous venons de de- 
crire ; mais les Taches font plus larges & plus diftiiiftes, c*eft la principale difienence } on ne 
fait aucune mendon de la couleur.
